Just  what  route  would  to  adopted 
!•  a  matter  to  be  decided  after  the 
parties  to  th*Jgtofft»d  definitely  agreed 
to  go  ahead  with  it;  but  In  the  mean- 
time theres  are  several  feasible  Idea* 
before  the  Government  on  this  phase  of 
the  question.  It  Is  understood  that 
whatever  route  la  selected  there  will 
be  some  expropriation  work  to  be  done, 
and  the  cost  of  this  has  been  estimated 
at  something  like  $30,000  or  $40,000. 

As    propounded    to    the    Minister    of 
!   Public  Works  yesterday  the  scheme,  so 
J  far  aa,  the  expense*  of  It   Is   concerned, 
is    that  the  city,   the  municipality,   and 
the  Provirielal  Government   should  each 
contribute' a    third    to    the    cost    of    the 
whole,  and  presumably   that  the  burden 
of  upkeep  and  repair  be  similarly  borne. 
I  Mr.    Taylor    expressed    his    appreciation 
of  the  idea,  and  went  *«o  far  as  to  say 
I  that  such  a  highway   from   the   city   to 
the  park,    running  through  some  of  the 
j   finest    territory   In    Saanlch,    would 'jfegn 
I  doubtedly  prove  a  great  scenic  asset  not 
i  only    to    the    parties    Interested    but    to 
the  Island  as  a  whole.  From  the  tourist 
point   of  view   he  pointed    out   that   the 
J  plan.  If  carried  out,  would  be  calcu 
j  to  greatly  popularize  the  district, 
ever,   as   things   were  merely  In  a  very 
preliminary  condition  he  would  not  com- 
mit the^Government  to  tha  scheme,  but 
he  promised  to  bring  the  matter  before 
the    executive,    which    Is    understood    to 
meet  on  Monday. 

Thinks  Plan  Is  Ideal 
Mayor  Morley  and  several  of  the 
aldermen  of  the  city  were  present  on 
the  delegation,  as  -also  were  Reeve 
Nicholson  and  Councillor  Williams  of 
Saanlch,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Topp,  the  en- 
gineer of  the  latter  municipality.  Mayor 
Morley  thought  the  plan  an  Ideal  one, 
and  was  sure  that  if  the  Government 
undertook  to  defray  a  third  of  the  oost 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  In  either 
of  the  municipalities  In  having  by-laws 
passed  authorizing  them  to  raise  suffi- 
cient funds  to  meet  their  respective 
ends  of  the  bargain. 

Reeve  Nicholson  also  spoke  enthusi- 
astically In  favor  of  the  scheme.  It 
would  mean  a  great  deal  to  Saanlch. 
he  said,  and  also  a  great  deal  to  the 
contiguous  territory.  The-  park  was 
Ideally  situated  for  recreation  purposes, 
but  at  the  present  time,  by  the  present 
roads,  getting  '  there  involved  some 
heavy  work.  Ho  was  sura  that  with  a 
paved  highway  straight  to  the  park, 
Mount  Douglas  would  speedily  come 
into  its  own  aa  one  of  the  finest  recrea- 
tion resorts  In  the  country.  The  rout<> 
he  favored  would,  he  declared,  do  away 
with  the  present  heavy  grades,  and 
make  the  Journey  easy  not  only  for 
cars    but    for    pedestrians. 

To    Com*    Up    Monday 

On  Monday  the  whole  matter  will  be 
brought  before  the  executive  council, 
and  It  Is  likely  that  another  conference 
of  the  interested  parties  will  be  ar- 
ranged for  Immediately,  or  at  all  events 
shortly,  thereafter.  From  the  tenor  of 
the  minister's  remarks  It  appeared  hope- 
ful that  the  co-operation  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  will  be  secured  to 
ths  scheme.  In  which  event*  II  will  of 
course  be  proceeded  with  without  any 
unnecessary   delay. 

The  basis  of  payment  suggested, 
namely,  that  of  a  third  of  the  cost  to 
be  borne  by  all  three  bodies,  will  also 
be  taken  Into  consideration,  and  while 
It  Is  Impossible  to  say  what  action  will 
be  taken  In  regard  to  this  point,  tt  la 
regarded  as  of  less  consequence  to  the 
suC6es»  of  ths  scheme  than  the  hearty 
t'ico-operatlon   sought   for.

For  sev- 
eral years  the  Dominion  has  been 
strotching  out  Its  highways  from  East 
to  West,  and  today  there  Is  a  tremen- 
dous amount  of  energy  and'  money  being 
concentrated  upon  the  final  achievement 
or  this  object.  But  apart  from  that 
the  road  building  programme  of  every 
Province  In  the  Dominion  Is  a  largo 
one,  calling  for  an  enormous  appropria-

Punishments  for  offences  committed 
at  .000.  in  the  olden  times  makes  ■  the 
present-day  penalties  for  violations  of 
law  on  |and  and  sea  seem,  mild  by 
comparls^slW^fi^Wey^ork  Marine 
Journal.  When,  a  murder  occurs  on 
board  ship  now  the  murderer  is  arrested 
and  later  taken  ashore  and  tried  for 
the  crime,  but  In  the  days  of  Richard  I. 
of  England  the  law  provided  that 
"whoso  killed  any  persons  on  shipboard 
should  be  tied  with  him  that  was  slain 
and  thrown  into  the  sea.  And  If  he 
killed  him  on  land  he  ehouM  in  like 
manner  be  tied  with  the  party  slain  and 
be  buried  with  him  In  the  earth." 

Mutiny  was  discouraged  In  Blasa- 
heth's  time  by  hanging  the  offenders  .by 
their  heels  until  their  brains  were 
beaten  but  against  the  ship's  side,  while 
men  caught  stealing  on  board  ship 
were  ducked  three  times,  towed  ashore 
and  marooned  with  a  loaf  of  bread  and 
a  can  of  beer.

and  a  sharp  knife,  and  so  to  hang  and 
choose  whether  he  would  cutte  himself 
down  and  fall  Into  the  sea  or  hang  still 
ami   starve."

Strathcona  .Park,  he  said,  would  be 
made  a  place  to  which  tourists  the 
world  over  would  be  attracted.

A.  Hattori  said:  "Tour  people  at 
home  imagine  you  are  suffering  bodily 
harm.  I  have  told  them  that  the  time 
of  Individual  harm  has  passed.  You 
might  tell  them  that  such  a  supposition 
is  a  mistake,  and  tell  them  to  be  patient 
and  everything  will  end  all  right.  We 
are  not  much  surprised  to  see  this 
agitation.  Anti-Asiatic  feeling  has  been 
in   the  air   In   California^  for   years.  , 

"Our  Government  will  work  out  the 
problem  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  all. 
Boycott  or  similar  methods  such  as  are 
discussed  should  not  be  carried  out.  It 
i  th-e  duty  of  everyone  concerned  to 
minimise    whatever   •feelins    now    exists. 

"America  should  open  her  doors  and 
welcome  us.  America  asked  us  to 
maintain  the  'open,  door'  in  Manchuria, 
and  Japan  did. 

"The  three  year  clause  in  the  land 
law  shows  how  close  the  bill  comes,  to 
violating    the    treaty." 

Strict  attention  was  paid  to  the 
speakers.  Applause  and  cheers  were 
frequent.  Throughout  all  the  speeches 
the  audience  was  orderly.

May  31.— Typhoid  fever  has 
nt  last  been-  mastered  by  science,  and 
mbto/afew  years t the  dwed  (Wseaae 
will  probably.,  no  longer  be  known,  even, 
in  tropical  lands.  Dr.  Henri:  Vincent, 
member  of '  the  French  Academy  of 
Sciences,  and  head  physician  of  the  Yale 
de-Grace  Hospital  here,  has;  announced 
in  substance  that  thereafter  he  who 
dies  of  .typhoid,  does  so  because  of  his 
own  or  someone  else's  carelessness,  for 
the  new  typho- vaccination  has  been 
proved  absolutely '  safe  and  effective.  - 

Medical  men  here  proclaim  the  con- 
quest one  of  the  most  beneficial  to  hu- 
manity   accomplished    in    modern    times. 

The  (  process  _of  .rendering  mankind^ 
Immune  from  attacks  of  typhoid  is  new* 
only  as  an  accomplished  fact.  'The  ac- 
tual ^discovery  dates  back  a  number  of 
years,  experiments  to  prove  its  worth 
beginning  some  four  years  ago.'  And 
It  is  upon  the  results  .of  these  years 
of  actual  practice  that  Dr.  Vincent 
baaes  his  report  to  the  Academy/of 
Medicine.  -/ 

Bacteriologist's    Declaration 

"Prom  now  on,"  declared  the  bacter- 
iologist, "typhoid  takes  its  place  among 
avoidable'  diseases;  better  than  that, 
the  malady  may  even  be '.completely 
wiped  out. 

"For  fourteen  months  I  have  been 
exceedingly  busy  vaccinating  patients 
at  the  hospital.  I  inoculated  14,000  per- 
sons In  that  time.  I  even  vaccinated 
individuals  actually  ill  of  typhoid. 
These  last  had  ^extremely  light  attacks 
and  were  attending  to  'their  ordinary 
duties  in  a  very  short  time.  The  others 
are  completely  immune.

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ELAGIC  sealing,  a  romantic  and 
adventurous  industry  which  had 
for  decades  its  depot  on  this 
continent  at  the  port  of  Victoria, 
has  been  ended  as  a  result  of  the 
treaty  entered  into  by  Canada, 
the  United  States,  Russia  and 
Japan  at  Washington,  and  Mr. 
Justice  Audette  of  the  Exchequer 
Court  of  Canada  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  a  commissioner  to  sit 
here  in  July  to  examine  into  the 
amount    of   compensation   to    be 

paid  to  the  sealers. Xhe  treaty, 

which  deprived  the  seal-hunters  of  their  in- 
dustry, provides  that  for  fifteen  years  the  seals 
which  have  their  habitat  at  various  rookeries 
in  the  North  Pacific,  the  chief  ^ones  located 
on-  the  Pribyloff  Islands  of  Behring  Sea, 
Copper  and  Behring  Islands  at  the  fringe  of 
the  Aleutian  group,  Robben  Bank,  St.  Jonas 
and  Kilda  Islands  in  the  Okhotsck  Sea,  and 
small  isles  off  the  Kuriles,  may  not  be  hunted 
at  sea.  The  United  States  owns  the  Pribyloff 
rookeries,  Russia  the  Copper  Island  grounds 
and  St.  Jonas  and  Kilda,  while  Japan  has 
Robben  Bank — a  prize  of  the  Russo-Japanese 
war — and  the  smaller  rookeries  off  the 
Kuriles.  Canada  owns  no  rookeries,  but  be- 
cause of  the  industry  of  the  local  sealers,  the 
Dominion  receives  a  benefit  to  the  extent  of 
over  five  million  dollars. 

For  many  years  the  ports  of  the  Pacific 
coast  sent  out  fleets  of  sealing  schooners,  the 
chief  depots  being  Victoria,  B.  C,  Seattle,  and 
San  Francisco  until  1893,  when  the  United 
States  government  enacted  a  law  forbidding 
peljrgic  sealing,  and  Victoria  and  Yokohama 
became  the  chief  depots,  many  of  the  Ameri- 
cans interested  in  pelagic  sealing  transferring 
their  vessels  to  the  British  and  Japanese  flags. 
Of  late  years  the  industry,  because  of  the  re-  it 


strictive  regulations  which  followed  the  Paris 
award  of  1894,  has  dwindled  at  Victoria,  and 
whereas  a  fleet  which  totalled  64  vessels  once 
went  out  to  Behring  Sea  from  Victoria  the  last 
season  saw  but  four  schooners  at  sea  while  a 
great --fleet  of  aging  vessels  lay  at  anchor 
awaiting  a  settlement  of  the  long-pending 
question.  Owing  to  the  expected  settlement 
the  Victoria  Sealing  Company  sent  out  no 
vessels.  As  the  Victoria  business  dwindled  the 
Japanese  fleets  increased,  for  the  reason  that 
the  modus  vivendi  arranged  at  the  Paris, 
Tribunal  between, Britain  and  the  United  Sta/^ 
does 'not  affect  the  Japanese,  whose  vessels 
are  not  interfered  with  until  they  invade  the 
three-mile  limit,  whereas  the  Canadian  schoon- 
ers, under  the  regulations  have  a  closed  season 
and  prohibited  area  at  all  times  of  60  miles 
about  the  rookeries  of  the  Pribyloffs  and  must 
use  spea<rs  only  in  Behring  Sea,  while  the 
Japanese  may  go  to  within  three  miles  of  the 
rookeries  without  molestation  and  use  fire- 
arms.; The  catches  of  the  pelagic  sealers,  as  a 
result  of  the  increasing  diminution, of  the  herds, 
have  become  smaller  year  by  year  and  the 
prices  have  consequently  advanced  until  skins 
which  sold  for  $8  or  $9  fifteen  years  ago  now 
bring  over  $30  at  the  annual  sales  held  by 
C.  M.  Lampson  8c  Sons  at  London,  England, 
where  the  fur-buyers  of  the  world  gather 
yearly. 

'.-  Pelagic  sealing  was '^'invented"  by  Capt. 
Christensen,  an  old  Norwegian  shipmaster, 
who  now  pilots  the  tramps  which  go  to 
Nanaimo  and  Comox  for  coal.  Some  early 
traders  of  Vancouver  Island  in  the  days  when 
the  coast  cities  were  hamlets  had  been  sending 
Indians  in  canoes  to  take  fur  seals  near  the 
land  when  the  herds  were  homing  to  the 
Pribyloff  rookeries,  and  Capt.  Christensen  had 
charge  of  a  trading  schooner  belonging  to  one 
of  these  traders.  He  hit  upon  the  method  of 
preserving  seal  pelts  in  salt  and  schooners 
were  then  sent  to  sea  carrying  salt  in  their 
holds  with  the  hunters  on  board  to  .shoot  the 
fur-bearers  at  sea,  skin  them  on  the  decks  and 
preserve  the  furs  in  salt.  At  first  the  schoon- 
ers did  not  cruise  far,  and  the  method  of 
preserving  the  skins  was  soon  passed  from 
sealer  to  sealer,  and  the  ports  of  Seattle,  Port- 
land  and   San   Francisco   began   to   send   out 


vessels.  In  1882  the  schooner  City  of  San 
Diego  with  the  notorious  Capt.  Alex  McLean, 
who  Jack  London  says  was  the  character  upon 
which  his  noted  "Sea  Wolf"  was  founded,  as 
master,  made  the  first  entry  into  Behring  Sea, 
and  pioneered  -.the  way  for  the  great  fleets 
which  have  followed. 

The1  herds  which  haul  out  in  great  schools 
on  the  sandy  beaches  at  Lukannon,  Seapandi, 
and  other  big  rookeries  of  the  Pribyloffs  are 
migratory  and  yearly  they -leave  the  islands  and 
swim  south  for  many  thousands  of  miles,  close 
to  the  equator  they  go  and  return  north  in 
the  track  of  the  sea  food.  The  homeward 
journey  begins  with  the  end  of  the  year  and 
through  the  months  of  spring  they  are  found 
off  the  California,  Oregon,  Washington  and 
British  Columbia  coast.  The  regulations 
which  govern  the  Canadian  vessels,  but  not 
the  Japanese  craft  sent  across  the  Pacific,  pro- 
vided that  the  spring  season  of  hunting  closed 
on  April  3 oth,  and  the  closed  season  con- 
tinued until  the  end  of  July,  it  not  be^ng  lawful 
for  the  Canadian  schooners  to  take  seals  in 
Behring  Sea  until  August  1st.  The  Japanese 
vessels  usually  entered  in  June  and  July. 

For  decades  schooners  have  been  sent 
yearly  in  December  and  January  from  Victoria 
to  cruise  southward  to  lower  California  and 
follow  the  herds  northward.  Some  of  the 
vessels  had  full  crews  of  white  hunters,  from 
21  to  25  men,  while  others  carried  from  5 
to  7  white  men  and  from  20  to  30  Indian 
hunters  who  supplied  their  own  canoes. 

The  Indians  native  to  the  North  Pacific 
coast  had  always  carried  on  sealing,  long  be- 
fore Behring  went  into  the  sea  which  bears  his 
name  and  found  the  Pribyloff  Island  herds. 
In  1800  the  "Boston  ships,"  which  sailed 
around  the  Horn  to  trade  with  the  natives  of 
then  unknown  Pacific  shores,  secured  Russian 
hunters  from  Alaskan  trading  posts  to  go  along 
the  shoreline  in  search  of  fur  seals,  but  few 
made  a  business  of  sealing.  With  the  early 
settlement  of  this  coast  the  business  was  lost 
sight  of,  except  in  Alaska  where  the  Russians, 
then  owners  of  the  territory,  had  a  monopoly 
of  the  business.  Capt.  William  Spring  and  his 
partner,  Hugh  McKay,  who  established  trading 
posts  on  Vancouver  Island,  were  the  pioneers 
of   fur-sealing   on   the   North   Pacific.     Capt. 
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Christensen,  who  sailed  one  of  their  schooners, 
had  noticed  that  the  Indians  brought  seal  pelts 
to  the  trading  stores,  and  he  induced  his  em- 
ployers, who  were  later  followed  by  Capt. 
J.  D.  Warren  in  the  same  business,  to  engage 
the  coast  Indians  to  hunt  seals  for  them. 

The  voyage  of  the  City  of  San  Diego  into 
Behring  Sea  where  three  hunters  took  900 
skins  gave  impetus  to  pelagic  sealing,  and  a 
fleet  of  14  schooners  went  from  Victoria  in 
1882,  and  since  then  the  fleets  increased  until 
during  the  nineties  fleets  ranging  from  50  to 
60  schooners  went  out,  the  largest  fleet  being 
64  schooners  following  the  driving  out  of  the 
United  States  owners  from  pelagic  sealing  by 
the  enactment  of  the  law  of  1893  which  forced 
many  owners  at  Seattle  and  San  Francisco  to 
send  their  vessels  to  Victoria  and  Yokohama 
and  place  them"  under  the  British  and 
flags.  Until  then  the  JapartB5G'lfi$*i  , 
attention  to  pelagic  sealing,  and  with  the  corn* 
ingiof  the  foreign  vessels  to  Yokohama  the 
Japanese  interested  themselves,  with  the  result 
that  the  foreign  owners  were  gradually  driven 
©3*t  and  other  than  4n  one  or  two  cases  the 
fleets  from  Japan  are  Japanese-owned.  The 
Japanese  schooners  hunted  off  the  Kuriles,  in 
Okhotsch  Sea  and  near  the  Copper  Islands 
until  the  close  of  the  Russo-Japanese  war,, 
when' the  pelagic  sealers  from  Japan  began  to 
enter  Behring  Sea,  and  in  1905  and  1906 
made  some  daring  raids  on  the  seal  islands, 
with  the  result  that  twelve  were  killed  in  1906 
by  the  guards  at  St.  Paul  Island.  In  19 to  35 
Japanese  sealers  went  to  Behring  Sea;  and  in 


Pacific  Ocean,  for  which  a  total  price  ol 
$10,307,35.9  was  secured.  These  catches 
refer  only  to  the  skins  taken  on  the  westward 
side  of  the  1801I1  meridian,  without  considera- 
tion of  the  catches  off  the  Copper,  Rohben 
Bank  and  Kurile  Islands. 

When  the  United  States  took  over  the 
Pribyloff  Islands  from  Russia  in  1868  the 
Russian  reports  estimate  that  there  two  million 
seals  on  the  islands,  the  average  killing  of  the 
Russians  for  the  previous  ten  years  being 
3  5,039  skins.  The  lease  held  by  the  Alaska 
Commercial  Company  until  1890  gave  that 
concern  the  right  to  kill  100,000  seals  yearly, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  when  this  lease  expired 
the  herd  had  been  reduced  by  9,00,000  seals. 
In  1890  a  lease  was  given  to  the  North 
American  Commercial  Company  with  restric- 
tive regulations  as  to  the  number  of  seals  killed, 
and  this  lease  continued  until  -t9i-©rwhen  the 
Washington  government  having  in  considera- 
tion the  negotiations  now  on  for  the  cessation 
of  sealing  it^sea  refused  to  renew  the  lease. 
The  United  States  officials  who- visited  the  seal 
islands  in  1906  estimated  that  the  herds  then 
numbered' 200,000. 

Prior  .to  the  transfer  of  » Alaska  to  the 
United  States  seal  hunting  by  others  than 
Russians  had  been  confined  to  work  off  the 
British  Columbia  coast  by  the  traders  and  In- 


l9tt  50.  schooners  went  from  Japanese  ports 
to  the  same  hunting  grounds. 

Many  ideas  have  been  put  forward  for  the 
:$td~ppage  of  pelagic  sealing  prior  ttr  this  treaty; 
Some  years  ago  at  the  instance  of  Prof.  David 
Starr  Jordan  and  Prof.  Farmer  electrical  brand- 
ing apparatus  was  placed  on  the  rookeries  and 
many  seals  were  branded  with  a  broad  band 
^across  the  back.  It  was  considered  that  this 
would  spoil  the  fur,  and  with  the  skins  made 
profitless  the  pelagic  sealers  would  noUonger 
hunt  the  seals*  Only  a  small  percentage  of 
these  branded  animals  were  taken  at  sea;  most 
of  them  died  in  agony  ias  a  restrtt  of  the  salt 
water  opening  great  sores  on  their ,backs  where 
the  branding  iron  had  burned  the  Skin.  An- 
;^jtlKer  scheme  advocated  was  -  a  general 
massacre  of  the  herds,  bills  having  been  intro- 
duced at  Washington  various  times  sintfe  1892 
to  this  end* 

The  historical  features  in  connection  with 
pelagic  sealing  begin  with  the  exploration  and 
discoveries  of  the  Russian  voyager,  Behring, 
who  was  despatched  from  Russia  in  l728-<Jh' 
a  voyage  of  discovery  in  the  North  Pacific 
Ocean.    On  his  second  trip  Behring  discovered 
the    Pribyloff    and    CommanderofsW    Island 
rookeries,  being  shipwrecked  at  the  latter  is- 
lands,  where   he  died,  and   was  buried  on 
Behring  Island,  of  the  Commanderofski  group. 
Mahy     other     Russian'     voyagers     followed 
Behring,  discovery  and  subjugation  going  hand 
in  hand,  rich  merchants  of  Moscow 'furnishing 
the  money  to  equip  the  voyages  of  discovery 
conditional  upon  trade  advantages  being  given 
them  by  the  Russian  government     It  was  to 
the  capture  of  sea-otters  that  the. earlier  visi- 
tors to  Alaska  gave  their  attention,  and  the 
continual  depredations  upon  the  rookeries  of 
lit  the  sea  otters  resulting  in  the  diminishment  of 
the  herds,  the  attention  of  the  Russians  was 
.     turned   toward  fur-seals.      The   Pribyloff  Is- 
lands had  not  been  visited  since  Behring  found 
them  and  the  herds  there  were  left  undisturbed 
until  1776,  when  Gerassin  Pribyloff  was  sent 
in  search  of  them. 

It  was  a  romantic  search  that  Pribyloff 
made,  a  continuous  struggle  .with  fog  which 
screened  the  islands.  Again  and  again  the 
far  away  barking  of  the  seal  herds  was  heard, 
but  the  voyagers  could  not  locate  the  land. 
Veniaminoff  in  his  report  of  the  voyage  says: 
"For  three  weeks  we  cruised,  at  times  hearing 
the  noise  of  the  seals,  but  we  could  not  find 
the  islands.  At  last  fate,  as  if  relenting,  yield- 
ed to  the  untiring  efforts  of  an  enterprising 
voyager  and  lif tesPthe  curtain  of  fog,  revealing 
the  eastern  part  of  the  islands  nearest  the 
Aleutian  archipelago."  This  island  was 
named  St.  George.  It  was  not  until  the  fol- 
lowing year  that  St.  Paul  Island  was  found. 
From  this  time  to  the  time  of  the  purchase  of 
Alaska  by  the  United  States  in  1867  Russians 
took  fortunes  from  the  seal  islands. 

Fur-dealers  of  the  United  States  acquainted 
with  the  fortunes  made  by  the  Russian 
fur-traders  from  the  Pribyloff  Islands,  and  as 
soon  as  the  rJILted  States  secured  possession  of 
Alaska  the  firm  of  Hutchinson,  Kelb  &  Co. 
entered  into  negotiations  with  the  United 
States  government  at  Washington  and  a 
powerful  lobby  assisted  in  securing  a  long  lease 
of  the  Pribyloff  Islands,  which  lease  was  in 
18  70  turned  over  to  the  Alaska  Commercial 
Company  of  San  Francisco  for  twenty  years, 
granting  the  company  the  exclusive,  right  to 
take  seals  on  the  islands,  a  payment  of 
$60,000  a  year  and  /a  royalty  of  $10.22^ 
being  paid  for  each/  sealskin  taken.  From 
1868  until  1906  the  lease-holders  took 
2.464,248  skins  on  the  Pribyloff  Islands  and 
paid  the  United  States  government,  according 
to  official  reports,  $0,311,054,  while  the  price 
brought  at  the  London  sales  for  the  sealskins 
taken  from  the  islands  by  the  lessees  totalled 
$36,935,639.  The  amount  received  by  the 
Washington  government  was  far  less  than  the 
patrol  service  for  the  protection  of  the  islands 
has  cost.  During  the  same  time  the  pelagic 
sealers  have  taken  877,331  skins1  in  the  North 


tration  and  a  modus  vivendi  was  arranged 
under  which  the  pelagic  sealers  were  forbidden 
to  enter  Behring  Sea  in  18O2  and  1893.  The 
pelagic  sealers  then  went  to  exploit  Asiatic 
waters  and  six  were  seized  and  four  interfered 
with  by  the  Russian  cruisers  patrolling  off  the 
Commanderofski  Islands.  Damages  were 
afterward  paid  by  Russia  for  these  seizures. 

During  180  2  the  steamer  Coquitlam  was 
sent  by  Canadian  sealers  to  convey  the  coast 
catch  home  from  the  vessels  which  went  to 
Asiatic  waters,  and  she  transferred  some  pro- 
visions and  collected  6,000  skins  6utside  terri- 
torial waters.  She  was  seized  by  the  United 
States  authorities  for  unloading  cargo  within 
four  leagues  of  the  coast.  A  suit  was  entered 
and  the  claim  defended  in  the  United  States 
courts  and  a  decision  was  given  adverse  to 
the  United  States,  but  the  sealers  have  never 
since  been  able  to  collect  any  part  of  their 
claim  for  $10,7,466.14  made  against  the 
'  United  States  government. 

In  1893  the  British  and  Russian  govern- 
ments made  an  agreement  which  provided,  lor 
a  protected  area  of  3o  mile's  about  the  Russian 
rookeries  and  the  award  of  the  Paris  Tribunal 
was  reached,  disallowing  the  claim  of  extra- 
territorial jurisdiction  in  Behring  Sea  by  the 
United  States  and  enacting  regulations  which 
still  govern  pelagic  sealing  as  far  as  the  Can-

following   the   war  with   Russia   the  Japanese 
fleets  increased  considerably. 

When    America   and    Britain   arranged   the 
modus     vivendi      providing     regulations     for 
pelagic  sealing  in   1894  it  was  feared  that  the 
seal  hunters  from  the  North  Pacific  ports,  both 
Americans  and  Canadians,   would   place  their 
vessels  under  the  Japanese  flag,  but  there  was 
little    thought     that    two    decades    later    the 
Japanese  themselves  would  prey  upon  the  seal 
herds  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  the  pelagic 
sealers  of  this  side   of  the  Pacific  ever  had. 
The  Department  of  State  at  Washington  cabled 
to  Tokyo  in  1893:  "It  is  reported  that  Ameri- 
can and  Canadian  seal  fishery  vessels  may  be 
placed  under  the  Japanese  flag  next  season. 
Comity  will  naturally  counsel  Japanese  gov- 
ernment to  defeat  any  such  attempted  abuse 
of   friendly    flag    to    evade    results    of    Paris 
arbitration."     However,   several  vessets^were 
placed    under    the    Japanese    flag   by-  Ultgtfja 
States  owners  and  registered  under  Japanese 
ownership.    The  schooners  which  hailed. from 
Jljpan  kept  to  the  Asiatic  side  pf  the  Pacific 
until   1902,   when   one  or  two  crossed  to 
Behring  Sea.     In  1904  when  the  war  with 
Russia  began  there  were  several  great  raids 
upon  the  Commanderofski  Islands,  unprotected 
because  of  the  war,  and  the  seal  herds  there 
suffered,  and  for  a  season  or  two  there  was  a* 
veritable  guerilla  war  between  the  pelagic  seal- 
ers from  Japan  and  the  rookery  guards'  both 
at  the  Russian  and  American  rookeries. 

Edward  W.  Sims,  sent  by  the  United  States 
government  in  ^1906  to  investigate  the  raids 
made  by  the  Japanese  scalers  who  had  begun 
an  invasion  of  Behring  Sea  a  year  or  two 
before,,  reported :  "The  vessels  of  the  Japanese 
fleet  not  only  took  thousands  of  seals  within 
the  territorial  waters  of  the  United  States  sur- 
rounding the  pribyloff  Islands  during  the  past 
summer/but  during  a  period  of  two  days— July 
16th  and  J7th— - the  crews  of  four  of  the 
schooners  committed'  a  series  of  unlawful  acts 
which  terrorized  the  native  inhabitants  and  in- 
juriously disturbed  the  seat  life  on  the  rook- 
eries of  St.  Paul  Island.  Raiding  parties  from 
three  of  these  schooners  actually  landed  on 
the  islands.  One  of  the  parses  which  landed 
killed  1 85  seals  and  got  away,  with  120  skins 
hefore  it  was  discovered.  As  a  result  of  the 
raids  five  of  the  poachers  were  kPled  while 
attempting  to  escape  arrest,  and'  twelve,  in- 
cluding two  wounded,  were  captured.  Three 
small  boats  and  some  arms  and  paraphernalia 
for  killing  seals  on  land  were  also  captured. 
The  force  protecting  the  Island  suffered  no 
casualties  although  it  was  subject  to  a.- rifle 
fire  from  the  decks  of  a  schooner  anchored 
close  inshore  while  making  arrests  on  the 
second  .day." 

While   Canadian   schooners- with  hunters 
armed  with  spears  sought  to  kill  seals  at  a 


the  land  and  water  territory  of  the  United 
Mates  which  Included  repeated  violations  ol 
law.  They  used  shotguns  to  kill  seals  in  the 
water,  and*  used  cannon,  probably  for  signal- 
ling. The  reports  of  the  gunshots  and  the 
boom  of  the  cannon  were  so  close  as  to  disturb 
injuriously  the  rookeries.  The  crews  killed 
seals  close  to' the  shore,  easily  within  the  three- 
mile  limit,  and  landed  on  St.  Paul  island." 

Yearly  seizures  have  been  made  of  raiding 
Japanese   schooners.      The    Kinsei    Maru,   one 
of  the  schooners  seized  in  1908,  was' faked  b> 
those  on  board  to  represent  the  U.  S.  S.  Mc- 
Culloch,  having  a  papier  mache  funnel,  fake 
yards  and  was  painted  white  in  order  to  de- 
ceive  the   patrol   fleet   when   the  vessel   was 
sighted  in  the  northern  fogs.    The  Kinsei  Maru 
was,  however,  sighted  with  the  Sakai  Maru  by 
the  officers  of  the  U.  S.-S.  Perry  and  both 
vessels  were  seized  and  were  sold  by  auction 
'ItlCpinalaska  and  their  CTCwkvyete 'ty^fi^i^* 
at  Valdes,  where  each  year  since  190S "oip  f*0«Sr 
some  Japanese  poachers  have  been  jailed.  At 
the  Copper  Islands  the  raiding  has  been  carried 
on  even  to  a  greater  extent,  and  a  veritable 
guerilla   warfare   was  carried   on   there  for 
several  seasons  between  the  Japanese  raiders 
and  the  Russian  guards.    Some  field1  guns  were 
even  takdn  to  the  Russian  rookery  in  1906, 
and  while  the  Japanese  shelled  the  Russian 
guard  others  clubbed  and.  killed  seals  on  the 
hauling  grounds  and  boated  them  off  to  the 
schooners   anchored    off   the   rookery.      The 
Copper  Island,  rookeries  have  been  so  badly 
devastated  by  the  Japanese  raiders  that  less 
than  5,000  skins  were  taken  off  the  islands 


last. year  by  the  Russians. 

In  1906  the  fleet  of  Japanese  schooners  in 
Behring  Sea  totalled  16  vessels,  the  following 
year  about  25  vessels  entered  the  sea,  and  in 
1908  there  were  28  vessels.  In  191 0  the  fleet 
totalled  35  schooners  in  Behring  Sea,  and  Mr. 
Dauke,  who  represented  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment at  the  Sealing  Conference  at  Washington, 
when  interviewed,  said  that  fifty  schooners 
entered  Behring  Sea  the  last  season.  The 
Japanese  fleet  hailed  from  the  ports  of  Yoko- 
hama, ToJcyo,  Hakodate,  Niigata  and  several 
smaller  ports.

The  depredations  at  the  rookeries 
by  the  raiders  and  the  situation  generally  with 
regard  to  the  business  as  carried  on  in  Ameri- 
can waters  by  the  Japanese  did  not  make  for

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dians,  and  then  San  Francisco  fur-dealers  in-' 
terested  themselves  in  pelagic  sealing  and  sent 
out  schooners.  The  fleets  Increased  from 
1878,  and  m  1885,  the,  seal  hunters  made  a 
concerted. effort  toward  Behring  Sea,  with  the 
result  that  the  lessees  of  the  islands  called  upon 
the  .Washington  government  to  make  an  effort 
to  stop  pelagic' seating. 

Then  pelagic  sealing  became  a  diplomatic 
question.    In  1886  the  United' States  declat«i 
Behring  Sea  "a  closed  sea,"  and  three  Victoria 
sealing  schooners  were  seized   and  a   fourth 
warned  out  of  the  sea.    Warships  and  revenue 
cutters  were  sent  north  with  orders  to  stop 
pelagic,  sealing.     In  1886  three  Canadian  and 
one  American  schooner  were  seized,  and  in 
1887  six  Canadian  and  nine  American  vessels 
were  taken.     Great  Britain  at  once  protested 
and  claims  were  made  for  compensation.     Be- 
cause jof  the  diplomatic  correspondence  going 
on  no  attempts  were  made  to  interfere  with 
the  pelagic  sealersjn  1888,  but  in  1889,  when 
negotiations  had  not  resulted  in  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  questions  at  issue,  the  United 
States  issued  a  proclamation  forbidding  pelagic 
sealing  and  sent  a  big  fleet  "of  warships  and 
cruisers    out   to    enforce   it/    Five   Canadian 
schooners  were  seized  and  one  ordered  out  of 
Behring  Sea.    An  American  schooner  was  also 
seized.      These  seizures  with  confiscation   of 
the  vessels  and   fining   and   imprisonment   of 
the  sealers  brought  loss  of  life  and  reason  to 
Some  of  those  to  whom  the  seizures  brought 
hardship.     One  master,  Capt.  Ogilvie,  became 
insane  during  his  imprisonment   at  Sitka  and 
was  found  in  the  Indian  village  with  his  throat 
cut  and  a  razor  grasped,  in  his  hand.     Several 
expensive     commissions     sat     to.    investigate 
claims  made  as  a  result  of  the  seizures  follow- 
ing a  decision  against  the  United  States  -con- 
tention  at  the   Paris  Tribunal,   and   after  the 
final  commission  at  Victoria  the  United  States 
had   to   pay   $4  25,000  to   recoup   the   sealers. 
No    recompense,    however,    has   been    paid    to 
United    States    citizens    whose    property    was 
seized  at  the  same  time.  * 

In  t80o  a  conference  was  held  at  Wash- 
ington which  resulted  in  a  convention  provid- 
ing for  a  mixed  commission  of  experts  to  re- 
p'q'rl  on  regulations  for  land  and  sea,  pending 
which  a  spring  and  fall  closed  season  was  to 
be  nbserved  on  land  and  at  sea  north  of  a  line 
to  be  drawn,  the  pelagic  sealers  to  be  pro- 
hibited from  approaching  closer  than  ten  miles 
from  the  islands.  This  proposal  was  rejected 
by  the  United  States  and  orders  were  issued 
for  the  seizure  of  log  books  and  skins  found 
on  British  vessels,  an  order  against  which  Qreat 
Bnlaln  protested.  In  1802  a  treaty  was  made 
between  the  two  countries  providing  for  arbi-

sealers  are  not  governed  by  the  rules.  Sum- 
marized, these  regulations  provide  that  pelagic 
sealers  are  excluded  at  all  parts  from  the  three- 
mile  limit  of  the  United  States  coast  and  must 
not  approach  at  any  time  within  60  miles  of 
the  Pribyloff  s,  must  not  use  firearms  in 
Behring  Sea,  and  only  shotguns  outside  of 
Behring  Sea,  and  a  closed  season  between  May 
1st  and  July  3  1st  is  provided.  The  only  one 
of  these  regulations  which  governs  the  Japan- 
ese is  that  regarding  the  three-mile  limit,  the 
limit  provided   bv   international  law. 

In  1898,  when  the  Joint  High  Commission 
sat  at  Quebec,  the  United  States  government 
made  a  proposal  to  Canada  to  buy  out  the 
pelagic  sealers  of  Victoria  if  Canada  would 
relinquish  rights  to  pelagic  sealing.  An  offer 
was  then  made  to  the  Victoria  Sealing  Com- 
pany to  compensate  them  by  payment  of 
$450,000  when  their  vessels  Stopped  hunting, 
hut  the  failure  of  the  commission  to  agree  on 
other  contingent  questions  brought  negotiations 
to  a  close  without  an  agreement  being  reached. 
In  1902  the  Japanese  government  gave  a 
bounty  of  $\o  per  ton  to  sealers  and  this  gave 
xx  impetus  to  Japanese  pelagic,  sealing,  and 


distance  of  60  miles  and  more  from  the  rook- 
cries   the  cordon   of  Japanese  schooners  has 
since  1904  been  at  work  to  within  three  miles, 
and  often  inside  that  line.     Mr.  Sims  reported: 
"It    is   evident   from    the   number    of    vessels 
sighted  from  the  islands  that  vthe  entire  Japan- 
ese pelagic  sealing  fleet  operated  exclusively 
in  the  waters  surrounding  the  islands,  and  on 
many  occasions  killed  seals  within  the  three- 
mile'^  limit.

In  view  of  this  fact,  and  in 
view  of  the  further  fact  that  large  numbers  of 
breeding  females  are  continually  passing  from 
the  islands  to  the  feeling  grounds  about   1 50 
miles  southwest,  and  ;rom  there  back  to  the 
islands,     the    seal     herd     has    without    doubt 
suffered  a  heavy" blow  as  a  result  of  the  opera- 
tions of  this  fleet.  ,  Wholly   apart  from   the 
fact    that    this    fleet    of    vessels    engaged    in 
pelagic  sealing  at  the  very  doors  of  a  reserva- 
tion which  has  been  set  aside  by  this  govern- 
ment for  breeding  purposes,  the  crews  of  some

BALZAC'S  LITERARY  METHOD 

:  ■■■':■':.■':■ 

Every  one  qf%  Balzac's  later  works  was 
thought  out  in  all  its  ramifications  before  pen 
at  to  paper..  It  was  said  of  M'acauTay 
that  he  would  go  a  hundred  miles  to  verify  a 
line  of  description.  Balzac  was  quite  as  accur- 
ate. He  would  take  a  long  journey  to  obtain 
the  description  of  a  street  of  a  country  town. 
As  Dickens  in  London,  so  was  he  in  Paris-"— 
always  in  the  streets,  notebook  in  hand,  pene- 
trating into  and  studying  every  class. of  society. 

When  all  the  materials  of  his  proposed 
work  were  amassed  he  would  retire  altogether 
from  the  outer  world.  Visitors,  even  the 
author's  most  intimate  friends,  were  refused 
admittance;  letters  were  left  unopened;  even 
the  daylight  was  shut  out,  and  candle  light-  was 
substituted.  His  ordinary  costume  was  ex- 
changed for  a  long,  loose;  white  monkish 
gown.  He*  commenced  work  at  two  o'clock 
in  the  morning*  and  wrote  'until  six,  when  he 
took  a  bath.  At  eight  he  took  coffee,  restj^p 
until  nine,  and  then  resumed  writing  until  noon, 
when  there  was  another  hour's  interval  for 
breakfast.  From  one  o'clock  until  six  he  wrote 
again,  dined,  received  his  publisher,  and  went 
to  bed  at  eight.     ; 

This  kind  of  life  endured  sometimes  for 
two  months  or  more.  But  the  work  was  by 
no  means  completed ;  for  only  the  first  rough 
draft  had  been  written.  Sometimes  it  was  al- 
most entirely  rewritten.  Chapters  were  al- 
tered; lengthened  dialogue  and  description  cut 
out;  and  chapters  transposed.  ..Then  came  the 
proofs,  the  margins  of  which  were  entirely 
covered  with  corrections;  the  first  and  second, 
and  not  infrequently  the  third  and  fourth,  were 
returned  to  the  printer  scored  all  over  and 
almost  illegible.  He  Was  the  terror  of  printers. 
Few  could  decipher  his  "copy,"  and  it  is  said 
that  those  few  made  an  express  stipulation 
with  their  employer  to  work  on  it  for  only 
one  hour  at  a  time.  And  in  spite  of  all  this 
ela!  ■;;:!,  care  Balzac  was  never  satisfied  with 
his  work.  "1  toil  sixteen  hours  out  of  the 
twenty-four  over  the  elaboration  of  my  unfor- 
tunate style,"  he  used  to  say,  "and  1  am  never 
satisfied  with  it  when  it  is  done."  It  is  but 
just  to  Balzac  to  add  that  not  one  of  his  novels 
irs  traces  of  hard  labor.  There  is  a  deal 
more  descriptive  writing  than  is  usually  found 
in  French  works  of  fiction;  but  we,  for  our  part, 
never  found  it  hang  heavily  upon  us.  "Spon- 
taneous thought,  labored  expression,"  is  a 
id  motto  for  all  writers;  and  Balzac  acted 

up  to  it.

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1794,   LORD  HOWE  WON   NAVAL 
ENGAGEMENT 

John  Richard  Green,  L.L.D.  ; 
In  one  quarter  only  had  the  fortune  of  war 
gone  against  the  French  Republic.     The  vk> 
tories  of  Rodney  at  the  close  of  the  strife'  with 

America  had  concentrated  English  interest  on 
the  fleet.  Even  during  the  peace,  while  the 
army  was  sacrificed  to  financial  distress,  great 
efforts  were  made  to  preserve  the  efficiency 
of  the  navy;  and  the  recent  alarms  of  war 
with  Russia  and  Spain  had  ended  in  raising  it 
to  a  strength  which  it  had  never  reached  be- 
fore. But  France  was  as  eager  as  England 
herself  to  dispute  the  sovereignty  of  the  seas, 
and  almost  equal  attention  had  been  bestowed 
on  the  navy  which  crowded  the  great  harbors 
of  Toulon  and  Brest.  ;  In  force  as  in  number 
of  ships  it  was  equal  in  effective  strength  to 
that  of  England,  and  both  nations -looked  with 
hope  to  the  issue  of  a  contest  at  sea.  No 
battle  marked  the  first  year  of  the  war  but, 
it  ended,  the  revolt  of  Toulon  gave  a 
wound  to  the  naval  strength  of  France  in  the 
almost  total  destruction  of  her  Mediterranean 
fleet.,  That  of  the  Channel,  howeve'r,  re- 
mained unhurt,  and  it  was  this  which  Lord 
Howe  at  last  encountered  off  Brest  in  1794, 
in  the  battle  which  is  known  by  the  name  of 
the  day  on  which  it  was  fought — the  "First 
of  June."  The  number  of  ships  on  either  side 
was  nearly,  the  same,  and  the  battle  was  one 
of  sheer  hard  fighting,  unmarked  by  any 
display  of  naval  skill..  But  the  result  was  a 
decisive  victory  for  England,  and  the  French 
admiral,  weakened  by  a  loss  of  seven  vessels, 
and  three  thousand  men,  again  took  refuge  in 
Brest. 

The  success  of  Lord  Howe  did  somewhat 
to  counteract  the  discouragement  which  sprang 
from  the  general  aspect" of  the  war.  At  the 
opening  of  1795  the  coalition  finally  gave 
way.  Holland  had  been  detached  from  it  by 
Pichegru's  conquest,  and  the  Balavian  repub- 
lic which  he  set  up  there  was  now  an  ally  of 
France.  In  the  Spring  Prussia  bought  peace  at 
Basle  by  the  cession  of  her  possessions  west 
of  the  Rhine.  Peace  with  Spain  followed  in 
the  Summer,  while  Sweden  and  the  Protestant 
cantons  of  Switzerland  recognized  the  republic. 
These  terrible  blows  were  hardly  met  by  the 
success  of  the  Austrian  army  in  relieving 
Maintz,  or  by  the  colonial  acquisitions  t>1 
England.  The  latter  indeed  were  far  from 
being  inconsiderable.  Most  of  the  West  In- 
dian Islands  which  had  been  he)  i  by  France 
now  fell  into  British  hands,  and  ibc  alliance 
Of  Holland  with  the  French  threw  open  to 
English  attack  the  far  more  valuable  settle- 
ments of  the  Dutch.  The  surrender  of  Cape 
Town  in  September  gave  England  the  colony 
•t  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  the  nucleus  ol 
what  has  since  grown  into  a  vast  southern 
settlement  which  is  destined  to  plav  a  great 
part  in  the  histor,  i  Africa.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  the  Island  ;  Ceylon  was  added  to 
our  Indian  dependencies.  Both  of  these  acqui- 
sitions were  destined  to  remain  permanently 
attached  to  England,  though  ;it  the  moment 
their  value  was  eclipsed  by  the  conquest  of  the 
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us,  we  are  showing  our  lack  of  study,  of  refine- 
ment, our  crudity  or  our  coarseness.  This  is 
most  essentially  true  of  musical  criticism.  There 
are  some  who  maintain  that  if  a  savagVheafs 
so-called- classical  and  popular  music,  he  will, 
respond  more  readily  to  the  former,  because 
in  our  primitive  state  we  can  the  more  easily 
distinguish  between  the  true  and  the  false,  be« 
tween  real  harmonies  and  "catchy"  melodies. 
Others  again  insist  that  one  must  cultivate  the 
musicianly  mind- in  order  to  appreciate  bean-; 
tiful  music.  But  most  of  us  who  go  to  thir 
concert  anfTthe  opera  are.  neither  savages  nor " 
over-civilized.  \$[$  have  heard  a  little  of  this, 
a  little  of  that;  we  have  studied  a  few  years, 
if  one  can  call  compulsory  practising  study,  and 
WWSerWe  are  lazy  wrtgmFTnoi  taken i  tt» 
trouble  to  learn  anything  really  worth  while, 
but  have  satisfied  our- easy  conscience  by  ac- 
quiring one  or  two  "show"  pieces,  and  an .. 
ability  to  rattle  away  at  endless  ragtime;  True 
Victor  Herbert  does  not  believe  there  is  any 
harm  in  ragtime,  and  to  people,  like  Victor 
Herbert  there  eould  certainly  be  no  harm  in 
JJstening  to  this  class  of  music.  "Little  things 
please  little-minds,"  and  it  is  because  we  do 
not  need  to  use  our  lazy  intelligence  that  most 
Of  11s  are  quite  satisfied  with  music,  very  far 
and  away  from  what  is  best,  until  from  lack  of 
use  that  intelligence  becomes  dwarfed  and  ,4 
dead*  and  we  find,  in  time,  that  we  have  neither 
the  patience  nor  the  inclination  to  listen  to 
masterpieces,,  which  because  of  our  incapacity ' 
do. not  make  any  appeal  to  us;  which,  because 
of  our  ignorance  make  no  call  upon  our  higher 
intelligence;  touch  no  responsive"  chord,  and 
yet  sounding  upon  our  inner  consciousness, 
might  have  awakened  a  glorious  flow  of 
thought,  an  intensity  of  inspiration. 
;■  Mr..* Henderson,  the  music  critic  of  The 
New  York  Sun,  who  possesses  a.  musicianly 
mind  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  has  some- 
thing to  say  in  regard  to'  musical  criticism  in 
newspapers,  and  we  quote  the  following  from 
an  article  by  him.  It  is  a  question  how  many 
musical  critics  would  pass  an  examination  set 
for  them  by  Mr.  Henderson:        , 

"What  most  people  consider  the  hardest 
attainment  for  aa  critic,  the  knowledge  of 
technique,  is  in  reality  the  easiest,  according  to 
Mr.  Henderson.  There  are  certain  things  to 
be  learned  before  one  can  know  whether  a 
violinist  plays  well  or  a  singer  performs  badly, 
but  they  ara  easily  acquired  and  after  that 
there  can  be  no  question  as  to  whether  the 
artist  performs  well  or  ill.  It '.is  not  an  opinion 
but  a  matter  of  fact.  This  the  lecturer 
emphasized  very  strongly.  The  only  question 
was  as  to  whether  or  not  one  could  "hear'' 
the  performance  correctly. 

"No  one  could  be  a  real  critic  without  a 
knowledge  of  music's  history,  declared  Mr. 
Henderson.  Say  that  one  has  to  analyze  a 
Philharmonic  programme.  The  first  number 
is  a  Mozart  Symphony,  then  something  of  Max 
Reger's,  then  a  new  symphonic  poem.  The 
study  of  the  first  may  seem  childish  to  the 
unknowing,  the  others  extremely  difficult,  yet 
a  critic  must  be  able  to  place  these  different 
pieces  In  the  periods  in  which  tftey  belong  and 
to  understand  the  relations  between  them.  Mr. 
Henderson  did  not  wish  to  convey  the  im- 
pression that  a  critic  began  his  work  with  all 
this  knowledge,  rather  that  it  was  the  accumu- 
lation of  years. 

"One  should  know  the  works  of  the  masters 

— the    great    oratorios,    symphonies,    operas, 

songs,  etc.     If  one  were  writing  in  New  York 

one  should  know  the  history  of  all  the  musical 

organizations  in  New  York.     To  be  a  serious 

critic    a    knowledge   of    French,    German    and 

Italian,   so   Mr.   Henderson   found,   is  essential, 

for  much  of  the  theory  that  has  been  written 

has  not  been  published  into  English,  and  most 

of    the   translated"  librettos   are    wretched    and 

song  translations  are  even   worse."

THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 


Louis  XV.  was  succeeded  in  1774  by  his 
grandson  of  the  same  name,  who  was  then 
twenty  years  old.  He  was  physically  and 
morally  a  man  of  excellent  type,  but  mentally 
he  was  unequal  to  the  task  before  him  as  ruler 
of  a  people  who  had  been  reduced  to  poverty 
and  had  been  kept  in  subjection  only  by  the 
exercise  of  absolute  power.  The  States-Gen- 
eral had  not  been  called  together  for  a  hundred 
and  sixty  years,  and  the  government  of  the 
country  had  been  carried  on  ^.fiUcts  issued 


-at  the  will  of  the  idVer#ghy  The  people  were 
impoverished [by 'taxation,  from  whioh  the 
nihility  and  v  the  clergy  were  ainiost  wholly 
exeunt.     Hence  the  burdens  of  maintaining 

'  an  extravagant  court  fell  upon  those  least  able 
to  bear 'it.  The  peasantry  were  drained  of 
money,  not  only  to,  support  the  government, 

.  and  the  royal  entourage,  but  to  keep  up  the 
almost  regal  state  maintained  by  a  vast  horde 
of  nobles.  By  the  laws  of  France  every  child 
of  a  noble  was  noble,  and  not  only  was  the 
humber  of  those  exempt  from  taxation  thereby 
increased  from  generation  to  generation,  but 
there  were  many  new  creations  which  went  to 
swell  a  list  already  far  too  large.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise  that 


of  the  community.  In  France  the  same  idea 
was  widespread  and  it  was  diligently  cultivated 
by  fanatical  leaders.  To  make  matters  even 
worse,  in  France  the  people  had  lost  respect 
and  confidence  not  only  in  the  government  but 
in  the  church  as  well.  They  were  ready  to 
attempt  anything;  they  denied  all  authority^ 
they  recognized  no  obligations  of  any  kind. 
The  situation  thus,  created  was  surcharged  with 
the  possibilities  of  disaster. 

Conditions  were  by  no  means  improved  by 
the  course  of  Marie  Antoinette,  wife  of  the- 
king.  This  lovable  and  beautiful  young  woman 
did  much  to  br^f|»ut  the  revolution.  She 
was  nineteen  years  of  age  when  her  husband 
^anierlo  the  throne.  Her  father  was  Emperor 
of  Germany  and  her  mother  the  famous  Mailal 
•Theresa.  She  waiWoii|jfit  u^  with  the  highest 
conceptions  of  the  privileges  of  rjoyaWy,  and 
demanded  as  a  mattier  of^  right  that  her  every 
'  whim  should  be  indulged  no  matter  at  what 
cost.  She  was  frivolous,  fond  of  pleasure,  ex- 
travagant in  dress  and  entertainment,  and  by 
no  means  as  careful  of  appearances  as  she 
ought  to  have  been.  Scandal  was  soon  busy 
with  her  name,  and  although  there  is  not  the 
slightest  proof  that  she  was  immoral,  her  name 
became  a  by- word  throughout  France,  which 


had  not  forgotten  how  harlotry  had-  reigned 
in  the  time  of  the  two  previous  kings.  She 
was -absolutely  indifferent  to  criticism,  possibly 
because  she  was  conscious  of  her  own  inno- 
cence, l>uf  This  only  contributed^ 
ment  felt  against  her  by  the  people,  who  be- 
lieved her-  to  be  one  of  the  chief  agents  in  the 
oppression  under  which  they  suffered.; 


altogether  improbable  that  Homer  believed  he 
was  telling  of  events  actually  as  they  occurred. 
Let  us  examine  a  little  into  the  facts  which 
served  to  cast  so^ne  light  upon  the  antiquity 
of  Troy. 

Pythagoras,  the  founder  of  Greek  phil- 
osophy, lived  nearly  2,600  years  ago.  In 
point  of  intellectual  development  he  was  quite 
on  a  par  with  any  one  of  our  ".day.  Shortly 
after  his  time  came  such  men  as  Socrates  and 
Plato,  who  probed  the  mysteries  of  thought 
quite  as  deeply  as  has  any  one  since  that  time. 
These  philosophers  had  schools  to  which  hun- 
dreds of  pupils  resorted.  It  may  be  said  with 
perfect  truth  that  between.  2aiin*& -2A0.0 
.ye*r$ago:GreeceTh$8i^  a 

jtfgh  plane,  quite  as  high  is  that  occupied  b^ 
us  today.  Now  if  we  assume  that  Tf oy  ^a> 
besieged  somewhat  less  than  3*100  years  ago, 
as  the  books  tell  us,  the  time  of  Jh*  siege 
stands  in  relation  to  the  time  when  Greek 
philosophy  was  in  its  height,  as  the  time  of 
the  Crusades  does  to  our  time,  and  Homer 
would  occupy  an  intermediate  period  corres- 
ponding to  that  of  Shakespeare  in  our  modern 
illustration.  '  Just  as  it  is  inconceivable  that 
Shakespeare  could  have  written  of  the  Cru- 
sades as  events  in  which  the  sons  and  daughters/ 


of  gods  took  part,  so  It  seems  Inconceivable 
that  Homer  could  have  written  of  similar 
events  that  took  place  only  two  centuries  be- 
fore. hiSuUme^.  Helen*- we  are  ioid,.- was_daugh- . 
ter  of  Zeus,  the  chief  of  the  gods.  Paris  was 
the  umpire  who  was  called  upon  to  decide 
upon  the  relative  claims  of  Juno,  Minerva  and 
Venus  as  to  which  was  the  most  beautiful. 
Achilles  was  son  of  a  sea-goddess  and  was 
dipped  by  his  mother  in  the  Styx  to  render  him 
invulnerable.  These  three,  with  Hector,  are 
the  principal  characters  in  the  .Iliad.  Hector 
alone  among. them  is  not  of  divine  origin. 
Now  it  is  quite  impossible  that  the  Iliad  myths, 
which  cluster  around  the  names  of  Helen, 
Paris  and  Achilles,  could  have  been  evolved 
during  a  couple  of  centuries  before  Homer's 
time.  There  would  be  just  as  much  reason  to 
suppose  that  similar  myths  could  have  been 
evolved  in  our  day  about  Queen  Anne  and 
|M|riborough.  Among  the  Indians  of  this 
coast  there  are  legends  similar  in  character  to 
the  Homeric  legends  in  so  far  as  they  deal  with 
the  deeds  of  the  children  of  gods.  As  no  one 
would  think  of  suggesting  that  these  originated 
less  than  a  hundred  years  before'  Vancouver 
visited  the  coast,  so  no  one  ought  seriously  to 
suggest  that  the  story  of  Paris  and  Helen  and 
Achilles,  originated  only  two  centuries  before 
such  a  poet  as  the  author  or  compiler  of  the 
Iliad  accomplished  his  immortal  task.  We 
must  look  for  the  date  of  the  third  city  at  the 
foot  of  Mount  Ida  many  long  centuries  before 
the  time,  when  Homer  wrote,  but  yet,  remote 
as  must  have  been  the  day  when  its  walls  were 
built,  two  former  cities^had  been  built,  flour- 
ished, perished  and  .been  .forgotten  upon  its 
site.  These  graves  of  ancient  civilizations 
attest  the  antiquity  of  human  progress,  but 
furnish  no  measure  of  the  years  that  have 
I  since  those  whose  relics  are  found  in 
n,:  passed  away  from  the  scene  of  their 


Buddha,  but  that  matters  very  little.  The' im- 
portant thing  is  that  sh..-  believes  there  is  a 
power  which  can  strengthen  her  to  perform 
her  wifely  duties.  That  this  is  symbolized  to 
her  by  an  image  indicates  a  lower  type  of  in- 
telligence than  that  which  enables  a  Christian 
wife  to  "cast  her  burden  on  the  Lord,"  may  or 
may  not  be  true,  but  it  does  not  lie  in  our 
mouths  to  say  so  when  we  ourselves  raise 
crosses  oh  our  altars  or  wear  them  as  a  part  of 
pur  religious  vestments.  The  cross  symbolizes 
to  us  something  of  which  the  Chinese  wife  has 
probably  never  heard,  but  the  image  of  Kwan- 
yin  symbolizes  to  her  something  of  which  we 
perhaps  think  too  little,  if  we<think  oimmffl. 
There  are  those  to  whom  a  Crucifix- means 
very  much.  Let  not  ihdse  to  whomit  Js  *B3? 
a  fifcute -ft?  a#r$s§,  imaginerthat they  atfe^ 
than  those  to,  whom .  it  is  much  more  thahd. 
Perhaps  they  aire  only  less  sincere.  FtinEIS^ 
that  which  the  Crucifix  represents  has  no 
meaning  at  all  to  them.  To  many  persons  the 
most  sacred  and  helpful  of  all  things  is  partak- 
ing of  the  Communion.  It  represents  to  them 
something  more  than  priest  or  prelate  has  ever 
put  into  words.  It  symbolizes  a  Divine  Sacri- 
fice, or  perhaps  only  the  perfect  union  of  man 
with  God  made  possible  through  Christ.    The 


ceremony  may  oft  itself  be  nothing;  what  It 
symbolizes  may  be,  and  often  is;  more  helpful 
than  anything  else. 

. -.;  AILreljgious  ceremenies,,ahound  in  symbols. 
We  kjieel  in  prayer.  The  kneeling  position  is 
one  that  symbolizes  submission;  it  Is  an  expres- 
sion of  humility,  there  is  a,  physical  reason 
for  this,  because  the  kneeling  position  is  one 
in  which  we  are  physically  Weak.  We  place 
our  hands  together  in  supplication.  It  is  a 
token  of  our  helplessness.  We  find  a  similar 
idea  underlying  the  handshake  of  people  when 
they -meet.  We  thereby  give  each^ther  our 
sword  hands,  so  that  we  may  be  sjafe  from 
attack.  When  we  sing  hymns  of  praise,  we 
stand  with  heads  erect,  as  though  we  are  ad- 
dressing the  Creator  as  beings  made  in  His 
likeness.  Baptism  is  a  self-evident  symbol. 
Indeed  if  one  should  say  that  without  the  use 
of  symbols  religious  instruction  would  be  im- 
possible, and  religious  exercises  exceedingly 
difficult,  it  would  be  to  state  only  the  plain 
truth.  '^ 

May  there  not  be  in  ,  what  has  just  been 
said  a  valuable  lesson?  Does  it  not  suggest 
that  we  are  all  too  hasty  in  condemning  those 
whose  religious  practices  differ  from  our  own  ? 
It  does  not  follow  that,  because  one  man  can 
worship  God  without  symbols  of  any  kind,  all 
can  do  so.  It  does  not  follow,  because  one 
person  uses  more  symbols  than  another,  that 
he  is  either  weaker  or  stronger.  It  does  not 
follow  from  the  fact  that  a  heathen  worships 
in  a  different  way  from  that  in  which  Christ- 
ians adopt,  that  they- are  wholly  wrong.  The 
great  missionary  command  was  to  go  out  into 
the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel.  It  was  not 
to  go  out  into  the  world  and  .destroy  all  faiths, 
but  to  add  something  new  to  existing  faiths. 
There  is  a  story  told  of  a  Christian  missionary 
who  in  conversation  with  a  learned  Hindu 
spoke  of  the  Incarnation.  The  Hindu  replied 
that  he  could  readily  believe  that  to  be  true, 
because  his  religion  taught  there  could  be 
incarnations  of  the  Divine.  The  missionary 
replied  that  these  teachings  were  of  the  Devil, 
and  the  Hindu  asked  what  proof  the  missionary 
had  that  his  teachings  were  not  also  of  demon- 
iacal origin.  We  read  in  St.  John's  Gospel 
that  "the  Wtfrd  was  made  flesh."  This  is  the 
language  of  symbol,  but  it  would  be  readily 
accepted  by  a  man  who  had  been  taught  by 
his  own  religion  to  believe  that  such  an  in- 
carnation is  possible. 

Religion,  as  an  abstract  thing,  is  a  little  too 
elusive  for  the  minds  of  ordinary  men  to  grasp 
it.  We  do  not  suppose  that  language  can 
accurately  describe  what  it  is.  It  can  be  felt, 
or  to  use  the  language  of  St.,  Paul,  it  can  be 
"spiritually  discerned."  But  we  all  must  first 
be  brought  to  understand  it  by  the  use  of 
symbols.  There  is  nothing  out  of  common  in 
the  suggestion  that  a  thing  cannot  be  described 
in  words.  The  perfume  of  a  rose  is  beyond 
the  power  of  language;  there  are  no  words  for 
the  feeling  caused  by  exquisite  music;  you  can- 
not describe  the  joy  of  living,  when  with  a 
healthy  bod  yand  mind  you  stand  out  in  God's 
sunlight  ahd  gaze  upon  the  mountains  and  the 
sea.  But  the  perfume,  and  the  music  and  the 
joy  of  life  are  real.  And  so  we  do  no  violence 
to  reason,  and  certainly  none  to  religion,  when 
we  say  that  the  relations  of  ourselves  to  the 
Divine  and  of  the  Divine  to  ourselves  can  only 
be  expressed  in  symbols,  and  that  by  their  use 
we  may  come  to  an  ability  to  comprehend 
something  of  the  truth  and  enjoy  th  epriceless 
advantages  of  spiritual  harmony  with  Him  from 
whom  all  blessings  flow.

a  mere  stripling  he  possess 
strength.  He  first  served  inV.i 
Africanus.  in  the  seige  of  Numax 
tinguished  himself  by  defeating  in 
bat  one  of  the  enen^^||^ty  his  superior  in 
size  and  years.  Africafius  seeing  the  combat, 
took  a  fancy  to  the  youth  and  from  that  time 
always  desired  to  have  him  near  his  person.  m 
Owing  to  the  many  and  easy  victories  of  the 
Roman  arms,  the  soldiers  were  ruining  them- 
selves«  by  over-indulgence  in  pleasure  and 
luxury,  and  Marius,  who  despised  such  weak- 
nesses, assisted  his  general  by,  every  means  in 
his  power  to  bring  about  a  moral  reform. 
By  so  doing  he  won  the  respect  and  confidence 
of  Africanus,  and  one  night  during  an  enter-, 
tainment  at  camp,  one  of  his  officers  asking, 
Africanus,  where  the  Romans  after  him,  should 
find  another  such  general,  the  latter  placing 
his  hand  on  Marius'  shoulder  said  "Here  per- 
haps." It  is  said  that  it  was  these  words  of  the 
famous  commander  which  gave  birth  to  Marius' 
political  ambition,- and  it  was  only  shortly '.after 
this  that  he  aspired  to  the  office  of  tribune  and 
was  elected.  A  little  later  he  was  made 
praetor  and  given,  the  governorship  of  further 
Spain.  ,    'jIBB  v- .  .    . 

When  he  went  to  Africa  some  years  later 
as  a  lieutenant  under  the  command  of  Met- 
tellus,   he  so  distinguished    himself    in'   battle 
against  Jugartha,  'that,  returning  to  Rome/l*V 
was  accorded  a  triumph  and  made  consul. 

But  a  new  foe  now  menaced  Italy  and  once 
more,  as  when  Hannibal  ravaged  the  country, 
Rome  was  plunged  into  unreasoning  terror; 
women  wept  in  the  streets,  the  people  flocked 
to  the  temples  toxTo  sacrifice,  and  augurers  and 
soothsayers  foretold  coming  trouble.  For  the 
barbarous  tribes  of  the  Teutones  and  the 
Cimbri,  countless  thousands  strong,  had  come 
down  from  the  north,  desiring  to  find  new 
countries  to  sustain  their  rabidly  inGfeasing 
multitudes;  they  brought  with  them  their  wives 
and  families  and  were  hanging  about  on  the 
outskirts  of  Italy.  These  strangers  were  grey- 
eyed,  of  enormous  stature  and  invincible 
strength  and  fierceness.  "They  hurried  into 
battle  with  the  violence  of  a  devouring  flame; 
none  could  withstand  them;  all  they  assaulted 
became  their  prey. 

"Several  of  the  greatest  Roman  command- 
ers with  their  whole  armies  thai  advanced  for 
the  defence  of  Transalpine  Gaul,  _  were  in- 
;;loriously  overthrown,  and  indeed  "  by  their 
faint  resistance,  chiefly  gave  them  the  impulse 
of  marching  toward  Rome.  Having  van- 
quished all  they  had  met  and  found  abundance 
of  plunder,  they  resolved  to  settle  themselves 
nowhere  till  they  should  have  razed  the  city 
and  wasted  all  Italy.  The  Romans  sent  for 
Marius  to  undertake  the  war,  and  nominated 
him  the  second  time  consul." 

So  Marius  with  his  legions  left  Africa, 
bringing  with  him  Jugartha  a  prisoner  in 
chains.,  The  people  received  him  ;with  the 
greatest  joy,   and  with  every  confidence  saw 


hhn  depart  to  wage  war  against  the  barbarian.-. 
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there  grew  up  among  the  commonalty  a  feel- 
ing of  hatred  towards  the  aristocrats,  who  were 
regarded,  and  with  justice,  as  the  cause  of  all 
the/buffering  uflder  which  the  masses  labored. 
TKevchurch  also  shared  in  the  hatred  and  dis- ,. 
triist>vAs  has  been  said,  the  clergy,  owning 
vast  estates  and  enjoying  enormous  revenues,' 
were "  substantially  exempt  from  bearing  any 
of  the  burdens  Of  the  nation.  Moreover  many 
of  the  higher  clergy  had  given  themselves  up 
to  lives  of  licentiousness,  and  had  thereby 
sacrific^gyri^t  of  .the  great  jyfcpf  .the 
people  and  earned  the  contempt  of  the  ^privi-

other  ways  sought  to  alleviate  the  condition  of 
the  people.  For  a  time/ne  seemed  in  a  fair 
way  to  gain  -posterity,  and  whenever  he  went 
he  was  heartily  welcomed,  feut  the  situation 
was  too  serious  to  be  relieved  by  superficial 
mettg&& .  The  mass  ai||p  nation  hadj;£eeh  ■  a 
new/l^nt.  The  doctrine  of  equality  hadlfound 
its  way  everywhere.  The  king  himself  Could 
be  tolerated,  for  the  state  needed  some  head; 
but  the  nobility  could  not  be.  If  this  class  had 
been  amenable  to  reason  the.  dreadful  crisis 
might  have  been  avoided,  but  they  were  de- 
termined upon  retaining  their  privileges  intact. 
Nothing  but  a  great  genius  in  statesmanship,  a 
man  strong  enough  to  force  his  views  upon  all 
classes  of  the  community  alike,  could  have 
saved  the  situation,  and  there  was  no  such  man 
in  France.  The  only  person  Who  .exhibited 
any  capacity  for  dealing'  with  the  emergency 
was  Jacques  Necker,  twice  Minister  of  Finance, 
and  his  policy  was  superficial.  He  sought  to 
pacify  the  populace  by  refusing  to  increase 
their  taxes  and  to  gain  the  favor  of  the  nobles 
by  borrowing  to  meet  the  current  requirements 
of  the  nation  instead  of  compelling  the  great 
landowners  to  contribute  their  share  to  the 
revenue. 

.  Meanwhile  France  was  taking  part  against 
England  in  the  rebellion  of  the  American  col- 
onies. This  added  greatly  to  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  public  service,  and  it  was  not 
long  before,  the  common  people  began  to 
realize  that,  they  were  being  taxed  to  gain  for 
foreigners  rights  of  self-government  that  were 
denied  to  themselves.  Here  it  may  be  of  in- 
terest if  we  sketch  very  briefly  the  idea  of  self- 
government  as  it  was  understood  by  many  of 
the  people  who'  demanded  liberty,  fraternity 
and  equality.  It  was  an  idea  shared  by  people 
in  America  as  well  as  by .  some  of  those  in 
France.  It  was  not  unlike  what  We  have  seen 
in  our  own  day  in  Russia.  When  it  was  made 
known  in  the  last  named  country  that  the  Tsar 
had  granted  a  constitution  under  which  the 
people  would  be  free  to  govern  themselves  to 
a  certain  degree,  the  peasants  in  many  places 
understood  this  to  mean  that  I  hey  were  at 
liberty  to  do  exactly  as  they  saw  lit.  They 
therefore  began  to  take  whatever  Ihey  wanted, 
P"  matter  to  win  mi  il  belonged,  and  to  deny 
that  they  were  responsible  to  anyone  what- 
ever. Historians  conveniently  gloss  over  the 
facts,  but  there  is  plenty  of  evidence  that  the 
people  of  the  American  colonies  were  in  very 
many  cases  under  the  impression  that,  when 
they  -taut  achieved  their  independence,  they 
were  txtt  not  only  from  the  government  of 
the  king,  but  from  all  government  whatever, 
and  in  some  parts  of  the  new  republic  they 
attempted  to  act  upon  this  principle,  many  of 
them  going  so  far  as  to  deny  the  right  of  any 
bod)  ol  men  to  mak'e  laws  fc/  the  government 
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In  the  northeast  of  Asia  Minor  is  a  moun- 
ijfj&lh  range  called  Ida,-  which  means  "nourish- 
ing," and  the  name  was  applied  to  it  some 
4ime  in  the  remotepast  because  several  rivers 
hacfcjHj^-sjHtfe^^  a  parallel  in.

called  Rainier.  The  part  of  the  country,  where 
the  Ida  range  approaches  the  sea,  is  spoken  of 
^IpPpPqas,  of  the  Troad.  It  borders  on  the 
Dardanelles  and  the  Aegean  Sea.  The  country 
is  fairly-  level,  and  on  its  western  coast  there 
a  shelving  shore  where  small  vessels"  can 
Not  far  from  the  shore  is  a  large  mound, 
in  this  mound  are  nine  buried  cities,  one 
lying  upon  the  other.  One  of  these  cities  was 
called  Ilium  by  thV-Greeks,  and  we  remember 
it  as  Troy.  Which  oNthem  it  was  whose  walls 
resisted  the  efforts  oif  the  Greeks  under 
Agammemnon  for  ten  lo^gjrears  cannot  be  told 
with  certainty,  but  the  sixth  from  the  top  was 
a  strongly  fortified  city,  and  the  solid  masonry 
yet  stands  to  bear  testimony  to  the  skill  and 
greatness  of  its  builders.  The  lowest  city  of 
them  all  contains  flint  implements,  showing 
that  it  was  built  in  what  we  call  the  Stone 
Age;  the  city  which  was  erected  upon  its  ruins 
seems  to  have  been  completely  destroyed  by 
fhre.  Upon  the  remains  of  this  it  is  supposed 
stood-  the  famous  home  of  old  King  Priam,  to 
which  hfs  son  Paris  brought  the  beautiful 
Helen,  wife  OfMenelaus  of  Sparta,  whom  the 
daring  young  Trojan  had  stolen  from  her 
husband.  Of  the  six  later  cities  not  much  is 
known  either  from. legend  or  history.  They 
were  built,  flourished,  perished,  and  were  for- 
gotten, except  the  last  of  them,  which  was  a 
place  of  some  note  in  the  days  of  Julius  Caesar, 
but  has  since  fallen  into  decay. 

The  existence  of  such  a  place  as  ancient 
Ilium  'would  never  have  been  suspected  if  the 
genius  of  Homer  had  not  preserved  in  immortal 
verse  the  story  mUts  fall.  The  story  is  simple. 
Paris,  having  visited^Greece,  was  smitten  by 
the  charms  of  Heleivihe  incomparable  girl 
wife  of  Sparta's  king.  Whether  or  not  she 
was  taken  away  by  force  or  went  willingly 
with  the  Trojan  prince  the  legends  do  not  tell, 
but  if  we  may  judge  .from  her  subsequent 
actions,  she  was  less,  sinned  against  than  sin- 
ning. Menelaus  summoned  the  princes  of 
Greece  to  assist  him  to  regain  his  bride,  and 
under  the  leade/ship  of  Agammemnon  a  force- 
of  one  hundred  thousand  men  in  twelve  hun- 
dred ships* set  sail  for  Troy.  Second  in  com- 
mand was  Achilles,  who  at  an  early  period  of 
the  war  became  angry  and  withdrew  for  a  time 
from  the  siege  because  Agammemnon  took 
from  him  a  girl  whom  he  had  captured.  The 
siege  of  the  city  lasted  ten  years,  when  it  was 
taken    by  treachery   and  destroyed. 

How  long  ago  was  this?  Nobody  knows. 
We  are  not  even  certain  as  to  when  Homer 
lived.  Herodotus  said  the  poet  was  born  about 
four  hundred  years  before  his  time,  which 
would  make  it  about  .2,800  years  ago,  but  it 
may  have  been  longer  than  that.  There  are 
some  scholars  who  deny  that  there  ever  was  a 
Homer,  who  composed  the  Iliad,  but  only  some 
one  who  collated  the  ancient  myths  and 
legends  of  Greece  info  the  form  of  a  great 
epic.  For  the  purposes  of  history  it  is  not 
material  who  the  author  of  this  great  poem 
was;  we  know  from  the  Father  of  History  that 
he  antedated  his  time  by  several  centuries. 
No  one  claims  that  Homer  was  a  contemporary 
of  the  scenes  which  he  describes,  and  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  Trojan  war  occurred  a  century 
or  two  before  his  time  is  only  a  guess,     it  is 
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Shakespeare  asks:  "What's  in  a  namey?1" 
We  might  answer  that  there  may  be  very  much 
in  it.  "Om"  is  the  name  of  the  Supreme  Lord 
in  the  Buddhist  faith.  It  is  the  sacred  name 
of  the  Deity^who  is  above  and  over  all  things, 
by  whom  ail  things  Rave  their  being,  to  whom 
we  are  accountable  for  our  actions.  Yet  if 
one  should  say  in  a  Christian  church  that  he 
believed  in  Om,  he  would  be  accounted  a 
heathen,  although  it  ought  to  be  clear  enough 
that  when  the  Buddhist  speaks  of  Om  he 
means  exactly  what  the  Christian  does  when 
he  speaks  of  God,  for  there  cannot  be  two 
Infinite  Beings.  The  name  a  thing  is  called 
by  in  religious  teachings  often  amounts  to  a 
very  great  deal.  Doubtless  the  Buddhist  con- 
ception of  the  Deity  is  inadequate,  but  no  one 
has  ever  had  the  hardihood  to  claim  that  the 
same  may  not  be  said  of  the  Christian  con- 
ception. We  can  only  think  of  the  Infinite  in 
terms  of  the  finite;  we  can  only  describe  that 
which  is  spiritual  in  terms  of  the  material. 
Hence  symbols  may  play  ar  very  important 
part  in  woiship;  they  may  be  exceedingly  help- 
ful by  enabling  us  to  concentrate  our  thoughts. 
The  husband  who,  when  away  from  home 
kisses  the  picture  of  his  wife,  is  not  expressing 
his  love  for  the  picture  but  for  what  the  picture 
represents. 

In  a  charming  series  of  writings  called  a 
Chinese  Woman's  Love  Letters,  written  by  a 
lady  to  her  husband,  she  speaks  of  her  inter- 
cession to  Kwan-yin,  the  woman's  god,  when 
she  feels  the  need  of  strength,  but  when  she 
asks  for  protection  for  her  husband  her  appeal 
is  to  the  great  Buddha  himself.  If  we  analyze 
Chinese  belief  closely  we  will  find  ourselves 
forced  to  believe  that  philosophically  con- 
sidered Buddha  and  Kwan-yin  are  manifesta- 
tions of  the  same  Infinite  Being,  represented 
by  certain  symbols.  The  Chinese  wife  is 
helped  when  she  appeals  to  Kwan-yin.  Per- 
haps she  has  been  taught  to  believe  that  Kwan- 
yin  is  a  separate    and    distinct    entity    from

Costing  nearly  three  million  dollars  each 
the  twin  vessels,  the,  Empress  of  Russia  and 
the  Empress  of  Asia  represent  the  latest  word 
in  each  of  the  arts  and  crafts  called  into  play 
in  ship  construction  and  operation.  But  while 
nothing  has  been  omitted  to  .provide  speed, 
comfort  and  luxury  at  the  same  time  the  chief 
requisite  of  safety  has  never  been  forgotten, 
and  particular  care  has  been  taken  to  provide 
for  all  exigencies.  ; 

Both  vessels  are  as  -near  unsinkable  as 
human  ingenuity  can  make  them.  They  have 
double  bottoms  and  watertight  compartments, 
the  latter  being  numerous  and  closely  placed. 
^Ordinarily,  if  a  ship  is  designed  to  float  with 
O^ly  two  compartments  flooded,  a  sufficient 
matein  of  safety  is  thought  to  have  been  al- 
lowed,   but  in  the  case  of  the   "Empress   of 
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Russia"  and  "Empress  of  Asia,"  should  four 
compartments  be  flooded  the  ships  would  still 
float.  !n  the  matter  of  safety  those  are  the 
first  vessels  built  to  satisfy  these  conditions. 

The  Empress  of  Russia  was  launched 
August  28,  1912,  and  her  sister  ship,  the 
Empress  of  Asia,  was  launched  on  November 
25  last.  Both  vessels  were  built  by  the  Fair- 
field Shipbuilding  and  Engineering  Company, 
at  Glasgow.  They  are  very  much  larger  than 
any  other  vessels  of  the  C.  P.  R.  fleet,  being 
590  feet  in  length,  68  feet  beam  and  46  feet 
in  depth,  and  a  gross  tonnage  of  about  15,000. 
The  turbine  system  of  propulsion  has  been 
adopted  by  the  C.  P.  R.  for  the  first  time  in 
these  two  vessels,'  which  are  propelled  by  four 
screws  driven  by  four  sets  of  Parsons  turbines, 
and  have  an  average  speed  at  sea  of  18  knots 
per  hour.  They  embody  all  the  latest  im- 
provements both  for  safety  and  comfort  of 
passengers. 

In  the  construction  of  these  vessels  a  radi- 
cal departure  from  the  current  practice  has 
been  made  in  constructing  them  with  cruiser 
sterns  and  the  ruddJrs  entirely  underhung. 
This  form  of  stern,  besides  giving  the  vessels 
a  very  distinctive  appearance,  increases  the 
effective  length  of  waterline,  thereby  assisting 
propulsion,  and  also  adds  considerably  to  the 
available  deck  space  at  the  after  end.     The 


vessels  have  double  bottoms,  orlop,  lower, 
main,  upper,  and  shelter  decks  and  above  the 
latter  there  is  a  long  forecastle  and  bridge,  the 
bridge  deck  being  extended  to  the  stern  and 
stanchions.  Above  the  bridge  deck  is  a  prom- 
enade deck  about  350  feet  long,  on  which  is 
the  first-class  public  rooms,  with  officers' 
quarters  and  navigating  bridge  above. 

The  passenger  accommodation  is  un- 
equalled for  comfort  and  magnificence.  Each 
vessel  accommodates  200  first-class,  100 
Asiatic  second-class,  and  800  Asiatic  third- 
class  passengers,  besides  a  crew  of  475  officers 
and  men.  The  boats  will  be  the  fastest  on  the 
Pacific  Ocean. 

Canadian  Pacific  officials  believe  that  the 
introduction  of  the  new  boats  into  the  service 
between  Canada  and  the  Orient  marks  a  new 
epoch  in  traffic  on  the  Pacific,  sand  certain  it 
is,  that  all  records  for  fast  voyages  between 
Canada  and  Japan  and  China  will  be  con- 
siderably lowered.  The  "Empress  of  Japan" 
used  to  hold  the  record  for  the  fastest  voyage 
across  the  Pacific,  having  made  the  distance 
between  Vancouver  and  Yokohama  in  10  days, 
10  hours  and  4  minutes,  and  between  Van- 
couver and  Hong  Kong  in  \7  days,  10  hours 
and  16  minutes,  inclusive  of  stops.  The 
"Japan,"  however,  has  only  a  contracted  speed 
of  18   knots  on  thje  measured  mile  and   16 
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knots  on  a  sea  trip,  while  the  new  "Empress" 
steamers  are  designed  for  a  speed  of  20  knots 
per  hour. 

The  most  recent  improvements  have  bfeen 
used  in  the  desijjn  of  the  new  steamships.  The  ' 


propelling  machinery  of  the  two  vessels  con- 
sists of  four  turbines  of  the  Parsons  type,  em* 
bodying  the  most  recent  improvements  in.  de* 
sign  and  construction  to  ensure  the  maximum 
economy  of  fuel  consumption  on  servfcf  at- 


tained. The  port  wing  shaft  is  driven  by  a 
H.P.  turbine  which  exhausts  into  a  LP.  tur- 
bine driving  the  starboard  wing  snaft.  The 
two  inner  shafts  are  each  driven  by  a  L.P. 
turbine  which  has  a  powerful  astern  turbine  inr 
corporated  in  the  same  casing. 

The  introduction  of  an  I. P.  turbine  to  the 
installation  provides  a  much  wider  range  for 
the  expansion  of  the  steam  and  has  effected  a 
marked  improvement  in  steam  consumption 
as  compared  with  the  usual  arrangement  of 
turbines,  driving  either  three  or  four  shafts, 
hitherto  adopted  in, large  mail  steamers  and 
naval  vessels.  Hitherto  these  have  been  fitted 
with  either  one  H.P.  turbine  exhausting  to 
two  L.P.  turbines  or  two  H.P.  turbines,  ex- 
hausting to  two  L.P.   turbines. 

For  manoeuvreing,  when  entering  or  leav- 
ing harbors,  independent  high  pressure  steam 
connections  are  provided  >>n  each  L.P.  ahead 
turbine.  An  independent  high  pressure  steam 
connection  has  also  been  provided  on  the  L.P. 
turbine,  which^  combined  with  a  suitable  ar- 
rangement of  valves,  enables  the  H.P.  turbine 
to  cut  out,  or  should  the  I. P.  turbine  be  out  of 
action,  the  H.P.  turbine  can  exhaust  direct  into 
one  or  other  or  both  of  the  L.  P.  turbines. 

The  four  turbines  are  situated  in  a  water- 
tight compartment  and  in  a  separate  compart-

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"People  may  wonder  sometimes  if  there  is 
any  sphere  of  human  interest  untouched  by 
present  educational  methods,"  says  (i.  M. 
Fraser,  public  librarian,  Aberdeen,  in  Cham- 
bers's Journal.  "1  hope  to  show  that -there  is 
at  least  one — the  teaching-  of  local  history  in 
our  schools — which  has  received  not  so  much 
attention  as  it  deserves,  but  which  as  a  ground- 
ing in  historical  and  geographical  study  is  full 
of  promise  for  the  community.  In  what  I  say 
in  this  short  paper  I  have  Scotland  specially 
in  view;  but  it  applies  with  even  greater  force 
to  many  parts  of  England  and  Ireland,  where 
the  ancient  historical  interests  are  in  some  ways 
still  more  definite  and  abundant. 

THE  MARKET  CROSS 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  the  teaching  of 
local  history  to  our  .children  might  tend  to 
make  thtm  mcrp  parochial  or  provincial  in 
their  outlook.  One  can'  hardly  think  so 
seriously.  Education  fe  aiiy  subject*  cannot 
Wyt  a  narrowing  effect.  And  notice  this, 
tnat  local  history  is  to  be  taught  not  as  the 
sole  history  instruction  given,  but  merely  as  a 
grounding;  and  also  that  you  cannot  teach 
local  history  in  any  adequate,  way  without 
going  far  beyond  your  own  locality  and  coming 
into  touch  with  the  larger  things  of  the  outer 
world. 

"Take  one  illustration  of  this,  the  chil- 
dren of  every  town  know  their  own  Town 
House,  or  their  Market  Cross,  or  some  similar 
existing  structure.  In  any  one  of  these  we 
have  an  admirable  centre  of  interest  for  a

Class,  and  not  merely  in  the  history  of  our  own 
Tolbooth  or  Cross,  as  the  case  may  rj^  but 
as  taking  us  to  the  civic  history  of  other  towns, 
even  the  older  historical  towns  of  the  Con- 


tinent In  the  charter-room  of  Aberdeen  there 
exists,  in  perfect  preservation,  a  charter  from 
Robert  the  Third,  of  daie%3$&  empowering 
the  townsfolk  to  build  a  new  ^olbooth,  or 
Town  House,  anywberdfcxcept  iri^Mje  middle  of 
the  market-place.  That  seems  *;  very  odd 
prohibition;  but  even  children  see  at  once  that 
that  is  not  so  when  you  tell  them  that  in, the  old 
days  it  was  very  usual  3to  build  the  Tolbooth 
in  the  middle  of  the  market-place;  that  to  this 
day  ,the "  Tolbooth  of  Dumfries,  where  the 
original  Jeanie  0eans  was  confined,  stands  in 
the  middle  of  trie  High  Street,  just  where  it 
widens  out  to  be  the  market-place;  and  that 
the  old  Tolbooth  of  Edinburgh  stood  in  the 
open  space  in  the  High  Street,  near  St.  Giles's 
Church.  You  find  the  same  thing  across  tlje 
border — in  Keswick,  for  example y  and  it  is 
one  of  the  minor  historical  links  that  bind  us 
:, Into '.  one.  -  •         •- 

'  "A  tolbooth  was  originally  a  booth  for 
taking  toll  or.  collecting  dues.  In  Wycliffe's 
Bible,  Jesus  saw  a  man  'sittynge  in  a  tolboothe, 
Matheu  by  name/  where  the  Authorized  - 
Version  has  'at  receipt  of  custom,'  and  the 
Revised  Version  'at  the  place  of  toll.'  Hence 
the  word  came  tb  mean  guild-hall  or-  town 
house.  The  ancient  local  charters,  priceless 
documents,  ought  to  be  seen  by  our  children. 
They,  and  the  structures  or  lands  they  refer 
to,  of- the  ancient  church  or  well  or  ruin  at 
our  doors,  enable  one  easily  to  touch  the  young 
imagination  of  the  child,  and  so  to  move  from 
these  concrete,  familiar  things  into  the*  very 
heart  of  our  national  history."

A  FULLER  INTEREST  IN  LIFE 

"The  main  purpose  of  introducing  the 
teaching  of  local  history,  however,  is  not 
merely  to  give  information  and  to  brighten 
educational  work;  it  is  to.  give  children  a 
larger  and  fuller  interest  in  life.  The  ordinary 
things  about  us  in  town  and  country,  seemingly 
so  commonplace,  will  become  transformed  for 
those  who  have  the  seeing  eye  and  the  under- 
standing heart.  We  remember  how  G.  F. 
Watts  inspired  his  village  in  the  undertaking 
of  building  a  mortuary  chapel.  Through  this 
systematic  and  adequate  training  of  our  chil- 
dren in  the  story  of  their  own  locality  such 
inspiration  may  be  found  in.  every  parish  in 
Scotland.  At  present,  in  respect  of  an  intelli- 
gent historical  interest  of  this  kind,  the  con- 
dition of  things  in  both  rural 'and  town  com- 
munities is  far  from  what  it  should  be." 
3_ .

Let  us  think  of  quietly  en- 
larging our  stock  of  true  and  fresh  ideas,  add 
not,  ai  soon  as  wejget  an  idea,  or  half  an  idea, 
be  running  out  with  it  into  the  street,  and  try- 
ing to  make  it  rule  there.  Our  ideas  will,  in 
the  end,  shape  the  world  all  the  better  for 
maturing  a  little.

The  refrigerating  machinery  and  electric 
machinery  are  situated  in  a  separate  compart- 
ment aft  of  the  condenser  room.

mands  of  the  various  passerrgers  different  sized 
tables  are  provided  from  those  for  two  and 
four  persons  to  semi-private  tables  for  six 
arranged  in  alcoves,  and  larger  tables  for  other 
parties.  The  pantries,  cold  larders,  main 
kitchen  and  bakery,  etc.,  are  situated  in  the 
central  portion  of  this  deck.  To  minimize  the 
running  to  and  fro,  a  number  of  electric  lifts 
have  been  erected  between  the  main  kitchen 
and  the  various  stoves  and  a  number  of  "deck" 
pantries  installed  on  the  bridge  and  promenade 
decks  above. 

.  Within  easy  reach  of  the  cabins  on  the 
upper  deck,  and  leading  directly  to  a  covered 
promenade  on  the  shelter  deck,  is  a  second- 
class  entrance  and  lounge,  which  in  turn  leads 
to  the  second-class  saloon.  These  rooms  are 
fitted^  a  large  airy  deck-house  about  50  feet 
long  and  48  feet  wide  and  9  feet  high,  lit_oq 
three  sid^s  by  large  plate  glass  windows.  At 
the.  aft  end  of  the  shelter  deck,  isolated  from 
the  first  and  second  class,  a  large  covered 
airing  space  for  Asiatic  steerage  has  been  pro-. 
vided.  At  the  extreme  end  of  the  ship  0$|||p 
shelter  deck  are  the  hospitals,  laundry,  em- 
balming room,  etc. 


will  give  a  sheltered  promenade  ot  2A0  feet 
long.  Forward  of  the  screen  the  bridge  deck 
continues  to  the  forecastle  deck,  and  is  fitted 
with  powerful  cable  holders  and  capstans  for 
quick  and  efficient  handling  of  the  vessel. 

At  the  head  of  the  grand  staircase  is  situ- 
ated the  promenade  deck,  with  a  deckhouse 
320  feet  long  by  44  feet  broad,  in  which  are 
first-class  staterooms  for  one  or  two  persons, 
handsome  parlor  suites  of  two,  three,  and  four 
rooms,  all  self-contained  with  bathroom,  dress- 
ing room  and  lavatory  accommodation.  .  At 
suitable  intervals  to  the  deckhouse  other  stair- 
ways have  been  fitted,  giving  easy  access  to 
the  first-class  on  the  bridge  below  and  the 
saloon  on  the  shelter  deck.  "^". 

Midway  in  the  length  of  the  deckhouse  is 
the  lounge,  48  feet  long  by  36  feet  broad,  and 
14  feet  high  at  the  centre.  Further  aft  a  writ- 
ing room  has  been  introduced,  and  in  the  aft 
end  a  smoking  room  and  veranda  cafe,  occi 
pying  a  space  57  feet  long,  43  feet  broad  and, 
14  feet  high.  Around  the  deckhouse  is  an 
open  promenade  with  screen  protection  at  the 
forward  end,  similar  to  that  fitted  on  the 
bridge  deck. 

On  the  housetop,  with  an  internal  stairway 
from  the  deckhouse  on  the  promenade  deck  a 
k**e  gymnasium,  \6  feet  long  by  *  28  feet 
broad,  is  fitted  up  with  a  large  variety  of  ex- 
ercising machines,  including  rowing,  vibrator, 
astride,  and  sidesaddle  machines.  The  out- 
standing features  of  these  vessels  will  be  the 
size,  design  and  quality  of  the  public  rooms, 
parlor  suites,  special-  and  ordinary  staterooms, 
also  the  large  proportions,  of  the  second-class 
and  Asiatic  accommodation.     Each  first-class

room  or  puouc  room  can  oe  neatea  ana  ven- 
tilated  on  the  thermo-tank  principle,  as  can 
also  the  second  and  steerage  accommodation, 
about  20  of-  thesfr -tanks   being    distributed 


'  and  discharge  direct  to  the  boilers.  The  feed 
water  is  heated  by  the  exhaust  steam  from  the 
auxiliary  machinery  throughout  the  ship,  the 
steam    from    the    ship's    heating    systems    and 

'drainage  systems  from  steam  pipes,  etc.,  The 
system  evolved  is  the  result  of  careful  con- 
sideration and  has  been  found  to  insure  that 
all  waste  heat  from  the  auxiliary  steam  and 
gxhaust  Systems  arc  utilized  in  heating  the  feed 
water  instead  of  the  heat  being  carried  awa\ 
by  the  circulating  water  from  the  condensers. 
For  harbor  use,  a  separate  auxiliary  con- 
denser with  circulating  pump,  air  pump,  iccA 
filter  and  feed  pump  is  fitted  to  admit  of  the 
corresponding  auxiliary  machinery  used  on 
service,  being  opened  out  for  cleaning  and  ex- 
amination as "nfceessary.  All  the  bearings  for 
the  turbine  and  line  shifting  are  connected  to 
the  forced  lubrication  system,  and  the  oil 
Supply  IS  maintained  by  four  large  oil  pumps 
which  discharge  the  oil  through  special  coolers 
before  entering  the  bearings.  Separate  pumps 
are  fitted  for  circulating  cold  sea  water  through 
the  oil  coolers.  Drain  tanks  into  which  the 
oil  gravitates  from   the  betrSngs,  and  settling 


dealing  with  the  'ashes  at  sea,  ash  ejectors  are 
titled  in  each  stokehold,  and  in  each  boiler 
compartment  a  specially  designed  ash  ejector 
pump  for  supplying  the  water  under  pressure 
to  the  ejectors  is  fitted.  Steam  ash  hoists  of 
a  silent  type  are  also  fitted  in  each  boiler  com- 
partment for  harbor  service.  The  ash  hoist- 
ing arrangements  received  special  considera- 
tion in  order  to  minimize  the  noise  which  is 
so  objectionable,  and  this  machinery  has  been 
removed  entirely  from  the  vicmiiy  of  the 
passenger  quarter. 

Just  forward  of  'midships  on  the  shelter 
deck  is  situated  the  first-class-reception  room 
and  cafe,  measuring  44  feet  by  64  feet,  with 
large  embarking  gangways  on  either  side  of 
the  ship.  Access  to  all  the  first-class  accom- 
modation is  gained  by  this  reception  room. 
Immediately  forward  on  this  deck  are  large 
staterooms  for  two  or  three  persons.  Adjoin- 
ing the  cafe  on  the  aft  side,  is  the  main  saloon, 
71  feet  long  and  64  feet  wide,  lit  from  the 
sides  by  a  number  of*  beautifully  designed 
windows  nearly  5  feet  wide,  and  from  above 
by  k  well  26  feet  by  16  feet.     To  suit  the  de- 


The  first  staterooms  on  the  bridge  deck 
are  reached  by  ascending  the  grand  staircase 
from  the  reception  room.  These  rooms  are 
enclosed  in  a  complete  steel  deckhouse  340  feet 
long.  Each  room  is  10  feet  by  9  feet  and  has 
sleeping  berths  for  two  persons,  and  a  couch 
so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  convertible  into  a 
bed. 

A  special  feature  of  these  staterooms  is 
that  the  sleeping  berths  are  so  designed  that 
should  one  passenger  only  engage  the  mom, 
all  evidence  of  the  other  berth  is  hidden,  leav- 
ing only  a  single  brass  bedstead.  A  second 
■feature  is  that  two  staterooms  can  be  con- 
verted into  one  suite,  with  dressing  room  (with 
hot  and  cold   water)    adjoining. 

Running  around  the  deckhouse  is"  one  of 
the  first-class  promenades  which  has  a  length 
on  either  side  of  430  feet,  with  a  minimum 
width  of  8  feet.  At  the  aft  end  for  too  feet, 
it  extends  from  side  to  side  of  the  ship.  En- 
circling the  promenade  at  the  forward  end  of 
the  deckhouses  a  screen  is  erected  at  the  ship's 
side  and  across  the  ship  8  feet  in  front  of  the 
house,  with  large  observation  windows,  which 


throughout  the  length  of  the  vessels.  Natural, 
ventilation  has  also  been  provided  in  various 
sections.  Electric  radiators  and  electric  fans 
can  also  be  used  in  the  State  or  public  rooms 
should  the  conditions  so  demand.  The  elec- 
tric generating  plant,  consisting  of  five  inde- 
pendent sets  of  engines  and  .dynamos,: provides 
a  complete  system  of  electric  lights,  radiators, 
and  power  for  the,  large  stokehold  fans,  also 
for  the  ventilating  fans  throughout  the  ship, 
and  the  silent  working  cranes  and  winches  for 
rapid  handling  of  cargo.  Signalling  at  sea 
iMn  be  carried  on  by  a  semaphore  on  the 
bridge  of  the  type  used  in  the  British  Admir- 
alty fo\  short  distances,  while  the  equipment 
includes/  of  course,    the  long-range   Marconi

The  officers'  accommodation  and  navigat- 
ing bridge  forward  on  the  housetops  received 
special  consideration  in  view  of  the  length  of 
the  voyage  and  the  variety  of  climates  the 
ship  will  pass  through.  All  the  latest  devices 
for  the  quick  handling,  and  control  of  the 
vessel  have  been  installed.  A  dining  room 
served  by  an  electric  lift  from  the  ship's  main 
pantry,  and  a  cosy  smoke  room  are  among 
the  arrangements  provided  to  conduce  to  the' 
officers'  comfort.  The  crew  and  petty  officers 
will  be  berthed  on  the  upper  deck  forward, 
5 00  steerage  passengers  being  carried  on  the 
same  deck.

A  LOCK  ON  THE  GASOLINE  FEED 
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A  device  is  now  being  placed  on  the  market 
which  prevents  automobile  thievery  by  placing 
a  lock  on  the  gasoline  feed.  It  consists  of  a 
Yale  pin  tumbler  cylinder  lock  located  within 
a  very  substantial  spherical  brass  casting,  a 
shaft  extending  downward  from  this  ball  head, 
protected  by  telescoped  guard  tubes  of  steel 
and  geared  to  the  lock  cylinder  within  the  ball 
head,  and  a  one-way  valve  located  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  shaft.  Means  are  provided  for 
securely  and  neatly  bolting  the  ball  head  to 
the  dash,  and  the  construction  is  such  as'  to 
make  it  practically  impossible  to  detach  the 
device  from  the  dash  when  locked. 

The  valve  is  installed  in  the  gasoline  feed 
pipe  by  means  of  a  double  compression  joint 
on  each  side  of  the  valve.  A  thumb  button 
is  located  on  the  face  of  the  ball  head,  and  it 
requires  merely  A  quarter ^ turn  of  this  button 
to  close  and  lock  the  valve.  The  key,  there- 
fore, is  not  needed  for  this  operation^  and  con- 
sequently it  requires  only  one  second  of  time 
to  lock  the  device.  The  insertion  of  the  key 
and  a  quarter  turn  of  the  thumb  button  back 
to  its  original  position  unlocks  and  opens  the 
device.  Yale  locks  are  used,  and,  of  course,  no 
two  keys  are  alike. 

The  guard  tubes  and  shaft  are  of  adjustable 
design  and  are  supplied  in  four  different 
lengths,  so  that  the  device  may  be  installed  On 
any  make  of  automobile.  The  benefits  claimed 
for  this  device  are  that  it  absolutely  precludes 
a  leaky  carbureter,  it  materially  lessens  the 
chances  and  dangers  of  back  firing,  and  it 
prevents  theft  of  the  machine.

approach  him  for  three  or  four  days.  Sim- 
ilarly a  macropod,  which  Herr  Schott  of  Lud- 
wigsburg,  had  repeatedly  teased  with  a  little 
board,  for  some  time  kept  away  from  him 
at  feeding  hour.

though,  to  deal  with,  we  will  first  get  measured 
for  our  bedding  just  as  we  do-  for  out  overcoats. 
There  Js  no  sense  in  a  small  man  packing  a 

foVTtit  o*  long  enough 
Id*;  is  to  have  ihe  blanket 

pft— and  a  foot  and  a  half 
is  better— longer  than  a  man  is  tall.  For  a 
six-foot  man,  therefore,  this  means  a  seven- 
and-one-half-foot  blanket,  or  one  measuring 
just  ninety  (90)  inches.  In  a  house  it  is  all 
right  to  sleep  with  a  bare  head,  but  not  out 
of  doors,  and  we  really  can't  pack  a  bedroom 
around,  don't  you  know,  and  a  hat  makes  the 
poorest  nightcap  yet  invented.  I'd  much 
rather  have  bourbon.  So  have  the  blanket 
long  enough  to  cover  you  easily  from  head  to 
heels,  and  tuck  it  under  the  feet  comfortably.   " 

Those  big  safety  pins  are  fine,  I  know,  to 
f  hold  a  bed  together,  but  they  will  get  lost  one 
by  one,  and  then,  too,  a  man  wants  often  to 
use  his  blanket,  or  one  of  them,  for  an  over- 
coat. Of  this,  more  later.  There  are  various 
ways  of  wearing  a  blanket,  you  know,  both  On 
foot  and  horseback,  a  la  Indian.  If  you  are 
going  to  take  an  overcoat  along,  then  tip  the 
porter,  crawl  into  your  berth,  and  good  night, 
weight  and  bulkiness  an  overcoat  is 
'IJie  coolest  garment  known;  it  is  all  tail. 
weight  and  size  in  a  soft  fleecy  sweater 
— or  underwear — is  far  warmer,  and  you  re- 
member anything,  even  a  haystack,  is  warm  if 
big  and  heavy  enough. 

r  For  the  average-sized  man,  standing  from 
5  feet  8  to  6  feet,  the  90-inch  blanket  is  about 
right,  both  for  a  bed  and  a  coat.  Now  we  hit 
a  snag.  Almost  all  blankets  are  "double,"  that 
is,  connected  at  the  bottom,  and  are  longer 
than  they  are  wide.  They  are  made  for  indoor 
beds,  not  for  outdoor  sleeping,  hence  their 
usual  form.  And  what  we  need  is  a  single 
blanket  exactly  square.  The  reason  will  be 
given  in  a  minute.  Also  the  colors  would 
scare  a  blind  man  in  the  dark,  to  say.  nothing 
of  the  stationary  rainbow  at  each  end. 
Privately,  I  think  blanket  designers  must  have 
a  habit  of  getting  drunk  on  colored  inks,  judg- 
ing from  these  tinted  D.  T.'s  piled  up.  on  the 
counter.  So  -we  will  put  the  red  blankets  sadly 
aside,  for  no  one  tout  a  heap  big  chief  wants  to 
go  around  like  a  house  afire.  The  grays  and 
browns  are  better,  except  for  that  infernal  end 
stripe.  Even  army  blankets  have  it,  why? 
not  even  the  Secret  Service  can  find  out.  But 
here's  a  secret,  taught  me  by  certain  blanket 
manufacturers  and  salesmen:  You  are  likely 
to  find  the  best  wool  in  the  white  blankets. 
Also,  shoddy  is  easiest  hidden  in  the  red 
blankets,  or  in  the  grey.  White  blankets 
usually  come  larger  than  colored  blankets,  un- 
less the  store  carries  a  large  line  of  bedding. 
Almost  any  store  with  any  blankets  at  all 
usually  has  some  large  white  blankets  of  good 
quality  when  all  their  colored  blankets  are  of 
medium  size — say  about  five  by  six  feet — and 
of  poor  stuff. 

So  if  you  want  to  have  just  what  you  want, 
you  will  probably  have  to  buy  white  blankets 
ninety  inches  wide,  double,  and  with  maiden 
blush  borders.  Take  them,  cut  them  into 
squares  ninety  inches  each  way,  then  hie  them 
unto  the  dye  man  and  have  them  made  what 
solid,  borderless  color  you  will,  be  it  black, 
grey,  blue  or  brown.  A  dark  iron,  or  oxford 
gray  will  probably  give  the  best  results  in  the 
long  run,  with  solid  blue  or  brown  as  second 
choice,  and  black  last.  If  the  border  is  too 
pronounced,  you  may  have  to  have  them  blue 
or  brown  or  black,  as  it  would  show  in  the 
gray.  Better  ask  the  dye  man  before  buying. 
Now  the  dyeing  won't  hurt  them  in  the  least, 
as  the  blankets  will  probably  have  to  be  washed 
many  times  before  they  are  worn  'out,  lost,  or 
more  probably  stolen.  In  a  far  countree,  re- 
member, blankets  and  guns,  whiskey  and  to- 
bacco are  usually  the  four  forms  of  local  coin- 
age, and  have  to  be  guarded  like  money,  es- 
pecially    from     the    natives.       Of     washing 


blankets,  and  wool  in  general  without  shrink- 
age, we  will  speak  later. 

Now,  the  reason  we  want  our  blanket 
square  in  shape  is  this:  It  wears  better  as  an 
overcoat,  it  is  more  convenient  to  handle  under 
all  circumstances;  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  grab 
it,  and  not  be  eternally  turning  it  around— and 
for  one  man  to  sleep  under  in  bed  it  can  be 
folded  lengthwise,  thus  giving  you  a  long, 
narrow  blanket  of  just  the  right  size,  90x45 
inches,  or  of  course,  just  7^x3  ft.  9  in,,-  Now, 
if  two  men  wish  to  sleep  together,  which  in- 
creases the  warmth  fully  one-third,  then  two 
square  blankets  can  be  so  folded  as  to  measure 
just  S  feet  by  7>S,  again  the  right  size,  and 
three  layersjhick.  Still  colder,  and  three  men 
can  Spoon  like  sardines  under  blankets  5  feet 
wide.  If  eacn  has  a  s«re  tlanket  this  gives 
four  thicknesses  over  all  three  men  and  five 
thicknesses  oyer  one  of  the  end  men.  This 
end  man  can  thus  spare  a  coat  or  sweater  for 
the  other  end  man,  while  the  man  In  the  middle 
does  not  need  either  the  extra  layer  of  blanket 
or  the  extra  coat  to  be  as  warm  as^ the  outside 
men.  Wjth  four  men,  each  with  *T  blanket  90 
inches  square,  all  sleeping  together,  they  tgth ' 


can  nave  four  layers  or  blanket, 

inside  men  yielding  extra  coats  to  the  outsidi 

men,   or  taking  turns  in  the ,  watHlljr  iniiifc 
places. — Of  course,  this  to  counting  aDItys 

blankets  on  top,  but  the  proportion  of  blanket 
.thickness  per  man  holds  good  whether  the 
blankets  be  used  all  on  top,  or  part  top  and 
part  bottom.  It  will  be  found  that,  except  on 
snow  perhaps  or  on  frozen  ground  where  no 
fife  can  be  built  to  thaw  it  out,  that  it  pays  to 
have  about  twice  as  much  blanket  on  top  as 
under  one.  It  is  a  bit  colder  at' first,  but  in  time 
the  body  warms  the  ground.-  But  more  of 
this  in  its  proper  place,  when  we  will  see  how 
different  kinds  of  beds  can  be  made  out  of 
natural  surroundings,  according  to  circum- 
stances. Just  now  we  are  considering  the  size 
and  kind  of  blankets  we  want,  if  in  fact  we 
want  blankets  at  all?  There  are  fur  robes, 
you  know,  and  comforts,  both  of  cotton  batting 
and  of  various  kinds  of  down  and  feathers. 

One  of  the  softest,  warmest,  lightest  and 
cheapest  blankets- — or  robes? — in  the  world  is 
made  of  woven  rabbit  skins.  Not  sewed  to- 
gether, "but  cut  into  strips,  curled  or  twisted, 
then  woven  loosely  much  as  one  would  darn 
a  sock.  But  fur  is  not  practical  for  a  wet 
country;  it  is  too  hard  to  dry  out,  and  this  is 
the  objection  to  comforts,  especially  a  cotton 
comfort,  and  to  sleeping  bags  that  are  sewed 
up  fast  and  tight.  But  more  of  sleeping  bags 
later.  Under  some  circumstances  a  snoring 
sack  can't  be  beat  I   .  '..  '• 

But  to  get  back  to  one  man  and  his 
blankets.  For  several  reasons  two  single 
blankets  are  much  better  than  one  heavy 
blanket, .  and  the  ordinary  double  blanket — 
connected,  at  the  foot — is  without  reason  ex- 
cept "manufacturer's  custom.  With  two  or 
more  square  blankets  a  single  sleeper  can  easily 
fold  a  sleeping  sack  30  inches  wide  by  90 
inches  long,  thus  giving  him  three  thicknesses 
and  no  blanketing  wasted  in  useless  width 
merely  to  keep  part  of  the  camping  ground  in 
out  of  the  night  air.  Three  blankets  will  thus 
give  six  thicknesses  on  top  and  three  under, 
or  any  proportion  a  man  wants  to  make  out  of 
nine  layers.  And  remember  there  is  no  open 
space  down  either  side,  nor  at  the  folded-under 
foot  of  this  dream  bag,  and  there  is  plenty  to 
cover,  your  head.  In  such  a  folded  arrange- 
ment one  has  pleaty  of  room  to  curl  up  if  he 
wants  to,  although  this  is  a  bedroom  out  of 
doors,  which  results  in  much  saving  of  neces- 
sary bedding. 

When  one  learns  to  kick  a  "hip  pocket"  In 
the  ground  with  the  toe  of  his  boot,  or  dig  it 
out  with  a  stick — the  crown  of  your  hat  is  the 
proper  shape  and  size  of  this  hole — and  to 
sleep  straight  out,  and  unconsciously  to  sort 
of  whirl  in  his  blankets  when  turning  over, 
then  he  can  wrap  them  around  him  much 
closer  and  with  still  more  thickness,  providing 
they  are  square  and  large  enough  and  he  has 
several  comparatively  light  blankets  instead  of 
one  heavy  one.  It  is  often  a  good  scheme,  if 
you  are,  sure  you  will  not  have  to  get  up  in  a 
hurry  in  the  night,  to  wrap  one  blanket  closely 
around  the  legs  and  the  body  from  the  armpits 
down,  then  use'  the  other — or  others — from 
head  lo  heel  as  usual.  But  more  of  this  later, 
perhapjs,  "Good  Night." — Chauncey  Thomas 
in'TTutcfoor  Life.

THE  INTELLIGENCE  OF  FISHES 

Intelligence!  Well,  wheri  a  big  black  bast 
darts  up  from  somewherje  and  deliberately 
stops  and  looks  over  the  minnow  adjusted  on 
your  hook  with  the  greatest  care  and"  nicety, 
and  after  due  inspection  satisfies  himself  that 
the  thing  has  something  on  it  that  "doesn't 
look  good  to  him,"  gives  you  the  merry  "hah 
ha!"  and  with  a  flirt  of  his  tail  disappears  from 
whence  he  came— if  he  didn't  move  a  little 
gray  matter,  show  me.  . 

Some  'Wme  ago  Mr.  John  Burroughs  wrote 
an  interesting  article  on  the  instinct  of  birds 
and  animals.  The  conclusions  .he  has  arrived 
at  after  many  years  of  careful  observation  are 
somewhat  at;  variance  with  the  ideas  of  the 
average  observer  along  these  lines.  Mr. 
Burroughs  believes  that  intelligence,  as  under- 
stood by  the  human  race,  is  entirely  eliminated 
from  the  makeup  of  an  animal.  It  is  always 
refreshing  to  read  Mr.  Burroughs'  views  on 
any  subject,  as  he  always  draws  his  inferences 
from  personal  knowledge  and  observation. 
That  there  is  a  difference  between  instinct  and       waving  of  a  fishing  rod  over  the  pond  caused 


"Fishermen  are  well  aware  that  irt  places 
in  which  a  great  deal  of  fishing  has  been  done 
are  for  some  time  avoided  by  fish.  Various 
experiences  .seem"  to  point  to  the  -  fact^jfhlrt 
fishes  in  some  way  recognize  or  at  least  avoid 
objects  believed  to  be  noxious  to  them.  Thus 
fishermen  think  that  the  hook  must  be  deeply 
burled  in  the  bait  or  the -fish  will  not  bite. 
Herr  Buerob,  master  of  fisheries  in  Weimar, 
writes  that,  though  a  large  pike  did  not  recoil 
from  persons  passing  his  permanent  place,  even 
when  tickled  with  a  whip,  it  disappeaWffc 
stantly  at  4he  sight  of  a  pike  hook.  Later  it 
was  found  that  it  bore  the  marks  of  having 
been  pricked  on  a  former  occasion.  If  a  net 
is  dragged  through  a  swarm  of  carp,  kept  and 
fed'  for  br^l^^^os^  vsltIous  obseripal 
report  that  for  a  week  or  two  they  remain 
away  at  feeding  time,  and  nothing  can  induce 
them  to  appear. 

"Herr  Jaffe  in  Stanfort,  a  breeder  (*:jA< 
experience,  also  noticed  that  the  clothing  of  a 
keeper  went  far  in  determining  the  confidence 
Jf  his  trout,  anc 
approach  him  when  he 
*r  I  have  made  observatio 
respects  to  the  above.  Fish  in  ponds 
habitually  fed'  learn  to  recognize  the  attenjj|p 
on  his  approach.  1  have  also  observed  that 
they  know  the  customary  time  for  feeding,  as 
after  the  usual  hour  has  passed  they  lose  their 
activity  and  do  not  approach  their  feeding 
places  with  the  same  eagerness  manifested  at 
the  regular  time. 

I  maintained  in  my  office,  for  several 
years,  a  large  aquarium  stocked  w 
goldfish,  which!  fed  regularly  every 
They  recognized  me  as  soon  as  I 
the  door,  and  collected  in  the  customary  Sp£ 
giving  every  evidence  of  expectancy  and 
anticipation  ofc being  fed.  Certainly  this  mug 
be  memory.  Instinct  teaches  them  to  hujge 
for  their  food  just  as  wifrr  land  animals  and  to 
flee  from  their  enemies,  but  that  they  can  re- 
member from  one  day  to  another,  or  even  for 
several  intervening  days,  is  very  evident. 

1  well  remember  when  I  was  a  Tad  at  my 
father's  trout  hatchery  how~we  used  to  demon- 
strate the  memory  of  the  fish  which  had  been 
caught  from  the  stream  with  rod  and  reel  and 
transferred  to  the  ponds.  After  they  had' be- 
come domesticated  it  was  discovered  that  the 


intelligence  there  can  be  no  question,  and  with 
the  animal  kingdom  it  is  Undoubtedly  as  Mr. 
Burroughs  says:  "An  animal  for  the  most 
part,  knows  all  that  H  necessary  for  it  to  know 
as  soon  as  it  reaches  maturity."  This  is  with- 
out doubt  just  as  tlie  Creator  intended  it  should 
be,  with  the  object  in  view  of  permitting  them 
to  live  their  lives  along  the  lines  of  the  least 
resistance,  without  the  power  of  imagination 
as  to  their  future  welfare. 

Relative  to  the  intelligence  of  fishes,  we 
have  a  more  limited  means.  of_  ascertaining 
their  capacity  for  understanding  than  with  land 
animals,  as  their  natural  environment  precludes 
the  possibility  of  accurate  observation  at  all 
times.  Every  aquariest,  angler  or  fish  cul- 
turist  has,  without  doubt,  observed  certain 
manifestations  which  have  given  the  impres- 
sion that  fish  actually  do  possess  a  certain 
degree  of  intelligence  aside  from  what  is 
■  ught  to  be  the  inherent  quality  of  instinct. 

That,  fishes  do  possess  a  memory  there 
can  be  no  question,  as  there  are  numerous 
instances  which  can  be  cited  to  prove  this 
assertion,  but,  as  to  just  what  extent  memory 
may  be  allied  to  intelligence  and  to  what  de- 
gree i  be  influenced  by  instinct,  is  a 
problem  which  would  be  difficult  to  solve. 

I  have  a  paper  before  me  prepared  by 
Prof.  I.  Hdinger,  entitled,  "Have  Fishes 
Memory3"  in  which  the  subject  is  treated 
quite  exhaustively,  from  which  I  take  the  fol- 
lowing excerpt 

"Herr  Walian  of  Mayence  had  tamed  a 
rainbow  trout  to  such  a  degree  that  it  took 
food  from  his  hand.  If  he  caught  it  by  the 
tail  and  raised  it  out  of  the  water  it  would  not 


great  consternation  and  fright  among  them, 
while  in  other  ponds  in  which  the  trout  had 
been  reared  from  infancy,  the  same  motions 
created  no  alarm  whatever.  The  inference  is 
that  they,  had  never  forgotten  the  shape  and 
appearance  of  the  implement  which  was  the 
cause  of  removing  them  from  their  native 
element. 

The  late  Seth  Green  was  a  firm  believer  in 
the  intelligence  of  fishes,  and  also  that  they 
possessed  some  means  of  communication  one 
with  another.  This  belief  was  brought  about 
after  many  years  of  close  observation.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  incidents  given  by 
him  to  corroborate  his  opinion  in  this  direc- 
tion: 

"In  the  winter  of  1840  I  hunted  deer  arid 
fished  for  lake  trout  in  and  around  Bonaparte 
Lake,  just  north  of  Herkimer  County,  New 
York,  in  the  Adirondacks.  I  fished,  putting 
down  the  first  night  I  took  from  them  in  the 
ice  about  eight  rods  apart.  These  hooks  were 
baited  with  good-sized  minhows,  as  full  of  life 
as  though  at  liberty.  After\the  lines  had  been 
down  the  first  night  I  took  fro  mthem  in  the 
morning  twenty-five  good,  big  trout.  Each 
successive  morning  I  took  less  and  less,  until 
on  the  eighth  day  the  number  had  diminished 
to  seven  or  eight.  But  every  bait  was  gone, 
from  every  hocrk  as  on  the  first  morning  when 
I  made  the  big  haul.  1  knew  the  trout  hadn't 
all  been  taken  from  those  waters,  but  it  was 
also  apparent  that  I  couldn't  catch  any  more 
without  removing  my  tackle,  so  I  cut  out  new 
holes  in  the  ice  and  moved  down  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile.  There  my  results  were  in 
the  same  ratio  as  the  first,  and  I  had  to  move 
again  in  seven  or  eight  dayi*     One  day  I  ran 


n  to  one  hundred;  the  next  to  about  fifty, 
in  less  than  six  years  it  was  impossible  to 
catch  more*  than  a  dozen  or  fifteen  on  three- 
hundred  hooks  in  the  same  place.    Moreover, 
did  catch  weighed  three  or  four 
e   only.     We  had   caught  that 
family  all  out,  and  you  could  not  catch  any 
more  there  for  years.    I  had  precisely  the  same 
experience   afterwards   off   Cobourg,   Grafton 
and  Colbourn." 

Apropos  to  this  subject,  I  find  the  follow- 
ing in  my  note  book,  taken  from  the  writing 
of  one  of  the  old-time  authors,  whose  name 
I  have  forgotten:  "That  certain  senses  are 
bestowed  on  all  animals,  intellectual  as  well  as 
instinctive,  is  too  evident  to  the  man  of  science 
and  the  angler  to  require  proof.  The  trout 
of  much-fished  waters  become  possessed  of  a 
knowledge,  a  cunning  and  a  wariness  which 
are  worthy  of  all  respect." 

While  the  possibility  of  a  fish  language 
may  appeal  to  many  as  being  extremely  vision- 
ary, it  would,  at  the  same  time,  be  equally 
remarkable  if  the  movements  and  methods 
pursued  by  them  could  be-  executed  without 
some  means  of  intelligent  communication  aside 
from  what  might  be  attributable  to  instinct. — 
Chester  K.  Green  in  Outdoor  Life.

THE   CAMPER   AND   HIS   BLANKETS 


The  first  thing  a  man  sees  on  entering  this 
world,  as  a  general  rule,  is  a  bed,  so  we  might 
as  well  begin  the  same  way.  As  beds  are 
never  meant  to  keep  any  one  cool,  nor  to 
ward  off  sunstroke — except  in  the  cities — we 
here  will  deal  with  them  only  from  the  stand- 
points of  warmth,  dryness,  and  safety  against 
crawling  and  creeping  things,  with  an  especially 
keen  eye  for  their  weight,  compactness  and 
place  in  the  pack.  Any  bed  is  warm,  dry  and 
comfortable  if  it  weighs  enough;  take  a  one- 
hund red-ton  haystack  as  an  example.  On  the 
other  hand,  one  can  have  a  very  nice  light 
warm  bed  from  the  breast  skins  of  the  Iceland 
eiderdown  duck,  but  it  is  a  bit  expensive.  I 
once  saw  a  robe  of  it  that  could  almost  float 
a  moment  in  the  air  it  was  so  light,  yet  it  was 
an  inch  or  two  thick,  and  cost  I  have  forgotten 
how  many  thousand  dollars.  We  will  see  what 
we  can  do  between  these  two  extremes. 

The  kind  of  bed  one  has  is  determined 
largely  by  two  things — what  he  can  pack,  and 
what  he  can  pay.     We  will  here  lay  asjde  all

insight  into  the  natural  scenic  beauty  which  is 
befog  opened  up  by  the  Banff-Windermere 
TtOa~dp$ t present  Tinder  "construction'  by  the 
far-Seeing  Government  of  British  Columbia 
conjointly  with  that  of  the  Dohiinion;  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  also  real- 
izing the  possibilities  of  such  a  road,  have  vol- 
unteered to  reimburse  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment very  substantially. 

-  During  191 2  fourteen  miles  were  com- 
pleted at  the  Banff  end  of  the  road  and  about 
five  at  the  Sinclair  end,  This  jear  the  work 
under  charge  of  Mr.  W-  W.,  Bell,  an  engineer 
of  wide  repute,  is  to  be  pushed  rapidly  ahead 
and  next  year  should  see  the  road  about  c  *m- 
plete.  ■'     .  ■'■•  ■■•-  ■■■■- -    - 

For .'.many  years  a  trait  has  led  inrough 
the  Vermirooh  Pass  connecting  Albert?  with 
the  fertile  valleys  of  the  Kootenay  .ind  Col- 
umbia, and-  it  is  this  route  that  the  broad  motor 
highway  is  takingi  following  the  track  of  ths 
C.  P.  R.  from  Banff  t£  a  point  now  called 
Castle  Mountain  Station;  where  the  Bow  River 
has  been  bridged,  and  then  by  an  easy  grade 
averaging  only  three  per  cent  working  up  ti 
the  summit  of  the  Vermillion  Pass,  which  's 
about %ine  miles  from  Castle  Mountain, 
road  here  commands  a  mag^ificehtjrfew  of 
many  prominent  peaks,  Mounts  Stojm,  Boom; 
Vermillion,  Whymper  and  many  Others  being 
close  at  hand,  whilst  Mt.  Ball,  1 0,825  feet  in 
altitude,  of  which  some  of  us  have  memories 
of  very  strenuous  days,  is  easily,  reached. 

The  .road  then  follows  the  Vermillion 
River,  which  has  its  source  a}/ the  summit  of 
the  pass,  through  a  fertile  valley,  .whilst  on 
all  sides  are  Alpine  characteristics  of  rare 
beauty ;  the  Vermillion  River  being  augmented 
by  beautiful  mountain  streams  tumbling  and 
splashing  down  lesser  valleys  bound  by  wide 
snowf  ields  and  glacier-hung  peaks. 

The  proposed  road  crosses  and  recrosses 
the  Vermillion  until  it  reaches  the  Kootenay 
River,  which  will  be  bridged,  the  road  then 
follows  the  west  ban k.:  Some  little  distance 
before  the  Kootenay  is  reached,  at  a  point 
just  opposite  the  Simpson  River,  there  is  an 
unsurpassed  hotel  site  with  views  extending 
northward  up  the  Vermillion,  eastward  into  the 
valley  of  the  Simpson,  and  southward  follow- 
ing the  ribbonlike  Kootenay  towards  the  far- 
distant  Shepherd  Range, "the  whole  making  a 
panorama  beyond  description. 

Continuing  south  the  road  runs  parallel  to 
the  Kootenay  for  some  twelve  miles  and  then 
turns  westward  and  commences  ascending  the 
Sinclair  Pass,  the  summit  of  which  is  reached 
at  an  elevation  of  4,850  feet.  There  is  an- 
other beauty  spot  here  in  the  form  of  a  lovely 
little  lake  of  indescribable  green  situated  ex- 
actly on  the  watershed ;  one  stream  from  "the 
lake  draining  in  an  easterly  direction  and  join- 
ing the  Kootenay,  and  the  other  being  the 
source  of  the  Sinclair  Creek,  eventually  joining 
the   Columbia. 

The  road  will  descend  the  Sinclair  Pass 
and  will  en  route  have  to  be  engineered,  by 
a  series  of  bridges  crossing  and  recrossing, 
through  a  striking  canyon  with  vertical  cliffs 
over  a  hundred  feet  high.  Leaving  the  canyon, 
a  short  ascent  reveals  the  Purcell  Range  of 
mountain^  On  the  tar  side  of  the  Columbia,  and 
the  Sinclair  Hot  Springs  are  reached,  another 
magnificent  view  point.  Prom  here  the  road 
is  to  be  connected  with  the  Golden-Cranbrook 
highway,  which  is  already  improved  and  main- 
tained to  motor  service  standard. 

A  road  such  as  this  is  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  Province  from  many  points  of  view, 
but  to  that  peculiar  and  very  much  misunder- 
stood class  of  people  who  find  real  joy  ai  >i 
recreation  in  climbing  mountains  the  road  has 
even  a  greater  charm,  for  it  will  give  easy 
access  to  peaks  offering  some  of  the  finest 
mountaineering  in  the  Rockies. 

This  joy  gained  by  overcoming  the  diffi- 
culties set  up  by  nature,  the  chief  of  which  if 
perhaps  the  continual  and  unwearied  resistance 
nf  the  force  of  gravitation,  can  probably  pe 
more  clearly  made  c/ident  by   the  following 
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simple  description  of  a  day's  climb,  than  by 
any  lengthy  dissertation  on  the  advantages 
and  sensations  experienced  in  the  sport  of 
mountaineering. 


After  a  somewhat  strenuous  cHmbmg 
day  in  the  main  range  of  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
during  which  four  fruitless  day's  efforts  had 
been  put  in  on  one  single  mountain,  two  of 
us  went  our  several  ways  for  a  day  or  two 
"off"  -before  meeting  for  further  climbing  in 
the  Selkirk  Range. 

After  a  luxurious  few  days  we  met  again 
at  Glacier  House,  and  found  our  guide,  Gott- 
fried Fuez,  waiting  there  for  us. 

Our  objective  had  been  the  ascent  of  the 
northwest  ridge  of  Mt.  Sir  Donald,  however; 
owing  to  bad  leather,  the  peak  was  out  of 
condition  so  we  decided  to  have  a  day  on  the 
Mt.  Rogers  group. 

On  the  fifteenth  of  August  we  three  took 
the  afternoon  train  lip  to  Rogers  Pass,  and 
from  there ^  |o^S?leisurely  up  to  the  hut, 
which  is  just  on  the  timber,  line  on  the  slopes 
below  the  Rogers  Glacier,  and  there  spent  the 
night.  -' 

We  were  awakened  about  3  a.m.,  tumbled 
out  of  the  blankets  and  sat  down  to  Gottfried's 
best  culinary  efforts,  and  in  less  than  an  hour 
we  were  ascending  steep  slopes  to  the  **snout" 
or  'forefoot"  Of  the  Rogers  Glacier. 

An  hour's  easy  going  found  us  crossing 
the  glacial  streams  immediately  below  the 
forefoot  of  the  glacier,  and  then,  sometimes 
on  the  moraine  and  sometimes  taking  to  the 
ice,  we  worked  our  way  up  the  east  side  of 
the  glacier  until  we  reached  the  foot  of  a 
fairly  steep  rock  buttress:  We  took  ten  min- 
utes' spell  here  and  had  a  pull  at  our  pipes, 
then  after  roping  up,  all  moving  together,  we 
made  good  ixmt  up  the  buttress,  and  after  an 
hour  and  a  half  or  so  of  this  steep  broken  rock 
we  reached  a  choice  of  routes^  each  entailing 
more  difficulty  than the  bjitfress  below  had 

given  us. 

Immediately  ahead  of  us  an  arete  rose  very 
steeply  up  to  a  point  from  which  the  "col"— 
high  above  us— could  be  reached'  by  a  little 
/step  cutting;  to  our  right  lay  the  alternative 
route,  a  steep  couloir  rTsing  directly  up  to  the 
col.  For  some reason  the  condition  of  the 
mountains  during  the  climbing  season  in  4912 
was  extremely  unusual  in  the  whole  of  the 
Rockies,  there  being  practically  no  old  snow, 
most  of  the  glaciers  were  simply  dirty  bare 
ice,  and  this  couloir  shared  in  the  same  con- 
dition and  was  a  very  ugly  looking  ice-slope, 
instead  of  being  in  |to  inore  usual  condition  of 
hard  snow.  • 

We  took  to  the  arete  which  afforded  us 
some  very  fine  rock  climbing,  there 'being- one 
slab  in  particular  where  the  holds  were  more 
in  name  than  in  fact;  however,  we  negotiated 
this  safely  and  when  the  ridge  became  im- 
possible we  took  to  the  ice.  As  we  stood  there, 
in  the  steps  our  guide  was  cutting,  on  that 
steep  ice  slope  with  the  couloir  sweeping  down 
hundreds  of  feet  below  us  to  the  neve  of  the 
glacier  below,  the  fact  that  we  three  had  shared 
in  -similar  situations  before  and  could  rely  on 
each  other's  steadiness  was  decidedly  comfort- 
ing, as  any  really  secure  anchorage  was  im- 
possible on  the  hard  ice.  Gottfried  plied  his 
axe  vigorously  and  soon  cut  our  way  to  the 
col,  and  from  there  to  the  summit  was  just 
hard  going  up  the  snowslope  on  the  back  of 
the  cornice,  and  half  an  hour  of  steady  collar 
work  brought  us  to  the  summit  of  Mt.  Rogers, 
10,526  feet  in  altitude,  the  time  being  8.45 
a.m. 

Here  we  unroped  and  enjoyed  a  second 
breakfast  and  congratulated  ourselves  on  being 
on  our  first  peak's?  early  in  the  day.  But 
there  before  us  the  two  summits  of  the  Swiss 
Peaks  rose  jaggedly  up  as  if  in  challenge,  and 
an  unspoken  desire  in  all  three  of  us  to  be 
"up  and  at  'em"  soon  caused  us  to  be  repack- 
ing our  rucksacs  and  roping  up  again.  We 
then  retraced  our  steps  down  the  corniced 
shoulder  of  ML  Rogers  and  when  we  regained 
the  col  we  kept  on  to  the  left,  i.e.,  the  north 
side,  cutting  steps  until  we  came  to  the 
"bergschrund."  Being  iate  in  the  season  the 
crevasse  was  spanned  by  only  one  rather  frail 
looking  snowbridge  and  our  heavy  "third  man" 
looked  rather  doubtfully  at  it.     Gottfried,  who 


we  have  above  stated,/  the  ice  fall  of  the 
Sulzer  Glacier  which  overhangs  the  more  east- 
erly couloir  of  the  three  Is  very  much  more 
broken  up  than  the  others  and  our  wisdom 


. 


is  light,  started  across,  and  testing  every  step 
with  his  axe,  was,  soon  cutting  his  way  up  the 
steep  hard  snow  to  the  foot  of  the  rocks. 
When  he  was  safe  the  writer  followed  him, 
more  than  half  expecting  every  moment  to 
go  through  the  light  bridge  into  the  crevasse; 
the  crossing  was,  however,  safely  negotiate^- 
and  Gottfried  going  on,  the  writer  made  him- 
self secure  in  his  steps  and  jamming  his  axe 
into  the  sugw>  belayed  the  rope  around  it.  At 
the  old  familiar  call  VGome  on"  our  heavy 
companion  started  across,  but  his  weight  w£ 
too  much  for, th£  frail  strucjK^Mready  weak- 
ened by  our  Crossing,  and  hflpgjpenly  dropped 
through.  All  we  could  see  was  his  head  and 
arms  as  he  struggled  to  pull  himself  out  of  the 
crevasse:  by  his  axe.  However,  he  could  go 
no  further,  down  because  of  the  rope  and  after 
some*  almost  superhuman  heavings  and  mut- 
tered remarks  about  snow  bridges  and  moun- 
taineering in  general,  he  clambered  "up  into  the 
steps  above  him.  We  then  moved,  all  to- 
gether, up  the  Steep  rocks  of  the  ridge  above 
us,  no  special  difficulty  was  encountered  and 
an  hour  or  SO  of  this  straightforward  rock 
climbing  brought  us  to  the  summit  of  the  first 
of  the  Swiss  Peaks,  i.e.,  the  Fleming  Peak, 
the  elevation. of  which  is  10.370  feet. 

We  made  a  very  short  stay  here  and  were 
soqn  wending  our  way  down  the  easterly  arete 
towards  the  neck  between  the  two  peaks.  The 
rocks  were  more  difficult  here  and  we  had  to 
move  one  at  a  tinte  as  a  rule,  one  "pitch" 
in  particular  taking  some  little  time  to  nego- 
tiate. From  the  neck  to  the  summit  of  the 
bigger  peaks  the  rocks  rise  almost  perpen- 
dicularly, but  by  turning  the  arete  and 
taking  to  the  rock  face  on  the  left  the  diffi- 
culties are  lessened.  We  adopted  this,  route, 
and  some  exhilarating  rock  climbing,  with  the 
Hermit  Glacier  shimmering  far  beiow  us,  led 
us  up  toVards  the  top  of  the  second  of  the 
two  peaks,  10,5 1 5  feet;  the  difficulties' ease 
off  nearer  the  summit  and'  the  rocks  are  more 
broken. 

We  spent  a  considerable  time  here  and 
took  some  photographs  of  Mt.  Rogers,  which 
looked  particularly  well  when  viewed  from  a 
point  about  100  feet  below  the  summit,  from 
which  point  of  vantage  the  peak  appears  as 
if  framed  between  the  two  aretes  we  had  just 
descended  and  ascended. 

From  the  peak  we  were  on  the  view  is  one 
never  to  be  forgotten.  To  the  north  lies  the 
track  of  the  C.  P.  R.  running  down  the  Beaver 
Valley  towards  Six  Mile  Creek,  with  imposing 
mountains  bounding  it  on  all  sides;  to  the  west 
there  is  the  near  view  of  Mt.  Rogers  and  the 
lesser  Swiss  Peaks;  looking  further  round  to- 
wards the  south  Ursus  Major  stands,  with 
Cheops  showing  a  freshly  weathered  rock  face; 
then  further  away  and  in  a  southerly  direction 
the  symmetrical  mass  of  Mt.  Bonney  with  its 
enormous  snowfields  and  glaciers.  Looking 
gradually  to  the  eastward  the  eye  falls  in  turn 
on  the  Dawson  Range  in  the  distance  beyond 
the  lesser  peaks  of  Castor  and  Pollux,  the 
Asulkan  Pass  and  the  huge  expanse  of  the 
lllicillewaet  Neve.  Then  comes  the  magnifi- 
cent tower  of  Mt.  Sir  Donald  supported  by  the 
bodyguard  of  Mt.  Uto,  Eagle  Peak  and  Mt. 
Avalanche,  and  further  east  still  Rogers  Pass 
is  overshadowed  by  the  cliffs  of  Mt.  McDonald. 
The  whole  panorama  making  evident  to  the 
mountaineer  to  how  large  an  extent  British 
Columbia  is  one  of  the  first  beauty  spots  of 
the  world.

Gottfried  was  leading,  the  writer  coming 
last,  and  injhis  order  we  worked  our  way  care- 
fully, down  the  steep  rocks,  generally  moving 
all_  at  a  time.  The  chief  danger  was  that  of 
loose  rocks  and  falling  stones,  the  deep-Sj^K 
in  the  ice  of  the  gully  to  the  $ast  of  us  testify- 
ing to  the  danger  to  be  encountered  from  this 
source.  Once  on  the  steeper  face  of  the<|JHp 
tress  we  had  to  take  the  precaution  of  moving 
one  at  a  time  for  a  considerable  number  of 
the  ''pitches*  '*  One  or  two  corners  gave  us 
really  good  rock  problems  and  there  were 
some  awkward  slabs.  Lower  the  difficulties 
eased  a  little  and  we  moved  quickly  down  to 
the  hard  snow  leading  down  to  the  glacier. 

We  kicked  steps  down  this  slope  for  180 
feet  or  so  and  then  came  to  a  deep  crevasse, 
the  side  we  were  on  being 'considerably  higher 
than  the  lip  of  the  crevasse  below  us.  There 
was  no  snow  bridge  left,  so  we  gave  Gottfried 
plenty  of  slack  rope;  he  jumped  and  arrived 
safely  on  the  snow  belbw.  The  second  man 
and  the  writer  negotiated  the  difficulty  in  the 
same  way,  the  last  man  being  neatly  fielded 
by  the  two  already  below.  The  glacier  was 
very  little  crevassed  and  we  made  our  way 
quickly  down.  The  weather  now  began  to 
look  very  much  worse,  black  clouds  rolling 
up  in  the  southwest,  so  we  pushed  on  as 
rapidly   as   possible. 

The  Sulzer  Glacier  has  three  "snouts'1  and 
these  terminate  in  the  couloirs  of  three  steep 
gullies.  The  middle  snout  and,  the  easterly 
one  are  more  broken  up  with  "seracs"  than 
the  westerly  one,  and  these  tottering  towers 
of  ice  threatened  to  make  a  clean  sweep  of 
the  gullies.  The  westerly  forefoot  of  the 
glacier  was  not  so  broken  and  Gottfried  said 
we  would  adopt  this  route  and  so  avoid  the 
danger  of  falling  ice;  we  threaded  our  way 
among  the  crevasses  and  then  cut  steps  down 
the  steep  ice  forefoot  and  took  to  the  right 
wall  of  the  gully.  .  We  descended  this  for 
about  50  feet  and  then  crossed  and  climbed 
down  from  ledge  to  ledge  on  the  left  hand  wall. 

The  threatening  clouds  now  broke  and 
heavy  hail  and  sleet  fell  accompanied  by  the 
rattle  and  roll' of  thunder.  We  kept  well  out 
on  the  left  wall  of  the  gully,  all  moving  to- 
gether quickly,  when  we  got  down  to  within 
1 5o  feet  of  the  foot  of  the  couloir  we  had  to 
swing  around  more  to  the  right  towards  the 
bed  of  the  gully,  the  right  wall  becoming  un- 
climbable.  Further  in  towards  the  bed  of  the 
gully  the  wall  was  again  broken  up  by  ledges 
and  descending  quickly  from  ledge  to  ledge,  all 
moving  together,  we  made  our  way  through 
the  mist  and  sleet  down  to  the  scree-shoot  at 
the  foot  of  the  gully. 

Here  we  unroped,  and  as  soon  as  Gott- 
fried had  coiled  and  put  away  the  rope  in  his 
rucksac,  we  picked  up  our  axes  and  ran  doxu 
the  rock-slide  to  a  moraine  on  the  east  t~£& 
of  the  Rogers  Glacier.  The  moraine  was  a 
lateral  one  and  its  direction  was  the  one  we 
had  to  take  to  reach  the  hut.  We  made  our 
way  quickly  along  the  top  of  it,  with  a  good 
view  of  the  three  couloirs  away  to  our  left. 
The  thunderstorm  waxed  more  furious  now 
and  we  had  a  very  convincing  object  lesson  of 
the  value  of  Gottfried's  caution  and  skill    As 
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couloir  was  presently  proved — 

by   a  fall   of   ice '  from    this  portion    of   the 
glacier  down  the  couloir.    The  avalanche  was 
most  probably  the  direct  result  of  the  vlbra-     - 
tion  in  the  air  made  by  the  heavy  thunder- 
Without  waiting  to  meditate  on  the  question- 
of -what  might  have  been  had  we  taken  that 
route  we  rattled  down  the  moraine  as  hard  as 
■y/t  could  go,  intent  on  nothing  but  getting  to 
the  hut,  where  trfere  was  food  and  shelter,  as 
quickly  as  possible.     From  the  foot  of  the 
moraine  we  crossed  quickly  by  the  same  route  \ 
-we  had  used  in  the  morning  below  the  snout 
of  the  glacier,  which  we  reached  about  4  p.m., 
mnd  from  this  point  to  the  hut  was  only  a 
question  of  minutes. 

Once  in  the  hut  Gottfried  soon  had  the 
stove  roa'rmg  and  got  to  work  making  a  meal; 
another  oPGottfried's  good  traits  is  his  ability 
and  speed  in  preparing  a  meal,  and  after  the 
hard  day  his  ham  and  bacon  and  tea  were 
enjoyed  with  that  relish  which  only  hard 
physical  exertion  and  exposure  in  the  open 
can  give.  After  supper  and  the  inevitable - 
ipioke,  we  packed  up  again  and  rapidly  zig- 
zagged down  the  trail  to  Rogers  Pass.  It  was 
still  raining  and  we  hoped  to  have  the  good 
fortune  to  find  a  freight  train  or  a  "pusher" 
engine  going  down  the  three  miles  of  line  to 
Glacier  House. 

However,  we  were  disappointed  and  re- 
signing ourselves  to  hitting  the  ties  tor  an  hour 
we  trudged  off  towards' Glacier.  After  a  quar- 
ter of  a  jnile  or  so  we  heard  the  clank  clank 
of  a  hand-car  behind  us,  and  Gottfried  jumped 
on  to  the  track  and  signalled  to  the  men  on  the 
car  to  stop.  With  somewhat  of  a  surly  air  the 
four  men  who  were  on  the  car  pulled  up  and, 
piling  our  axes  among  their  picks  and  shovels, 
we  clambered  up  and  hung  on  to  the  rather 
crowded  hand-car,  lending  a  hand  with  the 
levers.  When  we  reached  the  mouth  of  the 
snowshed,  a  mile  long,  below  the  slopes  of 
Mt.  Avalanche,  the  car  was  pulled  up  and  we 
listened  intently  for  any  sign  of  a  possible 
approaching  train,  as  there  would  be  very  little 
chance  for  a  hand-car  or  its  occupants  were 
they  caught  in  a  narrow  snowshed  by  a  loco- 
motive. We  could  hear  no  sign,  and  'the  word 
was  given  to  go  on.  We  were,  merely  clinging 
to  the ... car,  probably  no  one  on  the  car  but  the 
two  men  directly  facing  the  levers  had  any 
secure  stand  at  all,  and  with  all  hands  putting 
what  weight  they  could  on  the  levers  and  with 
the  steep  grade  of  the  track  from  Rogers  Pass 
to  Glacier  House  the'  hand-car  seemed  to  fly 
along.  Every  now  and  then  we  flashed  out  of  , 
a  snowshed  into  a  clear  space,  then  the  rain 
pelted  down  into  our  faces  and  beat  through 
our  flannel  shirts,  and  we  were  glad  when 
another  snowshed  gave  us  shelter. 

We  soon  -ernerged  from  the  last  shed  and 
were  speeding  round  the  final  bend  to  the 
station,  and  then  it  was  as  much  as  we  could 
do  to  stop  without  overshooting  our  goal. 

We  tumbled  off  the  car/and  with  a  word 
of  thanks  and  something  a  (little  more  tangible 
to  our  railway  friends  and  a  cheery  "Good- 
night" from  Gottfried,  we  made  post  haste, 
for  a  hot  tub  and  dinner.  We  had  plans  for 
the  ascent  of  Mt.  Uto  for  the  following  day 
but  torrential  rains  with  snow  above  the  timber 
line,  very  effectually  put  an  end  to  all  possi- 
bility of  further  climbing  for  some  time. 

Two  days  later  we  Said  "Goodbye,"  one 
of  us  to  go  east  and  the  other  west,  but  each 
looking  back  with  'much  pleasure  to  the  last 
climb  of  our  holiday.  **■ 

These  are  the  healthy,  wholesome  days  of 
recreation  which  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  is 
enabling  so  many  to  enjoy,  and  this  is  the- 
nature  of  the  awe-inspiring  grandeur  and  en- 
chanting mountain  scenery  which  is  being  made 
easy  of  access  by  the  Government  of  this 
Province  in  building  these  roads  and  in  pre* 
serving  such  beauty  spots  as  Mt.  Robson  Park 
in  the  main  range  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  and 
Strathcona  Park  on  Vancouver  Island.

My  Best  Friend— After  a  long  period  of.  ab- 
sence there  are  distii.ct  signs  of  the  revival  of 
the  Eton  jacket  or  bolero.  The  great  Parisian 
dressmakers  have  apparently  quite  made  up 
their  minds  that  this  shall  rank  amongst  the' 
Spring  modes,  and  are  introducing  it  with  many 
of  their  street  suits.  These  Eton  jackets  are 
cut  in  much  variety  of  style,  occasionally  wan- 
dering far  from  the  garment  we  associate  with 
the  name.  Some  are  longer  in  front  than  be- 
hind, some  exactly  reverse  the  process,  while 
others  again  are  the  same  all  the  way  round. 

In  a  great  many  instances  they  are  finished 
or  bound  round  the  edges  with  some  kind  of 
trimmingirrr-a  rouleau  of  satin,  some  silk  braid, 
or  narrow  cable  cord  are  all  employed,  and 
now  and  again  a  scalloped  edge  is  introduced 
~w4th  excellent  effect.  It  is  better  that  the  bolero 
should  be  treated  in  sojne  decorative  manner, 
and  not  left  severely  plain,  otherwise  it  is  apt 
"  to  look  a  little  too  austere.  The  collar,  as 
always,  is  an  excellent  medium  for  the  decor- 
ative artist,  and  now,  with  so  many  charming 
trimmings  produced,  it  is  not  hard  to  strike  a 
distinctive  note  with  this.  A  suit  of  black 
chamois  cloth  worn  by  a  pretty  woman  at  a 
luncheon  party  the  other  day  would  have  been 
just  an  ordinary  neat  garment,  and  nothing 
more,  but  for  its  white  brocade  collar.  This 
was  cut  rather  deep  at  the  back,  tapering  to  a 
narrow  point  in  front,  but  the  back  was  of  suf- 
ficient dimensions  to  enable  it  to  be  seen  that 
the  whole  pattern  of  the  brocade  was  traced 
out  with  tiny  wooden  beads  in  a  bright 
shade  of  coral  pink.  The  same  fair  lady 
wore  a  blouse  of  black  ninon  mounted  upon  a 
cream  iace  foundation  and  veiling  a  large  bow 
(if  the  pink  in  front,  while  her  hat  Of  finest 
black  Tagel  was  secured  to  her  graceful  head 
by  large  round  coral  pins.

A  badly  served  dinner  needs  no  descrip- 
tion. We: have  all  experienced  it,  perhaps 
more  than  once.  Hot  viands  and  entremets 
cooked  and  served  well  entail  much  fore- 
thought and  preparation.  Only  dishes  requir- 
ing expeditious  cooking  should  be  left  till  the 
last  moment  Even  then,  if  there  must  be 
haste,  there  need  not  be  hurry,  for,  as  a  great 
preacher  once  said,  "hurry  is  a  sin,"  and  no- 
where  Is  it  more  so  than  in  the  kitchen,  where 


many  senous  accidents  may  be  caused  by  it 
"Look  forward"  is  a  very  good  motto  for  the 
kitchen,  for  without  forethought  there  can  be 
neither-  punctuality  nor  success. 

The  menus  for  the  day  should  be  written 
out  early,  or,  better  still,  the  day  before,  and 
the  stores  should  be  Checked  so  that  everything 
required  isat  hand.  Then  a  second  list  should 
be  made,  giving  the  order  in  which  the  various 
things  are  to  be  cooked.  Stock  must  be  in 
readiness,  brown  and  white  roux  made,  if 
many  sauces  are  included  in  the  dinner  menu. 
Frying-fat  must  be  cleati  and  clear  of  all  specks, 
and  .every  saucepan  and  stew-pan  and  all  uten- 
sils be  scrupulously  dean, 
•  The  careful  cook  will  see  that  all  these 
details  are  attended  to  before  the  hour  when 
she  must  give  her  whole  attention  to  the  actual 
making  and  cooking  of  the  dishes.  There  is 
nothing  lost  in  the  trouble  and  time  given  to 
measuring  and  weighin£$g|f|£ients  for  these; 
on  the  contrary,,  much  is  saved  in  the  way  of 
anxiety  for  one  thing,  and  alt  helps  towards 
the  order  and  smoothness  with  which  the 
critical  time  of  dfehjngfup is  carried  through. 

Good  judgmet##^!^  of 

serving  the  right  quantity  for  the  number  of 
ipeople  partaking  of  the  dinner.  Better  to 
serve  two  dishes  than. overload  one  and  make 
it  look  unappetising.  >A  very  common  diffi- 
culty is  the  heating  of  plates  and  dishes  well, 
but  they  must  be  really  hot,  and  not -half  so, 
and  some  plan  should  be  arrived  at  to  make 
them  hot  without  interfering  with  the  cooking 
arrangements. 

Now  for  the  dinner.  Alt  clear  and  gratfy. 
soups  must  be  absolutely  free  from  fat,  served 
in  a  perfectly  clean  and  bright  hot  tureen,  and 
about  a  quarter  of  a  pint  allowed  to  each  per- 
son. Purees  and  bisques  must  not  be  too 
thick,  but  just  the  consistency  of  single  cream. 
When  clear  soup  is  served,  it  generally  has  a 
garnish  put  in  it,  from  which  it  takes  its  name, 
such  as  "clear  soup  a  la  princess,"  the  garnish 
for  this,  being  blanched  and  picked  tarragon 
and  lettuce  (cut  in  julienne  strips),  and  savory 
custard,  colored  red,  yellow,  and  white,  cut 
and  stamped  into  fancy  designs.  Purees  too 
have  garnishes'.  That  of  asparagus  has  points 
of  cooked  asparagus  put  in  it,  and  little: 
poached  quenelles  of  veal  or  chicken.  It  is 
rtot  advisable  to  over-garnish  boiled  fish,  for 
fear  of  the  fish  becoming  cold  while  being 
decorated.  Some  simple  garnish  like  pa?sley, 
sliced  lemon,  o.r  cucumber  is  quite  sufficient, 
the  rind  of  both  the  lemon  and  cucumber 
being  cut  out  in  narrow  strips,  leaving  a  strip 
of  rind  intact,  and  then  the  cucumber  or  lemon 
should  be  sliced,  and  may  be  sprinkled  with  a 
little  chopped  parsley,  powdered  lobster  coral, 
or  coralline  pepper. 

Great  care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  .fried 
fish  feeing  greasy,  for  that  is  ruined  fish.  To 
prepare  it  for  frying,  it  must  be  well  dried, 
rolled  in  flour,  brushed  over  with  whole 
beaten-up  egg,  dipped  in  freshly-made  bread- 
crumbs, these  made  smooth  with  a  knife,  and 
then  not  put  into  a  deep  frying-fat  till  it  has 
been  heated  to  the  point  when  a  slight  blue 
smoke  rises  from  its  surface.  When  the  fish 
has  been  cooked  a  light  brown  color,  i»  should 
be  drained  on  kitchen  paper,  dished  up  on  a 
dish-paper  on  a  hot  dish,  garnished  with  fried 
parsley,  sliced  lemon,  or  a  little  mashed  potato 
put  through  a  forcing-hag  with  a  rose  pipe  in 
it.  With  a  plainly  served  fish  a  sauce  of  some 
kind  is  served  in  a  hot  sauce-boat.  Dressed 
fish  generally  has  its  sauce  poured  over  or 
around  it. 

In  arranging  a"  menu  some  thought  must 
be  given  to  a  color  scheme,  so  that  every 
course  is  not  brown,  or  all  of  the",  white,  and 
if  two  entrees  are  given,  one  should  be  made 
brown,  and  the  other  white.  Neither  need 
both  of  them  be  made  of  meat,  or  both  be  hot. 

When  the  time  arrives  for  the  construction 
of  the  hot  entree  everything  for  it  must  be  at 
hand,  so  that  it  may  be  served  as  hot  as  p.  ri- 
sible, whether  it  be  simple  or  elaborate.  A 
Voider  of  potato  is  generally  used  to  dish  the 
fillets,,  noisettes,    creams,     cutlets,     etc.,     on,

either  a  round  one,  in  which  case  the  centre 
is  filled  with  a  macedoine  of  vegetables,  or  a 
puree,  etc.;  or  a  plain  border  is  placed  straight 
dpwn  the  dish,  with  the  garnish  anaagcd^al- 
the  sides.  •     - 

While^due  attention  is  given  to  the  entree, 
the  roast  and  vegetables  must  not  be  neglectel 
No  joint,  turkey,  or  chicken  will  look  well  or 
taste  good  unless  it  has  been  basted,  basted  and 
basted.  When  cooked,  they  should  be  put  on 
the  right-sized  dish,  not  too  large,  and  certain- 
ly not  too  small,  and  a  little  gravy  be  poured 
round  the  dish,  not  oyer  the  joint.  If  the 
joint  is  beef,  a  garnish  of  scraped  horseradish 
should  be  put  on  it;  if  lamb,  a  little  chopped 
mint.  Roast  chicken  should  have  little  rolls 
of  bacon  about  it,  or  slices  of  cooked  sausage. 

Vegetable  cookery  is  rather  .-a  weak  point 
in  England.  Vegetables  should,  if  green,  have 
their  color  preserved,  be  thoroughly  cooked, 
and  sent  to  the  table  well  drained.  The  same 
rule  applies  to  many  more  kinds:  They  must 
be  nicely  dished  in  hot  vegetable-dishes,  and 
not  overcrowded,  if  sauce  is  poured  over 
some  of  them,  this  should  be  sprinkled  with 
Chopped  parsley,. 

The  sweet  Course  lends  itself  to  artistic- 
serving,  and  it  often  consists  of  i 
and  a  cold  sweet.  "An  endless  variety  can  be 
made  m  prettily  decorated  dishes  with  such 
garoishes  as  pistachio  hut,  •  almonds,  glace 
cherries,  angelica,  colored  sugar,  various  fruits, 
jelly,  and.  whipped  cream; 

Savories  are  sometimes  more  difficult  to 
think  of  than  to  make.  The  individual  ones 
must  not  be  large  and  clumsy*  If  a  round 
crpute  is  used,  it  should  not  be  more  than  two 
and  a  half  inches  in  diameter.  It.  must  be 
nicely  fried,  and  not  greasy.  When  all  are 
finished,  they  should  be  dished  on  a  dish-paper, 
and  if  hot,  served  as  hot  as  possible.  A  forc- 
ing-bag and  pipe  help  in  making  a  savory 
look  well,  either  for  the  mixture  or  decoration. 
Hard-boiled  white  of  egg-  is  a  most  useful 
garnish  cut  or  stamped  out  in  some  fancy  de- 
sign. Chopped  olive  makes  a  pretty  green 
garnish,  gherkin  also.  Then  for  a  red  garnish 
there  are  strips  of  chilli  or  powdered  lobster 
coral,  red  peppers,  and  others  too  numerous 
to  mention.  The  arranging  of  fruit/for  dessert 
should  be  done  lightly  and  daintily,  its  own 
leaves  being  used  as  decoration  if  possible. 
z£L  The  serving  of  a  dinner  is  not  over  till  the 
coffee  is  made,  good  black,  clear  coffee,  served 
piping  hot.  There  are  many  ways  of  arriving 
at  this,  a  simple  one  being  to  put  the  coffee 
in  a  perfectly  clean  stew-pan,  and  mix  with  it 
the  raw  white  of  an  egg  and  two  tablespoon- 
fuls-  of  cold,  water.  Pour  cold  water  on  this, 
bring  it  to  the  boil,  allow  it  to  settle,  then 
strain  it  into  a  jug  which  is  standing  in  a  sauce- 
pan of  boiling  water,  and  from  this  pour  it 
into  the  heated  coffee-pot  or  cups,  allowing  a 
tablespoonful  of  ground  coffee  to  each  person, 
and  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of  water.

It  cannot  Ue  too  often  repeated  that  the 
economist  from  necessity  and  not  from  choice 
cannot  tend  loo  carefully,  the  contents  of  her 
wardrobe.  Systematic  brushing  and  cleansing 
work  wonders,  and  the  wise  donning  of  trie 
house  gown  is  yet  another  point  to  note.  We 
are  accustomed  to  look  to  the  fair  Parisienne  as 
a  model  of  neatness  and  smartness,  and  she  is 
very  emphatic  in  her  division  of  house  and 
street  gowns.  The  last  is  for  its  purpose  and 
no  other.  She  wears  it  when  out  of  doors,  and 
removes  it  as  soon  as  possible  after  returning, 
when  the  house  gown  appears  in  its  stead.  No 
harder  wear  falls  upon  any  of  our  garments 
than  on  the  coat  and  skirt,  which  even  a  tenta" 
tive  attempt  to  save  will  prolong  its  life  in  a 
way  that  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  small 
amount  of  trouble  thereby  involved. 

The  name  footwear  was  mentioned  a  para- 
graph or  two  back,  and  an  enlargement  on  the 
subject  will  not  be  unwelcome  at  this,  season 
of  the  year.  The  very  latest  novelty  is  low-cut 
shoes  of  black  patent  leather,  with  "uppers"  of 
biscuit-colored  suede.  The  principal  feature  is 
their  shape;  with  the  front  of  the  shoe  just  cov- 
ering the  instep,  they  fasten  to  one  side  with  a 
couple  of  buttons  only.  Such  shoewear,  how- 
ever, is  distinctly  trying  and  should  only  be 
patronized  when  the  feet  themselves  defy  criti- 
cism. As  soon  as  the  warm  weather  com- 
mences we  may  be  very  certain  that  the  "out- 
side indoor  shoe"  will  make  its  reappearance  in 
suede,  patent  or  glace  leather.  The  Cuban 
heel  has  been  an  invaluable  invention  as  far  as 
these  are  concerned,  and  has  made  them  very 
comfortable  for  walking.  Very  smart  shoes  of 
this  kind  in  black  patent  leather  have  enor- 
mous round  buckles  of  cut  steel,  far  larger  than 
have  been  worn  in  former  seasons. 

Large  chiffon  rosettes^are  being  sewn  upon 
evening  shoes,  and  the  fashion  is  a  pretty  one. 
Then,  again,  we  may  chronicle  the  introduction 
of  evening  shoes  of  brocade,  sometimes  made 
with  kid  heels,  sometimes  with  heels  of  the  ma- 
terial itself.  A  pair  of  gold  brocade  shoes  are 
quite  an  invaluable  possession,  since  they  har- 
monize with  the  large  majority  of  -evening 
dresses  and  do  not  tie  definitely  to  one  parti- 
cular color.  Those  who  can  afford  them  are  or- 
dering indoor  slippers,  boots  and  shoes  of  croco- 
dile skin,  and  lizard's  skin  is  being  used  in  the 
ame  capacity.

It  is  a  plain  uncontradictable  fact  that  one 
of  the  little  secrets  of  the  well-dressed  woman 
is  that  her  complexion  is  largely  dependent 
upon  her  frock. 

An  unlucky  choice  of  color  will  totally 
spoil  the  appearance  of  a  skin  which,  in  other 
circumstances,  might  appear  the  softest  of  milk 
and  roses  or  the  most  delicate  gipsy-brown. 

Hard  and  fast  rules  cannot  be  laid  down 
with  the  ever-changing  variety  of  fashionable 
tints  and  shades  which  bewilder  the  eye — but 
some  elementary  principles  are  easy  to  keep, 
and  in  an  excellent  book,  by  a  Mr.  G.  \. 
Audsley,  which  I  was  reading  the  other  day 
on  this  subject,  t lie  following  hints  appear: 

"The  true  type  of  the  fair  woman  has," 
he  writes,  "a  pale  skin,  closely  resembling  in 
its  purity  the  petal  of  a  white  ^rose,  locally 
tinted  with  an  agreeable  and  delicate  pink;

"It  may  have  a  small  proportion  of  rose- 
color  for  the  trimmings,  associated  with  white;

"Too  much  white,  however,  with  green, 
produces  a  cojd  and  poor  effect.  Blue  is  highly 
favorable  to  the  blond  woman,  as  it  imparts 
that-  delicate  tint  of  orange  which  combines 
with  the  natural  white  and  rose  of  the  com- 
plexion. The  blue  must  be  light  and  not  too 
positive.      /*'\  '■■'"•    ' 

"As  blue  is  the. perfect  contrast  of  orange, 
it  harmonises  well  with  golden  hair;  while  by 
simultaneous  contrast,  it  enriches  all  varieties 
of  flaxen  hair.  By  positive  reflection  it  adds 
richness  to  blue  eyes. 

"Dark  blue,  while  by  no  means  objection- 
able, is  not  so  suitable  for  the  true  type  of  the 
fair  blonde,,  on  account,  chief ly,vof  its  bleach- 
ing effect  upon  the  complexion  by  extreme 
contrast. 

"Blue    of   an    ultramarine    character — in- 
towards    the    purple    shade — should 
never  be  worn  by  fair  women.  ' 

"The  colors  to  be  avoided  are  red,  orange, 
jrellow,   purple  and  brown,   in  practically  all 
their  hues  and  tones.        . 

"As  a  rule  the  ruddy  blonde' may ^use  freer 
selection  of  colors  and  hues  than  her  fairer 
sister;  her  complexion  not  being  of  so  delicate 
a  character  is  not  so  sensitive. 

,,•  "From  the  fact  that  the  hair  peculiar  to 
the  true  type  is  the  medium  between  orange 
and  black,  and  that  the  tints  of  the  skin  are 
high  and  locally  positive,  moderately  dark 
colors  in  dress  are  to  be  recommended. 

"As  in  the  case  of  the  fair  blonde,  greei 
is  one  of  the  colors  favorable  to  the  ruddv 
blonde,  but,  in  this  case,  delicate  green  is  not 
so  favorable  as  dark  green. 

"Perhaps  of  all  colors  the  most  difficult 
to  introduce  in  ordinary  dress  is  violet,  its 
effect  upon  the  complexion  being  always  more 
or  less  unsatisfactory. 

"It  has,  in  close  proximity  to  the  skin,  "the 
tendency  to  cause  it  to  look  yellow  and  sallow. 
No  one  of  the  blonde  type  can  wear  that 
color  without  looking  sickly  and  less  pleasing. 

"It  must  be  acknowledged  by  all  colorists 
that  of  all  types  the  pale  brunette  is  the  most 
difficult  to  dress  effectively. 

"White,  ..which  is  usually  considered  a  safe 
color  for  all  types,  must  be  used  with  great 
caution  by  the  pale  brunette;  it  accentuates 
any  sallowness  there  may  be  in  her  complexion 
While  it  adds  to  the  appearance  of  any  imper- 
fection of  the  skin. 

"A  full  cream-white  can,  however,  be  used 
with  a  fair  amount  0/  safety,  and  this  hue 
should  always  be  selected  for  ruching  or  lace 
to  be  worn  close  to  the  skin.    . 

"Cream-white  when  associated  with  other 
suitable  colors  is  not  objectionable. 

"Black  is  also  a  trying  color  for  this  type, 
notwithstanding  its  analogy  with  the  hair  and 
eyes,"  and  its  general  tendency  to  refine  the 
hue  of  the  skin. 

"Glossy  black  should  be  avoided,  while 
black  velvet  trimmed  with  cream  color — pre- 
ferably in  lace — can  be  safety  adopted. 

"Blue  approaching  anything  like  a  vivid 
or  pronounced  hue  must  be  studiously  avoided 
on  account  of  its  unavoidable  tendency  to  im- 
part an  orange  hue  and  increase  the  sallow 
appearance  of  a  pale  skin. 

"If  blue  is  desired  let  it  be  dark,  and 
broken  in  hue,  and  let  it  be  treated  as  recom- 
mended for  black.  A  pale  brunette  will  wisely 
avoid  the  lighter  tones  of  blue." 

So  you  see,  there  is  quite  a  lot  to  he  con- 
sidered in  choosing  a  color  that  will  become 
one!

The. Niagara,  a  splendid  new  boat  built  for.  the 
freight  and  passenger  trade  between  Canada,  Aus- 
tralia and  the  ports  between,  came  into  Victoria 
early  Wednesday  morning  and  was  welcomed  by  the 
Maybr  and  the  citizens.  She  had  over  sixTiundred 
passengers  on  board,  and  the  captain  and  officers,  as 
well  as  many  of  the  passengers,  were  taken  around 
the  city  In  motor  cars.  This  is  the  first  of  many  big 
ships  which  will  come  to  Victoria  within  a  few 
years.     The  trade  with   Australia  and   New  Zealand 


will  grow  fist  in  the  years  to  come,  and  this -city 
and  province  will  be  great  gainers. 


The  Senate  of  Canada  has  refused  to  pass  the 
Naval  BIB  granting  *3  5,000,000  to  build  three  ships 
for  .the  British  navy.  Senator  Sir  George  Ross  moved 
an  amendment  to  the  second  reading  of  the  bill  In  the. 
Upper  House,  -which  contained  these  words:  "This 
/House  is  not  Justified  in  giving  its  assent  to  this  bill 
untti  it  is  submitted  to  the  judgment  of  the  coun-. 
try."  This  was  passed,  and  the  result  will  be  that 
this  bill,  which  passed  the  House  of  Commons  by  a 
good  majority,  will  not  become  law.  There  will 
probably  be  an  election  very  soon  on  what  is,  per- 
haps, the  most  important  question  Canadians  were 
ever  called  upon  to  decide. 


The  celebration  of  Empire  Day  and  of  Victoria 
Day  went  off  splendidly.  Everybody  who  went  out 
had  a  good  time,  and  nearly  all  Victorians  who  were 
not  ill  took  some  part  in  the  celebration.  Of  the

Among  these  are  the 
drydocks  in  Victoria,  St.  John  and  Quebec,  and 'a  num- 
ber of  elevators,  one  of  which  is  tb  be  built  on  the 
Pacific  Coast. 


The  mayors  of  Calgary,  Winnipeg,  Toronto,  Mont- 
real and  St.  John,  in  Canada,  and  of  Seattle,  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Tacoma.  in  the  United  States,  sent  messages 
of  congratulation  through  the  Colonist  to  the  city 
if  Victo.-i.',  on  the  fact  that  the  Ottawa  Government 
will  build  a  bir;  drydock  at  Esquimalt."  It  is  a  great 
thing  to  feel  that  our  city  is  a  member  of  a  big  and 
united  family,  all  working  together  for  the  good  of 
rach.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  cities  named  will  profit 
by  the  establishment  of  a  drydock  here,  where  ships 
oi  the  largest  size  can  be  repaired.

Most  of  these  have 
been  owned  byNcompanles.  Canada  herself  is  now 
quite  a  large  ship  owner  and  will  have  still  more 
When  she  has  a  navy  of  her  own.  The  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries;  Hon.  J.'D.  Hazen,  said  a  few 
days  ago  that  when  British  firms  got  contracts  for 
Canadian  ships,  it  would  be  only  fair  to  ask  them 
to  establish  ship  building  yams.  In  Canada.  Sixty 
years  ago,  when  iron  ships  had  not  been  invented, 
and  when  there  were  few  steamers,  sailing  ships  for 
all  parts  of  the  World  were  built  in  the  harbors  along 
the  Atlantic  coast  of  Canada.  Both  on  the  coasts  of 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  there  are  large  deposits  of 
iron, ore  and  of  coal.  When  these  are  developed,

the  Government  of  Canada  owns  a  number  of 
surveying  steamers  and  Winter  boats.  The  most 
important  of  these  are  engaged  in  the  Straits  of 
Northumberland,  in  the  St.  Lawrence  River,  and  in 
Hudson  Bay.  In  the  first  the  Minto  and  the  Stanley 
try  to  keep  an  open  passage  between  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  Nova  Scotia  as  long  as  possible  after  Win- 
ter has  set  in;  in  the  second  the  heavy  ice-breakers 
clear  a  passage  late  in  the  Fall  and  early  in  the 
Spring  for  freight  and  passenger  steamers.  In  Hud- 
son Bay  it  I*  nwesairy  to  be  ready  to  make  a  way 
through  floating  Ice  often  till  the  Summer  months 
have  come.  Such  boats  require  powerful  machinery 
and  to  be  strongly  built.  The  Government  has  voted 
$1,000,000  towards  the  Winter  boat  service.  While, 
with  the  exception  of  Atlin,  British  Columbia  ports 
are  never  closed,  we  are  quite  willing  to  pay  our  part 
of  such  a  necessary  grant. 


\  Francisco  de  la  Barra,  the  Mexican  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  under  the  Government  of  President 
Huerta,  has  sent  a  letter  to  the  New  York  Herald,  one 
of  the  chief  newspapers  in  the  United  States,  in  which 
he  tells  the  world  that  the  greater  part  of  the  Mexi- 
can people  are  quietly  going  on  with  their  work  and 
that  the  disturbances  of  which  so  much  is  said  are  do- 
ing less  harm  than  is  thought.  Business,  De  la  Barra 
tells  us,  has  gone  steadily  on,  the  mines  are  at  work 
and  fruit  and  grain  are  raised  in  most  parts  of  the 
country.  The  Government  has  begun  port  improve- 
ments and  will  reform  the  system  of  agriculture. 
Meanwhile,  dispatches  tell  us  that  the  President  is 
anxious  to  take  his  old  place  at  the  head  of  the  army 
"and  that  the  rebels  are,  growing  stronger.  The  rulers 
of  Mexico  are  finding  the  task  which  was  too  hard 
for  Madero  a  very  difficult  one,  even  if  the  rebellion 
is   not  nearly  so  serious   as  outsiders   think. 


Princess  Lulse  of  Germany  and  Prince  Ernest  of 
Cumberland  were  married  in  Berlin  on  the  24th  of 
May.  The  Kaiser,  the  father  of  the  bride,  said  in  his 
speech  that  the  wedding  was  (what  every  wedding 
should  be)  a  love  match.  As  Emperor  of  Germany 
he  bestowed  upon  the  Prince  the  Dukedom  of  Bruns- 
wick, and  hoped  It  would  be  ruled  by  the  young  cou- 
ple for  the  good  of  the  people.  Germany  is  made 
up  of  a  number  of  self-governing  states,  something 
like  the  Canadian  confederation.  Instead  of  lieuten- 
ant-governors, some  of  those  states  have  kings  and 
others  dukes,  and  many  of  these  have  been  rulers 
for  many  years.  The  State  of  BfttSSWlck  can  tr.ire 
back  its  dukes  for  more  than  seven  centuries.  It  Is 
about  eleven  times  smaller  than  Vancouver  Island  and 
contains  nearly  half  a  million  people.  In  1 8S4  the 
last  heir  to  the  dukedom  died,  and  it  has  since  been 
ruled  under  a  regent.  So  Duke  Ernest  will  not  inter- 
fere   with    the    rights   of   any   ou#.      He    and   his  young

There  are  many  people  both  In  the  United  States 
and  Canada  who  say  things  about  public  men  that  are 
unkind  as  well  as  untrue.  It  is  quite  right  to  find 
fault  with  the  public  acts  of  a  public  man.  But  what 
he  does  in  his  own  home  or  when  with  his  friends 
Is  not  fair  ground  for  criticism.  .  A'  newspaper  in 
Michigan  called  the  "Iron  Ore"  charged  Colonel 
Roosevelt  with  drunkenness.  Mr.  Roosevelt  has  taken 
the  editor  up  for  slander,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  he  will 
win  his  case.  For  many  years  Mr.  Roosevelt  has 
been  in  positions  where,  if  he  had  drunk  to  excess,  a 
great  many  people  would  have  known  it.  It  ought 
not  to  be  possible  for  any  writer  to  take  away  a  man's 
good  name  in  order  to  gain  a  political  advantage,

so.  Since  Mr.  Roosevelt  would  live  in  the  first  home 
in  the  land,  it  may  have  been  right  to  blame  him  if 
he  drank  too  much,  but  it  was  a  crime  to  say  so  if 
it  was  not  true.  If  a  man  thinks  it  is  right  to  drink 
wine  or  beer  and  still  keeps  sober, ,  his  neighbor  has 
no  right  to  find  fault.  " 


An  old  story  Is  brought  to  the  memory  of  grey- 
haired  men  and  women  hy  the  death  of  Captain 
George  Anthony,  who  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-six 
at  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts,* centre  of  the  whaling 
industry  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  About  forty  years  ago 
thousands  of  Irishmen,  at  home  and  in  the  United 
States,  determined  to  force  Great  Britain  to  grant 
them  their  independence.  Among  their  rash  plans 
was  the  invasion  of  Canada,  the  blowing  up  of  pub- 
lic buildings,  the  murder  of  public  men,  and  many 
lesser  crimes.  Of  course,  the  rebels  were  beaten 
and  the  plotters  arrested.  Some  were  put  in  prison 
and  others  sent  to  penal  colonies,  and  a  few  were 
executed.  Many  people  were  sorry  for  the  prisoners, 
who  really  imagined  there  was  no  other  way  except 
violence  to  free  their  country  from  real  grievances, 
and  who  were  in  other  ways  good  friends  and  neigh- 
bors. Among  these  sympathizers  was  Captain  George 
Anthony,  who,  in  the  whaler  Catalpa,  went  to  Free- 
mantle,  Australia,  where  some  of  the  prisoners  had 
been  sent,  and  rescued  six  of  them.  Many  reforms 
have  made  the  Irish  a  contented  people,  and  the  Home 
Rule  they  tried  to  wrest  from  Great  Britain  will  come 

peacefully.  Australia  is  no  longer  a  place  to  which 
criminals  of  any  kind  can  be  sent,  but  a  country  filled 
with  loyal,  independent  Britishers.  Even  in  the  life- 
time of  this  daring  captain  changes  have  been  brought 
about  which  are  making  the  whole  world  better  and 
happier.

,,  Onward  from  this  evening  the  lad  from  London  had 
a  somewhat  easier  life  amongst  the. pit  boys,  helped

acterize a  Zeppelin  airship. 

The  sensation  is  a  combination  of  the  dis- 
tinct impressions;  the  bigness,  complexity  and 
self-sufficiency  of  this  new  world  of  yours,  its 
complete  detachment,   and  finally,  its  mighty

Balloons,  aeroplanes,  smaller  airships, 
cannot  impress  one  so  strongly.  Their  cramped 
quart!*!  ^moderate  dimensions  do  not  sug* 
$*t-|ae!l!i  'Vorld  in  itself."  Their  progress 
is  not  so  certah.  They  have  ttte  jarring  and 
jerking  characteristic  of  earthly  locomotion. 
But  in  a  Zeppelin  one  feels  as  if  one  were  on 
another  planet,  circling  through  space  on  its 
prescribed  course,  One  loses  the  sense  of 
speed,  and  at  times  might  think  himself  still 
hovering  in  mid-air,  were  it  not  that  the  picture 
below  keeps  on  changing  as  frequently  and  as 
softly  as  the  floating  fancies  of  a  dream. 

Jrt  the  cabin  there  is  complete  absence  of 
vibration  and  noise;  for  the  hum  of  propellers 


and  motors  is  as  subdued  as  the,  rustling  of 
trees  and  the  softest  speaking  voice  is  distinctly 
audible.  The  motion  would  suggest  the  drift- 
tajr  cfr  a  spherical  balloon  were  it  not  thai  the 
mind  is  very  quickly  impressed  by  the  fact  that 
it  is  not  as  aimless.  Only  when  something  in 
this  floating  panorama  below  tries  to  remain  do 
I  you  realize,  with  a  start,  the  amount  of  "brute 
force"  (nearly  5oo  horse-power)  that  keeps 
your  dream  going* 

If  you  see  the  locomotive  of  an  express 
train  with  the  piston  rods  vibrating  to  and  fro, 
gradually  falling  behind  with  its  tail  of  waving 
handkerchiefs  on  a  track  that  runs  paratlel  to 
your  course,  you  feel  a  sudden  respect  for  the 
driving  power"  of  the  great  propellers  fore  and 
aft.  .  ^ 

Later  a  flight  of  pigeons Spears  at  a  lower 
level,  also  going  in  the  same  direction.  They 
hold  their  own  only  for  a  while— until  they 
turn  from  our  course.  In  the  cabin  the  air  is 
not  at  rest.  A  fitful  little  breeze,  just  enough 
to  remind  you  that  you  are  flying,  comes  in 
occasional  puffs  through  the  windows,  but  even 
outside  the^alr  is  sucked  along  byx  the  huge 
hull,  and  does  not  blow  against  the  extended 
hand  with  a  force  corresponding  to  the  ship's" 
velocity:  But  a  hurricane  sweeps  into  the  ex- 
posed front  car.  The  pilot  of  an  aeroplane 
meeting,  the  "Viktoria  Luise"  would  behold 
the  unusual  sight  of  a  man  at  the  helm  in  the 
uniform  of  a  naval  sailor  wearing  automobile 
goggles.  Recently  a  transparent  windshield 
has  been  fitted  jo  the  "bridge."  The  crew  of 
the  big  passenger  Zeppelins  last  summer  was 
partly  Composed  of  naval  sailors  and  officers 
being  trained  to  man  the  huge  new  airship  of 
the  navy.  The  peculiar,  character  of  the  cabm, 
which  on  earth  drew  from  almost  every  visitor 
to  the  shed  the  simple  exclamation,  "A  dining 
car,"  appears  only  after  the  airship  has 
ascended.  After ,  landing  it  seems  to  shrink 
again  into  insignificance;  but  a  thousand  feet 
up  in  the  air  it  feels  as  roomy  and  as  gorgeous 
as  a  palace. 

The  passengers  are  housed  as  in  an  apart- 
ment. The  aluminium  gangway  is  folded 
against  the  wall,  opposite  the  door  through 
which  you  pass  in  entering  the  ship.  In  front 
you  see  the  steward's  little  pantry,  with  a  door 
opening  into  the  long  passageway  to  the  front 
car  and  to  the  machinery  and  steering  devices. 

Looking  up  upon  entering,  you  "see  hea- 
ven" through  an  "endless"  tube,  made  of 
canvas  and  aluminium  rings.  Closer  inspec- 
tion reveals  a  double  flight  of  ladder  steps  fitted 
against  the  tube's  wall.  A  short  aluminium 
ladder  is  also  strapped  to  the  side  of  the  pas- 
sageway that  can  be  locked  to  the  lower  end  of 
the  tube  to  complete  access  to  the  observation 
platform  (practically  a  small  deck)  on  top 
of  the  hull. 

At  the  rear  end  of  the  cabin  you  pass 
again  through  a  door  to  a  floor  of  ribbed  alu- 
minium plates.  Its  right  corner  serve's  as  a 
wash  room,  its  left  corner  is  partitioned  off  for 
the  wireless  tejegraph.  In  the  centre  another 
door  opens  into  the  rear  passageway — an  end- 
less vista,  reaching  beyond  the  rear  car  to  the 
hindmost  point  of  the  hull,  where  a  man  may 
climb  through  one  of  the  round,  canvas- 
covered  portholes,  and  out  over  the  frames 
of  (he  rudders  and  Stabilizing  planes  to  make 
repairs,  a  thousand  feet  above  the  ground.  \n 
engineer  is  always  sent  to  this  porthole  shortly 
after  the  ship  has  got  under  way  to  inspect 
the  working  o\  the  rudders.  A  narrow  path  of 
ribbed  aluminium,  c^cr+cd~on  low  steps,  fojm. 
the  floor  oi   the  .passageways. 

In  l he  shed  the  cabin  looks  a  poor  protec- 
tion against  the  weather;  ot  the  six  large  won- 
dows  on  each  side,  the  three  in  the  rear  are 
gaping  holes.  Those  in  front  have  such  neat 
and  practical  panes  of  "ccllon,"  thai  if  neces- 
sary the  rear  ones  could  be  at  any  time  equally 
protected.  But  when  the  airship  ran  into  a 
drenching  rain  there  was  not  a  trace  of  damp- 
ness or  discomfort  in  the  cabin.  looking 
through  the  panelcss  windows,  one  might  see 
whole  sheets  of  water  blown  to  the  rear,  but 
the  wide  overhang  Of  the  hull  above,  and  the 
speed  <<f  the.  ship,  never  permitted  a  side  gu  I 


to  blow  any  rain  toward  the  windows.  To 
notions  acquired  in  houses  or  in  railroad  cars 
or  ships,  the  airship's  cabin  seemed  protected 
by  magic.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  walk  through 
its  length  and  to  think  that  it  was  virtually 
"walking  on  air." 

There  is  so  much  room  that  the  uphols- 
tered willow  chairs  seem  hidden  on  the  sides, 
and  never  in  the  way  of  people  passing  each 
other.  It  was  thrilling  to  hear  a  footstep  far 
back  in  the  "hold,"  hear  a  door,  open,  and 
then  see  an  engineer  from  the  rear  car,  in  damp 
■ ■•  oiidorn,  emerge  ^hTc^h  ihoiHer  door  jSxkT 
continue  on  his  way  to  the  front  car  to  report 
attne'ltfdge,'' 

There  was  a  coming  and  going  of  sailors 
(aerial  apprentices),  who  complained  hbw 
nerve-racking  the  ''dreadful  responsibility" 
made  even  their  short  shifts  at  the  "wheels" 
(in  an  airship- there  is  more  than  one  helm). 
The  strangest  sensation,  after  all,  was  the 
"cruise  in  cloudland."  It  was  a  stormy  morn- 
ing; on  the  way  to  the  air  harbor,  heavy 
showers  poured  against  the  windows  of  the 
street  car.  The  clouds  were  hanging  low,  torn 
into  fantastic  and  beautiful  shapes  of  all  shades 
between  black  and  white.  After  ascending, 
the  airship  was  directly  among  them;  several

times  it  ran  into  them,  and  all  became  gray 
outside  and  a  peculiar  odor  was  noticeable. 
When  we  emerged  it  was  uncanny  to  see  the 
dark  masses  float  by  at  thr  tevet  of ^e~snhr. 
But  the  cabin  felt  so  homelike  that  any  feeling 
of  fear  or  dizziness  was  out  of  the  question. 
Wonderfully  reassuring  was  the  fact  that  one 
had  a  "roof  over  one's  head,"  even  a  beautiful 
mahogany  ceiling.    .  ■ 

..  The  sunlit  landscape,  seen  from  not  too 
great  an  altitude,  and  from  a  swiftly-moving 
observatory,  was  an  experience  so  novel  that 


no  comparison  will  give  a  true  idea  of  it.  It 
is  different  from  the  view  from  a  mountain, 
because  most  objects  are  so  much  nearer,  while* 
from  a  tower  or  a  skyscraper  the  lower  altitude 
makes  the  field  of  sight  comparatively  limited. 
But  the  determined  swift  movement  of  an 
airship  gives  the  vista  the  same  depth  as  from 
a  high  mountain,  yet  things  appear  so  much 
more  distinct.  The  result  of  this  and  of  the 
entire  lack  of  such  experience  is  a  truly  be- 
wildering richness  of  vision,  quite  beyond  the 
mind's  power  to  grasp.  The  most  familiar 
scenery  appears  disguised  to  beyond  recog- 
nition Well-known  buildings  are  the  most 
useful  clues  to  identification;  then  rivers, 
ditches,  ponds  and  roads.  Forests,  trees,  hills, 
the  outlines  of  towns,  help  but  little.  In  an 
airship  one  realizes  for  the  first  time  how  little, 
we  see  in  everyday  life.  Everything  is  piti- 
*$jSS5ijriaid  bare;  secrets  .seem  stripped  stark 
naked.    We  fly  over  a  village;  it  is  still  misty,  ' 

and:  we  WPI ^p$*ly.  Yet  durin£  these  few 
seconds  we  can  make  an  excellent  guess  at 
the  fortunes  of  each  inhabitant.  We  take  in 
all  the  tell-tale  marks  about  a  stable,  and  learn 
the  number  and  condition  of  the  stock  inside. 
There  is  no  hiding  In  a  forest,  the  ground  Is 
distinctly  visible  between  the  trees  and  through 
the  branches.  If  the  air  is  clear  enough  to  use 
a  strong  field-glass,  the  same  applies  to  war 
times  and  high  levels  of  flight,  the  one  neces- 
sary condition  being  that  the  line  of  sight  ap- 
proaches the;  vertical. 

The  airship's  freedom  from  any  fixed  line1 
of  travel,  except  among  high  mountains,  has  a 


very  unusual  effect.  The  country  through 
which  this  trip  extended  was  quite  familiar  to 
the  visitor,  yet  the  airship  took  him  Jor_  the

Frankfurt,  which  were  touched  on  the  "air- 
line" as  a  matter  of  course,  and  just  as  easily  as 
the  other  ones  where  he  had  h.een.  Even  with 
present  high  fares,  airship  travel  pays  well  for 
the  foreign  tourist  who  wants  to  get  acquainted 
with  a  country.  He  sees  as  much  of  it  in  hours 
as  otherwise  he  could  get  in  weeks— Carl 
Dlenstbach  in  Scientific  American. 


HE  New  Yoik  Association  for  the 
Blind,  in  the  completion  and 
Opening  of  its  new  building,  111 
East  Fifty-Ninth  Street,  has  pro- 
duced the  most  perfect  plant  for 
the  manual,  educational  and  social  training  of 
the  blind  in  America,  or  probably  in  the  world. 
The  structure  is  fittingly  termed  the  ''Light 
House,"  being  dedicated  for  the  exclusive  bene- 
fit and  welfare  of  those  who  live  in  eternal 
night.  In  fact,  the  opportunities  here  offered 
to  enable  those  who  are  without  sight  to  con- 
Ipr  darkness  by  learning  practical  handicrafts, 
thereby  making  themj.*i£supporting  as  wag* 
earners,  mark  a  new  era  for  the  emancipation 
at  the  blind,  industrially  and  intellectually.  As 
complete  isolation  from  the-  world  is  now 
recognized  as  one  of  the  chief  terrors  of  blind- 
ness, and  blindness  without  opportunity  is  the 
worst  kind  of  slavery,  one  of  the  principal  ob- 
jects the  new  structure  is  designed  to  serve,  is 
to  give  the  independent  blind  men  and  women 
an  opportunity  to  be  self-helpful,  and  again 
to  take  their  places  in  the  work  and  play  of 
the  sighted  world.  To  teach  the  blind,  there- 
fore, actuaraccomplishments  in  various  fields 
of  usefulness  is  the  main  purpose  of  the  in- 
stitution.— The  "Light  House"  is  a  five-storey, 


modern  fireproof  building  of  brick  with  stone 
frontage.  It  represents  the  last  word  in  interior 
construction  and  equipment  for  the  develop" 
mehtof  the'pysicarweTraredTthe  bftwT.~"One 
of  the  distinctive  building  features  is  a  com- 
bination fire  escape  with  wide  stairways  and 
guide-railings,  provided  also  with  open  air  plat- 
forms, affording  roomy  space  for  tables,  chairs, 
etc  Each  floor  leads  out  into  one  of  these 
open  galleries,  so  that  at  will  any  activities 
can  be  carried  on  in  the  fresh  air  during  the 
summer  months.    The.  architect,  was  Mr.  Wm. 
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HE  great  penal  settlement  of  Sing 
Sing,  the  largest  prison  in  the 
world,  lies  on  the  banks  of  the 
Hudson  River  about  thirty  miles 
from  New  York.  It  is  builMn  the 
shape  of  a  semi-circle  with  all  the  cells— there 
are  a  thousand  of  them-~lboking  from  the 
front.  At  one  end  or  horn  of  the  semi-circle 
is  the  prison  clerk's  office,  at  the  other  the 
condemned  cells,  a  fact  that  1  was  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  day  of  my  arrival  in  a  rather 
sinister 'manner.  1  came  with  fourteen  other 
prisoners  from  New  York,  and  among  the  party 
were  two  Italians,  a  man  and  his  wife,  and 
a  Yankee.  On  arriving  at  the  prison 
f*4m  were  ail  marched  straight  across  the  paved 
yard  to  the  clerk's  office,  where  the  name, 
nature  of  offence;  fjeriod-  otV  sentence,  and 
other  particulars  about  each  prisoner  were 
taken  down  by  the  clerk,  being  called  out  to 
Mm  by  the  police  officer  in  charge  of  the 
party.  But  when  it  came  to  the  turn  of  the 
two  Italians  and  the  Yankee,  the  officer  handed 
the  clerk*  three  official-looking  blue  documents. 
The  latter  glanced  quickly  at  each,  initialled 
them,  gave  one  quick  look  at  the  three  pris- 
oners, and  handed  the  document  back  to  the 
officer.  Then  the  three,  guarded  by  half  a 
dozen  warders,  were  walked  quickly  off  to 
the  cells  on  the  right  of  the  semi-circle.  "Con- 
demned," whispered  the  prisoner  standing 
next  to  me.  There  was  a  moment's  pause  in 
the  proceedings  and  the  eyes  of  all  followed 
the  retreating  party;  then- the  voice  of  the 
officer  was  heard  clear  and  sharp  calling  out 
the  name  of  the  next  prisoner,  who  stepped 
out  of  the  squad  up  to  the  clerk-'s  table.  The 
three  condemned  prisoners  met  their  doom  in 
the  fatal  chair  a  couple  of  months  later. 

The  proceedings  at  the  prison  clerk's  office 
occupied  about  one  hour,  and  we  were  then 
marched  off  to  the  cells  allotted  to  us.  Mine 
was  almost  in  the  centre  of  the  circle,  it  was 
seven  feet  by  six,  the  regulation  size  of  all  the 
cells  in  the  prison.  It  contained  a  truckle  bed, 
a  couple  of  blankets,  a  metal  lasin,  a  candle- 
stick, and  a  plain  wooden  shelf  let  into  the 
stone  wall.  It  was  lighted  by  a  window  a  foot 
square  across  which  ran  three  heavy  iron  bars 
on  the.- outside.  The  worst  thing  about  the 
cells  was  their  ventilation.  There  was  always 
a  foul  smell  in  the  Sing  Sing  cells,  but  they 
were  not  apparently  unhealthy,  for  the  prison 
records  show  as  clean  a  bill  of  health  as  is  to 
be  found  in  any  prison  in  the  world.  I  need 
not  go  into  ihe  details  of  my  ever\  day  life  at 
Sing  Sing,  if  was  much  the  same  as  (hat  of 
any  convict  in  an  English  prison  which  has 
been  described  over  and  over  again.  Hut  in 
no  prison  in  the  world  will  you  find  so  large 
a  number  of  criminals  who  do  not  belong  to 
the  regular  criminal  class  45  ai  Sing  Sing. 
There  were  nearly  nine  hundred  convicts  in 
the  prison  when  I  was  there,  and  out  of  the 
lot  there  were  certainly  three  hundred  who, 
before  they  came  within  the  meshes  of  (he  law, 
had  occupied  good  positions  in  life.  All  the 
big  American  cities,  New  York,  San  Francisco, 

and  others,  send  batches  of  such  men  regularly 
to  Sing  Sing.     Most  of  them  "bump"  against 


the  law  in  financial  undertakings.  There  was 
one  veryN-emarkable  man  at  Sing  Sing  named 
Baker  Thomas  who  had  started  life  as  an c 
artist,  then  became  in  turn  engineer,  parson,* 
,author,  solicitor,  and  lastly  financier.  He  had 
•promoted  hundreds  of  successful  undertakings, 
but  came  at  last  into  the  grip  of  the  law  over 
a  gigantic  flotatiorffir  which  thousands  of  poor 
persons  had  lost  their  savings.  He  was  sen- 
tenced to  20  years'  penal  servitude,  but  like 
so  many  of  his  class  who "Some*  to  Sing  Sing, 
lie  never,  thought  he  would  be  there  for  more 
than  six  months,  it  was  a  most  remarkable 
thing  about  this  sort  of  convicts  that  they 
always  thought  that  the  influence  of  their 
worthy  friends  would  secure  their  release  after 
a  short  period  of  confinement,  and  yet  not 
more  than  one  in  a  hundred  obtains  his  free- 
dom once  he  passes  the  great  iron  portals  of 
the  huge  prison  until  he  has  served  his  sen- 
tence. 

Whilst  I  was  at  the  penal"  settlement  of 
Sing  Sing  a  solicitor  named  Penner  was  ex- 
ecuted for  poisoning  his  partner,  whose  death 
freed  him  of  some  heavy  financial  embarrass- 
ments. Into  the  details  of  the  case,  which 
caused  an  immense  amount  of  public  excite- 
ment in  New  York,  there  is  no  need  to  enter. 
The  case  against  Penner  was  proved  up  to  the 
hilt,  but  he  came  to  Sing  Sing  certain  that  he 
would  be  a  free  man  again  in  a  few  months, 
and  never  thought  the  sentence  of  death  would 
be  carried  out.  His  friends  outside  fought  hard 
for  him,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  very  nearly 
got  him  a  pardon;  after  he  had  been  in  prison 
two  months  the  governor  informed  Penner 
that  there  was  no  chance  of  pardon  and  that 
his  execution  hod  been  fixed  to  take  place  in 
three  weeks.  Penner  only  laughed.  He  was 
absolutely  sure  that  the  governor  was  only 
"playing  a  game"  with  him.  "I  shall  be  out 
of  this  before  the  winter,"  replied  the  con- 
demned man. 

A  dramatic  scene  occurred  on  the  morning 
fixed  for  his  execution.  As  Penner  entered  the 
execution  room  and  was  about' to  take  his  seat 
in  the  dread  chair,  a  telephone  message  came 
to  the  governor  to  stop  the  execution. 

"You  are  reprieved  for  a  week.  Penner," 
said  the  governor,  "but  don't  count  on  a  par- 
don, for  I  don't  believe  you  will  get^it." 

I  he  solicitor  clapped  the  governor  on  the 
shouldei  as  he  left  the  room  and  exclaimed: 
"It  is  all  right;  they  only  want  to  frighten  me, 
but    the}    can't." 

\  week  later  he  was  executed:  Even  as 
they  were  binding  him  in  the  chair,  Ihe  un- 
happy wretch  laughed,  so  certain  was  he  that 
the  death  sentence  would  not  be  carried  out. 

There  was  another  convict  named  Preece, 
a  'Frisco  stockbroker,  who  was  always  saying 
that  he  would  be  leaving  the  prison  shortly, 
and  he  absolutely  believed  that  he  would.  He 
had  been  sentenced  to  ten  years  for  fraud,  and 
on  the  way  to  Sing  Sing  the  sheriff,  to  whose 
charge  he  had  been  committed,  got  drunk,  and 
Preece  came  on  to  Sing  Sing  by  himself,  an 
act  that  he  was  positively  sure  would  obtain 
him  a  considerable  remission  of  his  sentence. 
Hut  he  served  the  full  period  Of  seven  years 
and   six   months,   only  gaining  the  remission 


which  every  convict  is  entitled  to  for  good 
conduct.         "  y 

There- was  a  Chicago  bank  cashier  next 
whom  1  used  to  work  with  in  one  of  the  prison 
factories.  He  had  been  sentenced  to  seven 
year*  for  robbing  his  employers  of  nearly 
$100,000.  At  his  trial  he  pleaded  that  he  had 
got  into  the  hands  of  a  set  of  financial  sharps, 
and  had  lost  all  the  money  in  various  stock 
exchange  transactions.  His  story  was  believed, 
and  he  got  off  with  a  lighter  sentence  than 
people  imagined  he  would.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  he  had  every  penny  of  the  money  he 
had  stolen  in  dollar  bills  in  the  lining  of  his 
coat.  The  clothes  were,  of  course,  taken  from 
him  when  he  entered  the  prison,  but  the  prison 
authorities  never  suspected  that  there  was  a 
stolen  fortune  sewn  up  in  the  lining  of  the 
coat.  The  clothes  were  handed  back  to  him 
at  the  end  of  his  imprisonment,  and  he  walked- 
out  of  Sing  Sing  a  wealthy  mam  He  gave  a 
big  dinner  to  some  of  his  friends  later  on,  to 
whom  he  told  the  story.  Subsequently,  efforts 
were  made  by  the  bank  to  recover  the  money, 
but  they  failed  to  do  so. 

For  the  first  two  years  a  convict  at  Sing 
Sing  is  subjected  to  very  strict  discipline,  but 
if  he  is  well  behaved  during  that  period  he  is 
afterwards  allowed  far  more  concessions  than 
he  would  be  in  English  prisons,  and  his  life  is 
then  fairly  tolerable.  He  can  see  his  friends 
for  a  couple  of  hours  once  a  week.  Visitors' 
day  indeed  in  the  prison  was  a  most  remark- 
able sight.  All  sorts  and  conditions  of  people 
would  come  there.  Magnificently  dressed 
women  who  came  in  their  carriages,  smartly 
dressed  men  wearing  shiny  silk  hats,  parsons, 
officers,  professional  men,  clerks,  men  and 
women  of  the  working  class  and  persons 
known  as  "slouchers,"  that  is,  people  who  had 
been  inmates  of  the  prisonjit  one  time  them- 
selves. The  prisoners  see  their  friends  in  their 
cells  in  the  presence  of  a  warder,  unless  they 
have  special  permission  to  see  them  alone. 
Nearly  every  criminal  of  note  in  America  dur- 
ing the  last  fifty  years  has  been  confined  in 
Sing  Sing,  among  them  being  Thaw,  who  was 
sent  there  from  the  Tombs  Prison  after  his  con- 
viction. 

The  general  treatment  of  prisoners  in  Sing 

Sing  is  certainly  severe  during  the  first  two 
years  of  their  confinement,  but  all  the  prisoners 
are  very  regularly  examined  by  the  prison 
doctors,  and  arty  convict  whose  health  is  seri- 
,mi-1\  threatened  by  the  prison  regime  is  al- 
lowed many  concessions.  The  doctors  op  the 
whole  perform  their  duties  conscientious'!  , 
though  occasionally  sumo  have  been  guilty  oi 
taking  bribes  from  well-to-do  convicts  to  obtain 
lenient  treatment  for  them.  A  life  sentence  in 
the  States  is  literally  carried  out;  there  was  a 
convict  in  Sing  Sing  when  1  was  there  who  had 
been  thirty-four  years  in  prison,  he  was  only 
twenty-six  when  he  was- sentenced  for  com- 
plicity in  a  very  brutal  murder.  After  he  has 
served  twenty  years,  however,  a  life  sentenced 
prisoner  usually  obtains  some  sort  of  official 
position  in  the  prison,  and  is  no  longer  treated 
as  a  convict  except  when  he  attempts  to  escape, 
which,  after  so  long  a  period  of  conlinement, 
he  has  seldom  any  wish  to  do. 


Welles  Bosworth.  The  first  floor  is  devoted  i 
a  large  weaving  and  assembly  room,  with  a 
gallery  above.  This  is  filled  with  a  beehive  pi 
industrial  workers,  where  many  looms  are  oper- 
ated by  the  skillful  and  ingenious  blind  women. 
Here  various  articles  of  handicraft  are  turned 
out.  Weaving  and  the  work  in  basketry  have 
been  developed  to  a  high  standard.  Articles 
that  are  made  by  the  blind  can  stand  competi- 
tion and  usually  surpass  in  excellence  similar 
ones  made  by  the  seeing,  while  draperies,  with 
as  many  as  six  different -colors,  woven  in  pat- 
terns, are  successfully  turned  out  by  the  "Light 
House",  weavers.-  There  is,  perhaps,  distinction 
in  this  blind  work  from  the  fact  that  the  ar- 
tisans are  all  able  to  execute,  without  super- 
vision, after  a  reasonable  apprenticeship  all 
the  processes  required  in  their  Industries  the 
blind  girl  threads  her  loom,  which  sometimes 
has  as  many  as  four  hundred  threads,  prepares 
her  own  material,  fastens  it  to  her  own  shuttle, 
and  weaves  the  article,  including  the  pattern. 
The  only  assistance  which  she  gets  is  the  direc- 
tion as  to  what  colors  she  is  to  use,  and  what 
design  she  is  to  follow:  The  second  floor  is 
an  attractive  salesroom,  where  are  displayed 
and  sold  to  the  public  the  various  articles 
made  by  the  blind,  such  as  furniture,  carpets, 
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"TOgs"  woven  articles,  curtains,  draperies, 
cushions,  laces,  embroidered  portfolios,  bags, 
card  cases,  baskets,  etc.  In  the  rear  is  located 
the  museum,  which  contains  interesting 
hibfts  representing  the  industrial,  educational 
and  pictorial  progress  of  the  blind,  from  the 
past  to  the  present'  The  third  floor  is  occupied 
by  the  general  and  special  offices,  and  class 
rooms  for  the  teaching  of  adults  and  children. 
Here  is  also  located  the  census  and  registration 
room,  containing  a  list  of  over  ten  thousand 
names  of  the  blind  in  greater  New  York  who 
have  been  investigated  by  the  association. 
This  work  is  in  charge, of  Mr.  W.  I.  Scandlin, 
whb,  before  losing  his  vision,  was  a  well-known 
editor  and  authority  on  photography.  One  of 
clfc&rnost  noteworthy  and  essential  features  in 
the  building  is  the  thorough  arrangements  pro- 
vided for  physical  training  and  recreation. 
This,  it  appears,  is  more  vital  to  the  sightless 
than  to  the  seeing.  The  gymnasium,  having  an 
experienced  instructor,  himself  partly  blind,  is 
fitted  with  all  the  latest  apparatus  to  strength- 
en their  users'  bodies  and  to  stimulate  their 
wits.  The  "Light  House"  scouts  were  selected 
by  Sir  Robert  Baden-Powell  to  be  his  honor 
guard  at  the  great  rally  given  to  him  by  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America.  Probably  the  crowning 
feature  bringing  the  greatest  appreciation  and 
joy  to  the  young  blind  people,  is  a  spacious  roof 
garden  forming  an  ideal  playground  for  roller 
skating,  drills,  games  and  dancing  in  the  open 
air.  This  also  has  additional  attractions,  in 
fact,  a  decided  innovation  in  city  buildings,  in 
the  shape  of  a  wide,  concrete  running  track. 
This  occupies  a  half  section  of  the  roof,,  and 
the  sightless  runners  find  much  amusement  in 
getting  around 'the  track  in  real  sportsman-like 
fashion.  In  the  basement  there  are  installed 
other  important  features  for  the  development 
of  the  physical  welfare  of  the  blind,  a  large 
swimming  pool,  numerous  baths,  and  a  bowling 
alley.  A  bowling  club  meets  weekly,  and  this 
exercise  is  recognized  as  a  most  excellent  form 
of  pastime  for  the  blind.  The  New  York 
Association  for  the  Blind  is  a  philanthropic 
society,  supported  entirely  by  voluntary  con- 
tributions. In  the  half-dozen  years  of  its  exist- 
ence, it  has  accomplished  important  and  far- 
reaching  achievements  for  the  progress  of  the 
blind.  It  secured  legislation  and  the  co-opera- 
tion of  health  boards,  medical  associations, 
etc.,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness.  It  helped 
to  place  the  first  blind  children  in  the  public 
schools  of  New  York;  now  there  are  t6o  in 
attendance.  It  secured  an  amendment  to  the 
education  law,  making  the  education  of  blind 
children  compulsory,  so  that  they  are  no  longer 
forced  into  ignorant  and  helpless  lives,  or  com- 
pelled to  become  beggars  or  drudges.  It  pub- 
lished the  first  magazine  for  blind  children  in 
this  country,  The  Searchlight,  printed  in  Braille. 
In  many  other  ways  it  is  coping  with  the  prob- 
lem of  blindness  and  doing  continuous  helpful 
and  uplifting  work  in  behalf  of  the  blind  world. 
The  president  of  the  association  is  Dr.  John 
II.  Finley,  with  Helen  Keller  as  one  of  the 
vice-presidents.  Winifred  Holt,  the  secretary, 
is  especially  interested,  devoting  her  time,  ser- 
vice and  gifts  to  the  welfare  of  the  blind  and 
directing  its  numerous,  activities  from  the 
"Light  House''  headquarters.  Among  the  in- 
fluential members  of  the  practical  advisory 
board  is  Hon.  Thomas  P.  Gore,  the  young  blind 
United  States  senator  from  Oklahoma. — 
Walter  L  Beaselev  in  Scientific  American.

REMEMBER  when  I  was  a  boy  my 
l^nj)    father    asked    me    this    question: 


What  animal  is  just  half  way  be- 
tween the  largest  animal  in  the 
world  and  the  smallest?  I 
thought  for  a  while  and  said  that  it  was  the 
sheep.  Then  he  told  me  something  that  I  will 
never  forget — he  said  it  was  the  common, 
everyday  housefly.  In  other  words  an  ele- 
phant is  just  as  much  bigger  than  a  fly  as  a  fly 
is  bigger  than  a  germ.  Before  I  get  through 
ipffipSpLl  will  show  you  how  small  a  -germ. 
is. 

The  fly  has  two  claims  to  distinction.  Be- 
sides being  just  half  way  in  size  in  the  animal 
world,  it  is  the  most  dangerous  animal  in  the 
i^q^";^p;^^  greatest  criminal  unhung, 
But  its  record  is  fast  being  found  out  and  its 
thumbmarfca,  tf  that's  a  good  way  to  gut  it, 
ate  being  taken  in  every  city  in  the  country. 
Right  this"  very  day  there  is  a  big  organization, 
with  a  representative  in  nearly  every  city  in 
the  United  States,  that  is  fighting  flies  tooth 
and  nail.  It  is  the  American  Civic  Association, 
with  Edward  W.  Hatch,  Jr.,  of  New  York  City, 
as  chairman. 

This  organization  sends  out  thousands  upon 
thouoando  of  booklets  telling  how  to  get  rid 


terms  of  our  great  national  game  the 
batting  average  of  a  common,  everyday 
housefly  is  something  like  a  million  germs. 
This  is  a  lot  more  serious  than  it  sounds,  the 
way  I  have  put  it.  Could  an  elephant  carry 
six  million  flies? 

A  fly  goes  out  and  wallows  around  in  a 
cesspool,  or  comes  up  from  the  stable  loaded 
with  germs.  These  germs  tickle  its  legs  and 
so  every  once  in  a  while  it  stops  and  washes  its 
hands,  as  we  say.  Every  time  it  laves  its  hands 
it  shakes  off  thousands  of  germs.  They  get 
la&^ptHHfeqdr-into  thfr:  afr^«id-'4>efift!  their- 
warfare  on  us.  The  falling  of  a  fly  into  a 
glass  of  milk  washes  off  thousands  upon  thous- 
ands of  germs. 

There  are  fourteen  kinds  of  flies  that  fre- 
quent houses.  The  common  house  fly  is  of 
course  the  most  numerous.  In  fact  it  forms 
„  98  per  cent,  of  all  the  flies  found  in  a  house. 
The  worst  fly  that  we/  have  to  contend  with 
around  the  kitchen  is  the  stable  fly.  It  is  the 
worst  criminal  of  all;  there  is  only  one  thing 
to  be  said  in  its  favor:  it  isn't  as  plentiful  as 
the  house  fly.  The  stable  fly  looks  a  great 
deal  like  the  house  fly.  There  is  no  real 
reason  why  it  should  be  called  the  stable  fly, 
for  it  does  not  confine  itself  to  the  barn.     It 


does  prefer  the  open,  however. — The .  adult 
stable  fly  feeds  exclusively  on  blood,  biting 
various  animals.  Cattle  and  horses  are  its 
particular  prey  and  as  a  result  it  sticks  close  to 
the  buildings  warm  blooded  animals  frequent. 
The  stable  fly  stays  later  in  the  fall  than  the 
house  fly.  After,  feeding,  the  stable  fly  rests 
with  its  wings  spread  wide  apart  and  its  body 
elevated.  Looking  d 6 wn  on  the  stable  fly,  the 
mouth  part  may  be  seen;  in  the  house  fly  no 
mouth  can  be  distinguished.  But  when  you 
are  making  away  with  flies  you  need  not  stop 
to  see  which  the  creature  is;  kill  them  all  and 
be  on  the  safe  side. '   ■ 

The  greatest  crime  that  has  been  laid  at 
the  door  of  the  stable  fly  is  the  carrying  of 
infantile  paralysis.  "Phis  is  the  newest  difi^ 
covery  in  fly  investigation,  f  he  Massachusetts 
Board  of/  Health  working  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity made  the  discovery.  A  rigid  investigation- 
was  instituted  to  find  out  how  infantile  paraly- 
sis was  carried.  As  it  was  found  that  most  of 
the  cases  occurred  in  the  summer  and  early 
autumn,  lasting  until  cold  weather,  it  was 
thought  that  there  must  be  some  mode  of 
transportation  by  insects.  The  investigators 
tuimed  therefore  to  the  theory  of  th<  insect 
carrier.  Starting  with  a  complete  list  of  biting 
and  blood-sucking  household  insects  Which 
by  their  habits  seemed  suited  to  carry  infection 
they  began  to  eliminate  the  least  likely.  Fleas 
and  bed  bugs  were  ruled  out  first,  for  the  dis- 
ease occurred  in  households  where  these  insects 
were  Unknown.  Insect  after  insect  was  put  on 
the  witness  stand,  examined  and  given  its  free- 
dom until  the  authorities  came  to  the  stable  fly. 
They  Soon  found  they  had  closed  in  on  the 
king  of  bacterial  criminals. 

Experiments » with  animals  were  made  to 
find  how  the  disease  might  be  carried.  Monkeys 
were  infectedSvith  the  disease  by  injection  and 
then  allowed  to  be  bitten  by  stable  flies;  Then 
these  flies  were  allowed  to  bite  other  monkeys. 
These  monkeys  eame^  down  with  infantile 
£ara.lysis",  or  as  it  is  medically  known,  with 
Stomoxys  calcitrans.  In  six  cases  out  of 
twelve  the  monkeys  were  striclcen  with  the 
disease.  Medical  science  moves  cautiously, 
and  it  takes  a  number  of  experiments  to  es- 
tablish a  principle.  Medical  men  eliminate 
every  chance  of  coincidence  or  mistake.  So 
at  request  the  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hos- 
pital Service,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  made  ex—- 
periments  along  the  line  already  conducted  at 
Harvard  and  the  authorities  in  Washington 
agreed  in  every  detail  with  the  scientists  at 
Harvard.  Thus  it  was  established  that  the 
stable  fly  carries  infantile  paralysis,  one  of  the 
most  terrible  of  all  human  inflictions. 

The  campaign  of  education  to  do  away 
with  flies  is  surprisingly  widespread.  ''Swat 
the  fly!"  is  almost  as  widely  known  as  E  Plur- 
ibus  Unum.  Even  prizes  are  offered  to  school 
children  for  the  best  essays  on  "The  House 
Fly  as  a  Carrier  of  Disease."  The  main  thing 
to  think  about  is  how  to  get  rid  of  the  danger- 
ous animal.  A  few  minutes  spent  each  day 
warring  against  Musca  domestica  will  pay  big 
dividends.  Any  method  of  getting  rid  of  flies 
is  a  good  one  so  long  as  it  does  the  work.  Fly 
paper  is  all  right,  but  the  trouble  with  that  is 
that  you  have  to  wait  until  the  spirit  moves  the 
little  creature  before  he  will  offer  himself  up 
on  the  sticky  altar.  Early  in  the  season  is 
the  time  to  go  after  them;  one  fly  made  away 
with  in  April  will  save  a  hundred  in  August. 
Get  them  early. 

Pyrethrum  powder  burnt  in  a  house  stupe- 
fies a  fly  until  you  can  sweep  him  up  and  put 
him  where  he  belongs.  A  little  of  this  burnt 
in  the  rooms  in  the  morning — after  which  the 
roorjlS  should  be  aired — will  make  the  house 
exempt  from  flies  all  day.  Twenty  drops  of 
carbolic  acid  dropped  on  a  hot  shovel  or  on 
any  piece  of  warm  iron  creates  a  vapor  that 
lays  flies  low.  The  common  mignonette  plant 
grown  in  jars  and  placed  in  a  room  makes 
things  unpleasant  for  flies.  A  handy  thing  is 
the  white  clover.  It  is  strange,  but  flies  hate 
the  odor  ->f  white  clover.  Have  a  little  of  this 
around  in  a  vase  and  you  will  notice  that  the 


flies  have  business  in  the  other  direction.  This 
clover  should  be  renewed  every  day  OT  so,  for 
when  it  becomes  dry  it  irritates  the  nostrils.  A 
Cheap  and  effective  poison,  not  dangerous  to 
human  life,  is  bichromate  of  potash  in  solution. 
One  drachm  dissolved  in  two  ounces  of  sweet- 
ened water  and  placed  in  shallow  dishes  will 
call  the  long  roll  for  any  number  of  the  pests. 
Another  remedy  that  for  all  purposes  has  few 
equals  is  a  solution  of  formalin,  or  formalde- 
hyde in  water.  A  spoonful  of  this  liquid  in  a 
quarter  of  a  pint  of  water  left  exposed  in  a 
room  will  make  the  flies  scarce  in  a  very  short 
time.  Flies  are  sensitive  to  light;  keep  the 
window  curtains  drawn,  all  except  one  little 
slit,  and  they  will  gravitate  toward  it.  Then 
you  can  easily  drive  them  outside.

When  the  towns  in  the  west 


GREAT    tidal     wave      of  gas    is 

always  rolling   over  the  face   of 

the   sun,   a   wave  caused  by  the 

sun's  planets,  including  the  earth, 

just    as    our    planet,    the    moon, 

causes  waves  upon  our  own  big  ball.     But  that 

great  wave  upon  the  sun  makes  no  difference 

to  us  because  it  never  comes  to  us.     The  sun 

has  other  waves  of  quite  a  different  kind,  which 

do  make  a  difference  to  us,  because  they  leave 

the  sun  and  come  to  us  upon  the  earth,  and

The  sun  and  earth  and  all  the  spheres  of 
heaven,'  including  the  stars,  move  in  a  mighty, 
measureless  ocean  of  ether.  We  cannot,  say 
they  float  because  there  is  no  top  to  the  ocean 
for  them  to  float  upon.  We  are  all  in,  hot  on, 
this  ocean  of  ether,  which  extends  in  all  direc- 
tions, so  far  as  we  know  or  can  imagine  for 
ever  and  ever  infinitely. 

All  the  waves,  then,  that  reach  us  from 
the  sun  are  ether  waves.  And  because  they 
are  all  ether  waves,  really  of  one  kind,  and 
travelling  in  the  same  way,  they  all  travel  at 
the  same  rate.  We  have  very  difficult  names 
for  these  waves  and  think  of  them  as  having 


were  first  settled  up  there  wasn't  a  single  fly 
to  be  found.  .

Flies  under  observation  have  been  known 
to  travel  seven-eighths  of  a  mile.  This  with 
their  own  wings.  Of  course  by  getting  on 
animals  or  In  moving  vehicles  they  can  go  any 
distance.  It  does  not  take  them  long  to  get 
around,* you  may  be  sure  of  that 

Another  strange  thing,  before  I  close,  Is 
that  flies  are  born  full  size.  They  come  from 
cocoons  and  the  day  they  a^e  freed  they  are 
as  big  as  they  ever  get.  When  you  see  small 
flies,  they  are  not  necessarily  young  flies,  but 
flies  of  another  species. 

,  The  stable  fly  Is  particularly  dangerous  on 
account  of  Its  double  life.  Part  of  its  time  it 
spends  out  doors,  picking  up  foul  diseases. 
Then  it  comes  Into  your  house  when  your  back 
IS  turned  and  bites  you  like  a  serpent  In  the 
grass.  T^hen  sickness  sets  in.  The  stable  fly 
has  a  black  past— By  Homer  Croy  in  Leslie's 
Illustrated  Weekly  Newspaper. 
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nothing  to  do  with  each  other;  but  they  are  all 
the  same,  really,  and  Jthey  prove  it  by  the  fact 
that  they  all  travel  to  us  from  the  sun  at  ex- 
actly the  same  speed.  The  speed  of  light  and 
the  other  waves  from  the  sun,  which  are  also, 
light,  if  our  eyes  could  see  them,  is  known  to 
be  about  1 86,000  miles  a  second.  In  the  uni- 
versal ocean  of  ether  the  waves  of  the  sun  are 
the  fastest  things  afloat 

LIGHT  WAVES'  SPEED 

The  sun  la  more  than  90,000,000  miles 
away,  and  his  waves  reach  us  in  about  8y2 
minutes,  and  coming  at  the  same  rate  the  light 
from  the  farthest  stars  we  can  see  takes  thous- 
ands of  years  to  come,  and  that  is  the  path, 
never  altered  fttp  first  to  last,  at  which  the 
ligM-w^s-iP^fThis  'metothat  the  light 
waves  we  se%ftW|"  sun  by,  whin  We  look  at 
"Mm,  left  him  8#  minutes  before,  and  it 
means  that  some  of  the  stars  we  look  at  may 
have  gone  out  thousands  of  years  ago,  though 
we  seem  to  see  them  today.  The  Tight  from 
even  the  nearest  star  left  it  more  than  four 
years  ago.   - 

So  much  for  speed;  now  let  us  look  at  one 
or  two  facts  about  the  sun's  waves  before  we 

try  to  fit  the  familiar  names  to  them.  Most  of 
the  wavelets  are  very  small;  tens  of  thousands 
of  them  would  be  within  an  Inch.     However, 


we  must  not  think  of  all  the  sun's  ripples  as 
being  quite  so  small  as  this.  They  vary  in 
size.  We  have  lately  begun  to  learn  about 
some  which  are  far  larger  and  some  which 
are  far  smaller  than  these. 

RIPPLING  OF  THE  WAVE'S 
Now,  the  rate  of  the  sun's  ripples  has  been 
counted,  and  we  know  that,  as  the  kind  of 
ripple  which  we  call  red  light  marches  through 
space  at  the  rate  of  186,100  miles  a  second. 
It  is  rippling  "up  and  down"  about  400  million 
million  times  in  every  second.  But  a  violet 
Itg^iStwrld  .be'-r^l^^^'and.  down",  at 
nearly  twice  the  rate,  though  it  was  rushing 
through  space  at  tbl .  same  rat£  '.  Now  jhe 

point  is  that  we  are  affected  according  to  the 
rate,  of  the  rippling  of  the  waves;  When  the 
rate  is  400  million  million  a  second  we  see 
red;  when  it  is  rather  faster  we  see  yellow, 
green  or  some  other  color;  and  When  It', J*,, V 
nearly  800  million  million  ripples  a  second  we 
see  violet.  When  it  is  faster  still  we  see 
nothing  but  the  light  is  still  there,  though  our 
eyes  cannot  see  it.  It  is  a  kind  of  light  that 
we  cannot  give  the  name  of  color  to,  for  it 
has  no  color  for  us.  We  therefore  call  It 
ultra-violet  light,  to  mean  that  it  is  something 
beyond  the  violet  '  ^  ■  .

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of  flies.  If  a  city  wishes  to  start  a  campaign 
against  the  pests  it  will  direct  its  maneuvres, 
telling  the  best  kinds  of  poisons  to  employ  and 
how  to-  keep  the  flies  from  breeding.  It  sends 
out  moving  pictures  showing  the  harm  flies 
do,  and  even  talking  machine  records  are  used 
with  lectures  on  the  harm  that  a  fly  can  bring 
about.  In  -fact,  this  organization  can  put  on 
a  whole  evening's  entertainment  about  the  fly. 
They  have  th^  fly's  number  and  they  are  doing 
all  they  can  to  send  him  to  the  electric  chair. 
The  old  joke  about  the  fly  on  the  bald,  head 
isn't  funny  any  more.  That  same  fly  has 
filled  too  many  graveyards  to  make  it  funny. 

The  fly  distributes  at  least  seven  diseases. 
Six  of  these  are:  Asiatic  cholera,  typhoid  fever, 
dysentery,  tuberculosis,  opthalmia  and  even 
smallpox.  The  seventh  one  is  really  the  worst 
of  all  and  is  carried  by  the  stable  fly,  a  first 
cousin  of  the  common  house  fly.  It  is  infantile 
paralysis.  The  fly  may  be  even  guiltier,  for 
every  year  new  crimes  are  found  against  it 
It  is  a  well  meaning  criminal.  It  comes  around 
in  the  guise  of  friendship,  lights  carelessly  on 
a  bit  of  butter,  deposits  a  germ  and  wings  its 
way  .--on  again.  The  germ  is  taken  into  the 
body  and  begins  its  work.  Every  time  a  fly 
bites  you  it  poisons  you,  for  it  is  certain  to 
leave  some  kind  of  a  germ. 

Another  Joke  that  will  have  to  be  discarded 
is  the  one  about  rabbits  being  good  mathe- 
maticians. They  multiply  so  rapidly,  you 
know.  Well,  the  fly  is  a  lightning  calculator 
in  comparison  with  the  rabbit,  for  it  multiplies 
many  times  faster.  The  average  female  fly 
can  lay  between  one  hundred,  and 'one  hundred 
and  fifty  eggs  in  a  day.  In  fact  a  fly  under 
observation  at  the  State  Agrlculturaf  Station 
at  Storrs,  Connecticut,  laid  one  hundred,  and 
twenty  eggs  in  fourteen  hours.  It  takes  ten  or 
twelve  days,  for  an  egg  to  develop  into  a  fly, 
which  means  that  something  like  a  dozen 
generations  can  be  born  in  a  single-  season. 
This  means  again  that  a  single  female  fly, 
barring  accidents,  could  by  fall  be  the  parent  Of. 
195,312,500,000  flies.  These  figures  don't 
mean  anything  to  anybody,  but  here  is  another 
way  of  getting  at  it.  Allowing  a  million  flies 
to  a  bushel,  there  would  be  195,000,000 
bushels  of  flies  all  descendants  of  a  great- 
great-great-grandmother,  with  a  few  wagon- 
loads  extra  for  good  measure.  ;:,    i\-;j:;::'-:C" 

Of  course  no  fly  ever  in  the  history  of  the 
world  brought  into  being  so  many  descendants. 
This  is  a  theoretical  case.  This  does  not 
happen,  on  account  of  the  limitation  in  food 
supply;  varying  temperature  carries  off  a  lot 
of  them,  too,  we're  glad  to  say;  and  then  they 
have  their  diseases  that  mow  swaths  in  their 
ranks.  This  sounds  too  good  to  be  true,  but 
it  is  really  a  fact.  Then  there  is*  a  household 
mvriapod,  or  centipede,  that  obligingly  makes 
away  with  droves  of  them,  and  spiders  know 
what  they  are  doing  when  they  throw  out  their 
webs.  Spiders  are  not  appreciated  at  their 
true  worth.  With  all  that  millions  of  flies 
become  full  grown  and  get  inside  the  house 
where  they  do  their  criminal  work.  There  is 
a  fat,  sleek  fortune  awaiting  the  man  who  will 
invent  some  way  of  exterminating  flies. 

In  the  Spanish-American  war  flies  killed 
four  of  our  men  to  every  one  slain  by  Spanish 
bullets.  Now  when  a  nation  goes  to  war  the 
first  enemy  it  charges  is  the  fly.  The,  reason 
that  a  fly  can  do  so  much  harm  is  easily  under- 
stood when  you  understand  how  many  germs 
it  carries.  It  is  a  sort  of  bacterial  parcel  post. 
Fleas  on  a  dog  are  few  and  scattering  in  com- 
parison with  germs  on  a  fly.  Recently  the 
experiment  station  at  Storrs  examined  more 
than  four  hundred  flies  to  get  a  line  on  the 
amount  of  germ  baggage  an  average  fly 
carries.  The  results  are  astonishing.  It  was 
found  that  a  fly  with  only  a  thousand  germs 
could  hold  up  its  tentacles  and  cry  "Clean, 
clean  V  to  its  companions.  It  didn't  know  the 
meaning  of  germs.  The  prize  fly  of  all  had 
6,600,000  germs  on  it,  hut  its  victory  wasn't 
an  easy  one,  for  it  had  some  close  competi' 
Very,  very  few  of  these  flies  fell  wndei  a 
million     ^erms     each.

NEWTON'S  PRISM 

The,  light  that  comes  from  the  sun -seems 
to  us  torie  "white  light"  But  Newton  bored 
a  hole  In  a  shutter,  got  a  tnree^s!ded~T>lBCB^Pi" 
glass,  a  prism,  and  put  It  opposite  the  little 
hole.  Then  he  let  a  ray  of  sunlight  in  and 
the  prism  broke-it  up,  so  that  on  the)  opposite 
wall  Newton  got  a  band  of  colors  which  he 
called  the  spectrum.  Now  we  know  that  what 
we  call  white  light  Is  a  mixture  of  all  these 
sun's  waves  jumbled  together  and  blended  so 
as  to  form,  the  white  light,  or  daylight.'  But 
the  prism  sorts  the  worst  out,  because  it 
happens  to  bend  some  kinds  more  than  others 
on  their  Way  through  it,  and  so  they  strike  the 
wall  or  the  screen  in  a  band  side  by  side  in- 
stead of  all  in  the  same  place.  The  white  light 
contains  and  yields  all  these  colors. 

When  we  look  at  the  spectrum  of  sunlight 
we  see  a  red  color  at  one  end  and  a  violet  at 
the  other.  In  the  darkness,  beyond  the  violet, 
are  the  beyond-violet  or  ultra-violet  waves; 
and  if  we  put  a  thermometer  in  the  darkness 
below  the  red  end  of  the  spectrum  we  find 
that  it  gets  hot  in; fact  there  are  waves  from 
the  sun  there,  too,  and  we  call  them  the  below- 
red,  or  infra-red  waves.  These  are  what  we 
are  really  talking  about  when  we  say  "the  sun 
Is  hot  today."

THE    GREAT    DRAMA    OF    THE    PACIFIC 

COAST 


A  fresh  act  is  being  played  today  in  that 
great  human  drama  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  The 
Californians  want  to  prevent  the  Japanese  from 
owning  their  land,  and  they  seek  to  pass  a  bill 
to  that  effect,  making  it  illegal  for  "ailens  in- 
eligible to  citizenship"  to  own  land.  Hence 
possible  trouble  with  Japan. 


There  ts  a  growing  conviction  in  Japan, 
says  The  Nation,  that  this  q uestjon  involves 
"the  whole  issue  of  her  status  among  civilised 
nations."  "Japan,"  says  The  Times,  "claims 
that  her  people  should  be  exempt  from  anti- 
Asiatic  legislation  and  be  entitled  to  the  same 
privileges  as  the  white  race."  Japan  proposes 
to  submit  a  test  case  to  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court. 

WHAT   THE  JAPANESE  SAY 

"The  Japanese  deny  that  they  are  of  Mon- 
golian origin,  and  claim  that  by  their  adoption 
of  Western  civilization  and  by  the  signal  suc- 
cesses of  their  arms  on  land  and  sea,  they  have 
earned  the  right  to  substantial  relief  from  the 
disabilities  which  still  often  beset  the  Asiatic 
in  other  lands.  The  issue  is  so  fraught  with 
possibilities  of  acrimonious  discussion  that  we 
earnestly  hope  it  may  be  avoided,"  says  The 
Times. 

"The  action  of  the  Californian  Legislature 
only  represents  one  phase  of  the  rising  alarm 
in  the  United  States  at  the  growth  of  large 
populations  not  akin  in  spirit  and  tradition  to 
the  original  founders  of  the  American  nation. 
Upon  the  solid  mass  of  ten  million  negroes 
there  has  been  superimposed  a  dense  layer  of 
backward  peoples  from  Southern  and  Eastern 
Europe,  and  the  white  races  in  the  Western 
States  have  the  additional  dread  of  competition 
from  Asia,  by  folk  who  can  'under-live'  the 
white  man. 

'The  English-speaking  peoples  and  the 
t}pe  of  civilization,  manners,  morals,  and  be- 
liefs which  they  represent,  stand  for  a  cause — 
the  preservation  of  America  as  a  white  man's 
or  at  any  rate  a  white  and  black  man's  coun- 
try," says  The  Nation. 

"What  California  is  clearly  working  up  to  is 
an  absolute  embargo,  such  as  has  already  been 
laid  on  the  Chinese,  on  the  immigration  of  all 
Japanese  of  the  coolie  and  artizan  class.  Her 
immediate  and  material  interests  by  no  means 
favor  such  a  policy.  California  wants  labor 
abc-ve  everything  else,  and  enough  white  labor 
is  not  to  be  had.  The  foundations  of  the. 
State's  development,  her  railways,  irrigation, 
and  reclamation  works,  were  made  possible  by 
the  influx  of  Chinese  laborers.  When  that  in- 
flux was  stopped  by  legislation,  the  Japanese 
began  to  pour  in. 

"They  have  now  filled  the  gap  left  vacant 
by  the  Chinese.  As  farm  hands,  fruit  pickers, 
domestic  servants,  and  railway  workers,  their 
services  are  not  only  sought  after;  they  are  in- 
dispensable. They  form  a  law-abiding,  intelli- 
gent, industrious  colony.  They  have  most  of 
the  economic  virtues  of~the  Chinese,  and  few 
or  none  of  their  moral  failings;  and  nothing  in 
the  nature  of  a  Japanese  'China-town*  has  ever 
existed   in   San   Francisco.     They   are   rarely 


drunken  or  disorderly.  They  go  to  America 
merely  to  work.  They  never  become  a  charge 
on  the  treasury,  or  beg  in  the  streets,  or  meddle 
with  politics,  or  concern'  themselves  in  any  way 
with  governmental  or  religious  institutions  and 
strifes,  but  lead  a  separate,  harmless  life,  leav- 
ing the  country  when  they  have  hoarded  enough 
to  provide  for  the  remainder  of  their  days.

"As  scientific  farmers  and  market-garden- 
ers they  put  Americans  to  shame;  and  if  Cali- 
fornia were  to  repatriate  tomorrow  every 
Asiatic  within  her  boundaries,  her  material 
progress  would  hardly  recover  from  the  blow 
in  twenty  years.  There  is  hardly  a  housewife 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  or  an  employer  of  labor, 
or  an  agriculturist  who  woulcLnot  suffer  by  their 
exclusion. 

"It  seems,  however,  to  be  the  fact  that  In 
such  trades  and  industries  as  both  races  practice, 
the  industry,  thrift,  and  lower  standard  of  liv- 
ing of  the  Oriental  drive  his  Caucasian  rival 
to  the  wall."

A  SPIRAL  NEBULAE 


Of  celestial  wonders,  the  nebulae  certainly 
hold  a  high  place.  They  may  virtually  be  said 
to  represent  the  birth  of  a  world  or  staT,  or 
the  creation  of  a  whole  solar  systerri.  They 
are  nothing  less  than  huge  masses  of  molten 
material  revolving  at  an  enormous  speed.  In 
the  processes  of  ages  matter  is  thrown  off  the 
central  body  to  become  a  star  of  a  world  as  it 
cools. 

There  are  many  forms  of  nebulae.  Curi- 
ously enough,  though  astronomers  have  been 
able  to  ascertain  the  distance  of  the  principal 
Stars,  the  nebulae  are  really  too  far  away  to 
be  properly  measured.  It  is  believed  that  the 
nebulae  under  notice  is  sunk  in  space  to  such 
an  appalling  distance  that  light,  which  travels 
at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-six 
thousand  miles  a  second,  would  take  many 
centuries  to  reach  this  earth.  therefore 
through  the  telescope  we  see  this  nei  jlae  not 
as  it  is  now,  but  as  it  was  many  centuries  ago.

which  have  been  received  fronS 
Ningpo,  Chekiang  Province,  out 
1  a  series  of  reports  on  the 
"Truth  About  China :" 
The  first  report  says  that  so  far  as  our 
correspondent  can  learn  all  orders  from  Peking 
sent  to  the  provincial  authorities  at  Hangchow 
are  transmitted  to  the  local  officials  and,  in 
the  Ningpo  section  of  the  province  at  least, 
are  obeyed.  The  province  sends  revenue  to 
Peking,  but  according  to  the  old  arrangement 
where  the  revenues'  were-4-supposedly- — all 
transmitted  to  Peking  and  a  certain  portion 
returned  to  the  province,  now,  under  the  new 
arrangement,  a  certam  nefinite  sum  is  reserved 
for  local  uses  and  the  balance  Is  forwarded  to 
the  national  capital 

The  troops  appear  to  be  loyal  to  the  cen- 
trar  government  and  to  the  republic.  In  that 
section  of  the  country  there  has  been  little 
or  no  trouble  with  the  troops.  The  local 
Officials  are  considered  a  great  Improvement 
over- the  old  lot,  so  far  as  our  correspondent 
has  been  able  to  observe,  and  from  various 
Information  he  has  received,  They  are  as  a 
rule  endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  orders  of 
their  superiors. 


The  laws  are  enforced  fairly  well,  which 
I*  much  better  than  in  former  days.  In  the 
regions  about  Ningpo  and  Vuyao  brigandage 
•  is  practically  suppressed.  In  *he  country 
districts  •  farther  away  occasional  cas$s  of 
brigandage  are  reported  and  conditions  are 
such  that  it  is  considered  wise  not  to  travel 
at  night*  Our  correspondent  is  told  that  the 
.  taxes  are  being  effectively  collected,  but  he 
has  no  means  of  knowing  personally.  There 
has  been  a  great  change  in  the  judicial  and 
police  administrations.  Bribing  and  favoritism 
are  no  longer  openly  practiced.'  The  judges 
are  easily  accessible  and  cases  of  importance 
are  tried  with  the  aid  of  lawyers.  Torture  is 
forbid4en.  In  cases  concerning  which  our  cor. 
j^rj^ondeut  nas  pjsbonal  Knowledge  the  judges 
have  conducted  the  trials  fairly  and  honestly. 
In  the  regions  coming  under  the  observa- 
tion of  our  informant  the  anti-ophim  laws  are 
||uite  strictly  enforced.  In  some  country  .places 
there  are  refuges  or  houses  of  detention  where 
opium  smokers  are  shut  up  until  they  have 
broken  off  the  habit 

NEW  OFFICIALS  MAKING  GOOD 
With  regard  to  the  "new  official  element" 
the  writer  is  informed  that  as  a  rule  they^  are 
' 'making  good."  The  "new''  element  has 
almbst  wholly  replaced  the  old  mandarin  class. 
Very  few,  if  any;  of  the  old-timers  are  in  office . 
at  Ningpo  now.  With  regard  to  th* adminis- 
tration of  the  law  and  the  slate  of  the  public 
welfare  now  as  compared  to  formerly  it  Is 
reported  that  by  all  accounts  things  ait  much 
better  thari  under!  the  old  regime.  Action  is 
taken  promptly  by. "the  courts,  the  fees  are 
small  and  the  decisions  of  the  judges  generally 
fair,  •  •■ '.'; 

A  good  deal  is  being  done  in  Ningpo  in 
clearing  out  the  canals  and  cleaning  the  streets. 
.  Orders  have,  been  issued  for  the  speedy  re- 
moval of  all  graves  to  outside  the  city  limits, 
etcetera.-  To  a  considerable  extent  patriotism ' 
is  the  motive  inspiring  the  "new"  official  ele- 
ment, although,  adds  our  correspondent,  "in 
China,  as  elsewhere,  self  puts  forward  its 
claims,  but  1  do  not  think  it  is  more  marked 
than  in  some  countries  which  make  higher 
pretensions."  If  the  reports  prevalent  are 
true  the  conditions  regarding  official  corrup- 
tion are  now  much  better.       V 

The  lov/est  classes  of  the  common  people, 
.especially  those  living  in  the  country,  know 
\sery  little  about  the  change  that  .has  taken 
place,  and  apparently  care  very  little.  The 
better  classes  of  city  business  men,  the  merch- 
ants, bankers,  etc.,  take  quite  an  interest  in 
political  matters,  read  the  newspapers  and  are 
well  posted  on  the  events  of  the  day  as-  they 
are  reported  in  'the  papers.  Current  events 
are  often  the  subject  of  conversation.  Our 
correspondent  has  met  no  one  who  regrets 
the  passing  of  the  ancient  system,  but  he  is 
told  that  there  is  a  small  minority  who  do, 
possibly  about  one  person  in  twenty  or  thirty. 
In  response  to  the  question:  '!  Generally  speak-' 
ing,  what  is  the  popular  -sentiment,  regarding 
the  Republic?  Does  it  inspire  enthusiasm,  or 
ue  the  people  tiring  of  it?"  the  following 
answer  is  given: 

"A  few  are  enthusiastic  in  favor  of  it.  A 
large  number  approve,  but  are  indifferent, 
while  the  masses  seem  to  care  little  one  way 
or  the  other  so  long  as  their  means  of  earning 
a  livelihood  are  not  interfered  with." 

NO  THREAT  OF  REVOLUTION 
Our  informant   thinks  that  Yuan  Shih-k'ai 
fc  generally  pop";  u       There  is  no   indication 
of  a  plot  or  revolution. 

A  more  friendly  feeling  toward  foreigners 
is  observable  since  the  revolution.  There  has 
been  no  anti-foreign  sentiment  in  Ningpo  for 
many  years. 

There  has  been  considerable  opposition  to 
foreign  bans  in  recent  years,  especially  for 
the  construction  of  the  Ningpo-Hangchow  rail- 
way, which  it  was  decided  to  build  wholly  with 
Chinese  funds.  As  to  foreign  loans  for 
national  purposes  very  little  is  said.  The  gen- 
eral   opinion    seems    to    be    that    they     are 


unavoidable.  The  proper  disbursement  of  a 
large  loan  would  probably  tend  to  improve 
local  conditions. 

ANOTHER  VIEW  OF  IT 
Following  is  a  running  account  of  another 
report   received    from    a    reliable   observer   at 
Ningpo: 

So  far  as  he  is  aware  the  Central  Govern- 
ment accomplishes  what  it  undertakes  in  the 
locality  of  Ningpo.  What  the  result  of  a 
clash  of  wills  between  Peking  and  local  senti- 
ment would  be  is  hard  to  .say.     At  .present 

Peking.  Our  correspondent  says  that  he  pre- 
sumes that  no  revenue  is  going  to  Peking; 
except  the  maritime  customs  receipts.  Hi 
doubts  If  the  troops  are  loyal  to  anything  ex- 
cept their  pay.  The  really  patriotic  men  have, 
largely  left  the  army  since  the  republic  became 
established,  feeling  they  Were  no  longer 
needed. 

The  provincial  officials  profess  to  be 
amenable  to  orders  from  Peking.  No  serious 
questions  have  risen  yet.  Our  correspondent 
thinks  that  the  local  element  would  stand  by 
Peking  unless  the  government  there  became 
outrageous.  -The  officials  are  daily  engaged  in 
carrying  out  orders  from  the  national  capital. 


So  far  as  one  can  say  the  local  officials  seem 
to  be  responsible  to  those  of  the  province. 
The  local  newspaper  is  daily  filled  with  ac- 
counts of  lhe_  efforts,  of  ihe  Jocal -officials,  io 
carry  out  the  orders  from  Hangchow  con- 
cerning schools,  taxes,  elections,  opium  sup- 
pression, etcetera.  Many  of  these  orders,  of 
course,  come  from  "Peking. 

The  laws  are  being  enforced,  in  better 
fashion  than  ever.  "Of  course,"  adds  our  in- 
formant, "complete  enforcement  Is  still  a 
dream."  Our  correspondent  thinks  that  ade- 
quate measures  are  being  taken  to  suppress 
brigandage,  but  as  brigandage  is  most  rife  to 
the  fall  and  early  winter  it  will  take  another 
year  to  be  sure.  Last  .year  it  was  worse  than 
it  bad  been  in  a  very  long  time,  but  towards 
China  Ke*  Year,  wben  ^  mttiirally  gets  still 
worse,  it  was  nearly  suppressed.  Our  corres- 
pondent knows  that  the  officiate  were  ener- 
getic and  doing  their  best. 

NOT  SURE  ABOUT  HONESTY 

The  taxes  seem  to  b.e  effectively  collected, 
OUr  Correspondent  is  not  sure  about  the 
honesty  and  efficiency  of  expenditures  of 
revenues.  Conditions  may  be  more  honest 
than  formerly  and  they  are  on  the  way  to  be 
more  efficient  Certainly  things  are  not  worse 
than  before;  but  the  writer  doubts  whether 
they  are  ihuch  better  yet.  The  Judiciary  Is 
described  as  "hot  conrp&ent^  tne  members 
of  it  are  too  youa*  and  Inexperienced.  Bribery 
still  exists  and  there  is  much  barbarism,  e.g., 
the  prisons  are  still  the,  dreadful  pens  they 
always  were  with  the  difference  that  there  are 
decent  detention  wards  for  men  not  yet  con- 
victed. The  s^tt-opmm  laws  are  bejhfr  en- 
forcfed  infhtn%hb^rnoodf^ffN(&b. 

The  new  official  element  is  "inMing  good" 
to  a  reasonable  extent,  though  it  still  lacks 
experience.  The  replacement  of  the  old 
official  element  by  the  new  is  out waTdly  rather 
complete.  The  new  men  are  more  modern  in 
knowledge  and  sympathy,  but  often  are  not 
less  time-serving.  As  for  the  foreign-educated 
there  are  some  who  studied  not  a  little  in 
Japan.  During  the  revolution  many  fine' 
young  fellows  with  foreign  education  put  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheel,  but  nowliave  gone~ 
into  'business  or  other  pursuits  not  connected 
with  official  life. 

The  administratJon^oT  the  law  and  the 
state  of  the  public  welfare^ are  described  as 
better.  The  district  is  much  over-officialed. 
The  conditions  in  this  respect  are  worse  than 
before.  The  men  of  the  purest  motives  did 
not  remain  in  the  government  after  its  estab- 
lishment. Many  of  those  who  did  remain  are 
probably  as  patriotic  as  their  vision  will  permit 
them  to  be.  Our  correspondent  does  not 
think  there  is  one  completely  unpatriotic  young 
man,  but  at  the  same  time  he  doubts  whether 
any  of  them  would  make  genuine  personal 
sacrifices  for  their  country  in  ordinary  times. 
The  writer  believes  conditions  regarding 
official  corruption  to  be  better  on  the  whole. 

REPUBLIC  IS  POPULAR 
Very  few  of  the  common  people  take  in 
the  responsibility  the  new  regime  puts  upon 
them.  But  the  non-franchised  classes  are  in 
much  the  same  position  as  they  were  before. 
There  is  no  evidence  of  regret  for  the  loss  of 
the  ancient  system  and  no  need  felt  for  an 
emperor.  The  feeling  in  that  direction  was 
wholly  confined  to  those  dependent  upon  the 
emperor  for  office.  The  republic  as  such  is 
popular.  The  people  are  determined  to  make 
it  go.  There  is,  however,  much  criticism  of 
ways  and  means  adopted  at  present.  Yuan 
Shih-k'ai  is  fairly  popular  and  seems  to  be 
thought  the  best  man  for  the  place  at  present. 
The  local  paper  is  cautious  in  making  remarks 
about  him.  There  is  no  evidence  of  plots  or 
revolution. 

The  recognition  of  the  republic  would  have 
no  special  significance  at  Ningpo.  The  re- 
public decidedly  seems  to  fit  the  needs  of  the 
nation;  though  of  course  it  is  far  from  running 
smoothly  yet.  The  local  paper  repeatedly  and 
bitterly  denounces  the  representatives  elected 


to  the  Chekiang  provincial  assembly  as  having 
obtained  office  by  bribery  and  corruption  and 
as  seeking  only  the  honor  of  office  without 
attending  properly  to  the  duties. 

Under  the  new  regime  there  is  greater 
freedom  of  the  press,  a  division  of  the  execu- 
tive and  judiciary  branches  of  the  government, 
the  machinery  for  popular  representation  has 
been  set  up  and  the  local  self-government 
societies  are  more  efficient  and  responsible, 
farmers  societies"  have  been  organized,  with 
the  recognition  of  the  government,  with  the 
aim  of  improving  farming.  The  schools  are 
backward,  as  a  whole,  due  chiefly  to  the  lack 
Hi  funds.  The  eager  interest  in  education  is 
really  more  hopeful  because  what  interest  is 
taken  and  work  done  is  genuine. 

There  was  very  Ijttle  anti-foreign  senti- 
ment before  and  there  is  less,  if  anything  now. 

DISLIKE  FOREIGN  LOANS 
The  public  is  afraid  of  foreign  loans  and 
dislikes  'them.  The  local  newspaper,  organ 
of  the  merchants  of  the  port,  Is  strongly  op- 
posed to  large  foreign  loans.  In  reply  to  bur 
inquiry  as  to  whether  the  flotation  and  proper 
disbursement  of  a  large  loan  would  improve 
local  conditions  our  informant  says: 

"This  of  course  is  a  matter  of  speculation. 
My  opinion  is  that  it  would  hot  improve,  but 
seriously  harm  them.  There  would  be  a 
scramble  for  a  big  share;  and  no  matter  how 
just  the  disbursement,  there  would  be  endless 
accusations  of  injustice.  The  people  here  will 
do  better  in  the  end  if  they  slowly  earn  and 
spend  their  own  money.     The  only  consider- 
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VERY  newcomer  to  Berlin  falls 
beneath  the  spell  of  the  over- 
whelming expression  of  the  na- 
tional Will  which  he  encounter.-, 
on  every  hand — the  foreigner 
returned  from  life  in  older  and  more  leisured 
capitals  most  of  all. 

The  cit)  Is  a-^uiver  with  energy.  It  is  like 
an  engine-house  trembling  with  the  throb  of 
its  mighty  machines.  One  is  immediately  con- 
scious of  the.  tremendous  drive  behind  this 
fixity  of  purpose  to  succeed.  There  is  a  dis- 
tinct parallel  between  Germany's  perpetual 
striving  after  "a  place  in  the  sun,"  her'VMtent 
demand  to  be  treated  as  the  co-equal  of  the 
other  Oreat  Powerv  and  Berlin's  incessant 
effort  to  gain  Weltstadt  fank. 

Like  everything  in  Germany  the  effort  is 
Organised,  it  began  with  the  systematic  de- 
velopment of  the  drab  little  Prussian  capital 
of  the  seventies  into  the  glistening  metropolis 
of  today.  It  is  going  on  with  the  slow  .but 
sure  education  of  the  Berliner  from  an  ill- 
dressed,  surly  person  into  the  more  presentable 
and  urbane  individual  he  is  becoming  year  by 
year.

Everybody  now 
wants  a  flat  with  "modern  improvements"— 
i.c.,  steam  heat,  pcrmarignt  hot-water  supply

would  be  to  hurry  the  construction  of  the  rail- 
road.   But  they  are  building  it  themselves.    If

Save 
in  the  historical  "show"  quarters  about  the 
Schloss,  a  building  is  hardly  given  time  to  take 
on  the  color  of  its  surroundings  before  it  is 
ruthlessly  torn  down  and  replaced  by  a  bigger 
and  more  gorgeous  structure. 

'MUDDLED  ARCHITECTURE 

Nothing  is  more  characteristic,  in  my  opin- 
ion, of  .the,  undefined  ideals  of  modern  Ger- 
many than  the  confusion  of  styles  in  the 
architecture  of  Berlin.  Architecturally  speak- 
ing, Berlin  is  a  city  in  three  layers.  There  are 
the  palaces  and  public  buildings  about  the 
royal  castle  of*  the  Schinkel  period,  discreet  and 
noble  examples  of  eighteenth-century  archi- 
tecture. There  are  streets  and  streets  full  of 
houses  built  after  the  war  in  a  drab,  semi- 
romantic  style,  with  Medusa,  heads  and  carytids 
and  Atlases  in  stucco  and  faded  paint.  There 
is  lastly  the  architecture  of  modern  Berlin,  a 
chaotic  and  bewildering  melange  in  which 
every  known  and  unknown  style  from  the 
Pharaohs  down  16  the  Second  William  is  .to  be 
seen.  Wherever  the  eye  turns  in  modern 
Berlin  it  meets  the  attempt  to  strike  a  new 
note.  The  ideal  of  beauty  aimed  at  is  all  too 
often  swamped  by  the  overwhelming  eagerness 
to  impress.  The  only  dominant  impression 
conveyed  is  the  worship  of  force  in  modern 
Germany.  The  facades  of  many  of  the  new 
monster  restaurants  and  cafes  are  adorned  with 
huge  uncouth  Rodinesque  torsos,  the  outlines 
only  roughly  hewn  out  of  the  stone.  Some- 
times the  fancy  of  the  sculptor  runs  to  the 
erotic,  sometimes  to  the  dasmonesque.  In  the 
new  residential  quarters  of  the  west,  all  along 
the  great  military  road  out  to  Doeberitz  Camp, 
one  may  count  to  the  kilometre  as  many  as  a 
score  of  widely  divergent  styles  in  the  architec- 
ture of  the  houses.  There  old  German  houses 
with  timber  fronts  and  red  roofs  rub  elbows 
with  slim  sandstone  structures  of  the  late 
Renaissance.  Some  buildings  look  like  fire 
stations,  others  like  churches,  others  again  like 
houses.  With  their  spick  and  span  fronts  and 
brightly  colored  roofs  they  certainly  lend  a 
note  of  gaiety  to  the  Berlin  faubourg. 

LOSING  THE  SENSE  OF  PROPORTION 

Nothing  succeeds  like  success,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  Berlin  has  been  so  rapid  and  un- 
checked that  the  people  of  this  city  are  losing 
their  sense  of  proportion.  Some  years  ago  an 
Exhibition  of  Bad  Taste  was  opened  at  Stutt- 
gart, a  pmminent  feature  of  the  exhibits  being 
objects  which  by  their  form  had  no  relation  to 
their  destined  usage,  as  for  instance,  pencil 
cases  made  like  revolver^  or  clocks  set  in  a 
stirrup,    in  the  same  w/y  there  appears  to  me 


in  the  bathroom  and  throughout  the  house  elec- 
tric light,  lift,  and  vacuum  cleanser  installation. 
It  matters  not  that  the  house  be  Jerry-built,

a  picture;  as  long  as  the  "modern  improve- 
ments" are  there  and  the  vestibule  is  adorned 
With  gift  mirrors  and  bright  carpets,  the  house 
will  be  filled  with  tenants  from  top  to  bottom 
before  the  walls  are  dry.  The  great  exodus 
to  the  newer  suburbs  is  emptying  the  older 
residential  quarters  of  the  city,  where  thous- 
ands of  flats  are  unoccupied. 

,  Nothing  has  struck  me  more  on  my  return 
to  Germany  than  the  enormous  multiplication 
of  the  night  restaurants  and  cafes.  The  once 
exclusive  west  is  now  invaded  by  a  swarm  of 
night  establishments  where  dancing  is  kept  up 
until  dawn.  Side  by  side  with  the  numerous 
night  restaurants  and  bars  in  the  centre  still 
more  gorgeous  and  more  ambitious  dancing- 
rooms  and  casinos  have  been  opened.  It  is 
necessary  to  remember  that  this  night  life  of 
Berlin  is  not  exotic  as  the  night  life  of  Paris. 
It  does  not  exist  for  the  foreigner,  but  primarily 
for  the  Berliner  and  the  German  provincial. 
Iljjp. voice  of  warning  has  often  been  raised 
in  Germany  against  its  steady  growth.  It  is 
another  symptom  of  that  tendency  towards 
materialism  which  cannot  fail  to  affect 
ultimately  the  moral  welfare  of  the  German 
people— G.  Valentine  Williams,  special  corres-* 
pondent  of  The  Daily  Mail.

FOR  HAPPINESS 


,  The  world's  idea  of  happiness  is  that  it  is 
a  thing  to  be  grasped.  The  "pursuit  of  happi- 
ness" is  a  phrase  that  belongs  to  this  idea. 
Happiness  must  be  run  after  and  snatched. 
It  can  be  lost  as  quickly  as  gained.  It  is,  above 
all  things,  unsure.  Others  can  take  happiness 
away  from  the  person  who  has  grasped  it. 
Those  who  have  the  power  of  giving  it  to  one's 
life  may  refuse  to  do  so,  and  then  there  is 
an  end  of  all  hope  of  it.  These  conceptions 
allbelong  to  the  world's  thought  of  the  matter. 
They  make  happiness  a  doubtful,  fugitive 
thing,  impossible  to  gain  without  help  -from 
circumstances,  and  liable  to  be  lost  in  a 
moment. 

But  there  is  another  idea  of  happiness — 
that  it  is  a  thing  to  be  given.  In  this  thought, 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  pursuit  after  happi- 
ness. It  cannot  be  enjoyed  by  snatching  or 
striving.  It  exists,  enduringly,  and  can  be 
entered  into  at  will.  No  other  human  being 
has  power  over  it,  to  take  it  away.  Circum- 
stances have  little  or  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
Far  from  being  fugitive,  it  has  the  serenity  of 
an  immortal  thing. 

Sidney  Smith,  wit  and  philosopher,  came 
near  capturing  the  secret  of  happiness  in  a 
single  sentence  when  he  said,  "When  you  rise 
in  the  morning,  form  a  resolution  to  make  the 
day  a  happy  one  to  a  fellow  creature."  This 
rule,  followed  daily,  will  soon  warm  and  ir- 
radiate the  heart  with  abiding  joy.  Another 
sage,  in  his  saying,  "Know  how  to  replace  hi 
your  heart,  by  the  happiness  of  those  you  love, 
the  happiness  that  may  be  wanting  to  your- 
self," fails  to  give  a  complete  thought — for 
the  true  happiness-giver  does  not  stop  wlt;h  a 
small  circle  that  is  beloved,  but  gives  to  all, 
even  the  ignorant  and  unthankful,  and  never 
has  happiness  wanting.  Tried  for  a  year,  this 
rule  will  change  any  sad  life  to  a  life  of  joy. 
To  criticize  it  before  trying  is  valueless;  to  try 

it  is  to  prove  it.

SIENA— ITALY

HE  visitor  to  Florence  will  greatly 
err  unless  a  few  days  are  given  to 
that  quaint  and  romantic  medi- 
W^M^M  'Eva'  Italian  c'ty  Siena.  It  can 
^ "^  he  reached  by  "train  from  Flor- 
ence in  about  three  hours.  Splendid  from 
any  side  and  to  be  seen  from  a  distance 
of  twenty  miles,  no  city  in  Italy  is  so 
enskied  and  wonderful  as  this.  Standing 
on  the  crest «of  her  volcanic  hills,  and  girdled 
j|l|r  her  towered  and  pinnacled  w a Uj&'-jSPjPf 
Tuscan^ycarries  us  back'  for  t^^ace'' 'pi'  'Hym 
centuries.  Here  we  have  no  steinl  traihs,  jrio 
modern  buildings^sbut  all  is  ancient  and  ,un* 
spoiled.  Nothing  has  altered  since  her  founda- 
tions wete  first  laid,  as  tradition  says,  by  Senio, 
the  son  of  Remus,  who  with  Romulus  founded 
ancient  Rome.  *ln  Siena  time  has  stood  still,  as 
though  her  wings  were  weary,  and  the  sands 
had  frozert  in  her  hour-glass.  There  she  stands, 
noble  and  beautiful,  backed  by  the  grey  and 
thunderous  mountains  of  Volterra,  with  her 
Mangia  Tower  piercing  the  Italian  blue,  and 
h|r  splendid  cathedral  shining  like  a  jewel  in 
1  the  %tts  of  dawn  and  glowing  like  a  chrysolite 
beneath  the  sunset  sky.  Time  was  when  Siena 
rivalled  Florence  in  wealth  and  power,  and 


when  a  hundred  thousand  people  were  packed 
within  its  walls.  But,  early  in  the  fourteenth 
r  century  a  terrible  pestilence  visited  the  city, 
-™4i^_4ts-4nhaoitants-  were  reduced  to  twenty 
thousand.  As  by  the  besom  of  destruction  all 
the  rest  were  swept  away.  Whole*  districts 
were  depopulated,  the  houses  fell  down,  the 
streets  vanished,  with  .the  result  that  the  "plow 
has  passed  over  the  ruins  of  the  larger  city,  and 

?'  gardens,   olive  orchards  and  vineyards    now 

flourish  where  merchants    trafficked,    women 
spun  and  happy  children  played. 

As  you  traverse  the  shrunken  city  with  its 
harrow  streets  and  jutting  eaves,  With  the  sky 
like  a  strip  of  blue  ribbon  stretched  across  them, 
there  are  abundant  evidences  of  its.  departed ... 
:  #•„  magnificence,  though  the  beauty  lingers  stiff, 
smiling  at  the  ruin  as  through  a  mist  of  tears. 
In  many  of  the  darkling  pathways  you  come 
upon  lovely  Gothic  arChes  walled  up  in  the 
fronts  of* now  ordinary  houses," once  portals  and 
windows  of  stately  palaces;  These  lend  an  aft 
of  pathos  to  the  steep  thoroughfares  tistng  or 
•  falling  in  'bewildering  picmresqueness,  and 
stopping  as  if  for  rest  in  successive  small  piaz- 
zas, until  you  reach  the  great  avenue  which 
stretches  across  the  high  spine  of  the  city.  Here, 
in  the  Via  Cavour-r— as  it  ls;  now  called,  after 
one  of  the  liberators  of  Italy— you  find  vast 
palaces  exquisite  with  carved  stone,  or  rosy 
brickwork.  They  tower  above  you  on  every 
side  and  surrender  nothing  of  their  grandeur  of 
exterior  because  they  are  divided  into  tene- 
ments and  no  longer  echo  the  clink  of  knightly 
spurs,  or  the  laughter  of  fair  women,  "clothed 
in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  faring  sumptuously 
every  day." 

•    Nor—such  is  the  mercy  of  human  forget- 

fulness — -does  the  memory  of  a  lost  magnifi- 
cence sadden  the  life  of  those  who  now  people 

this  romantic  city.  The  youths  Sodoma  paint- 
$w  live  hundred  years  ago  with  their  saffron 
hose,  slashed  doublets  and  red- caps  adorned 
vv  ith  plumes,  have  still  their  successors  in  these 
ancient  streets,  nor  are  the  girls  who  traverse 
them  less  beautiful,  though  the  daughters  of 
tanners  and  confectioners,  than:  the  high-born 
dames  who  from  their  palace  windows  in  the 
olden  time  looked  proudly  on  the  motley  crowd 
beneath,  or  when  the  twilight  shadows  tell, 
caught  through  the  hush  the  strains  of  the  pas- 
sionate serenade.     , 


the  Mangia.  This  tower  springs  like  a  rocket 
into  the  blue  Italian  air  and  is  the  most  wonder- 
ful shaft  ever  lifted  skyward  by  daring  builders. 
"When  once  you  have  seen  the  Mangia,"  says 
W.  D.  Howells,  "all  other  towers,  obelisks  and 
columns  are  tame  and  vulgar  and  earth-rooted, 
that  seems,  to  quit  the  ground,  and  to  be  not  a 
monument  but  a  flight."  Like  an  eagle,  it 
flies  unabashed  at  the  sun.  It  dominates  the 
imagination  and  hangs  suspended  over  the  as- 
tonished mind  during  your  stay  at  Siena.  You 
seek  it  at  dawn  when  it  hangs  in  the  sky  like 
a  flower,  at  sunset  when  it  burns  in  ruddy  flame, 

th  the  moon  ^^M^ekix^M  silver  lit 
ifp^ininglily.  If  is  <•£  perpetual  wonder. 

Nor  is  this  the  only  marvel  of  the  shell-like 
Piazza  of  Siena,  for  on  the  topmost  verge  of 
the  curving  shell  stands  the  Fonte  Gaja,  surely 
the  loveliest  fountain  in  the  world.  It  is  not  a 
fountain  Only,  for  round  it  wrought  in  purest 
marble  are  figures  and  faces  which  might  have 
been  taken  from  a  canvas  of  Botticelli  or  Pra 
Angelo,  such  is  their  beauty  and  their  purity. 
Bettine,  writing  to  the  mother  of  Goethe,  said : 
"The  work  of  art  should  express  that  only 
which  lifts  the  soul,  which  gladdens  it  nobly." 
That  fine  conception  is  perfectly  realized  in  the 
forms  which  encircle  the  Fonte  Gaja  at  Siena, 
and  there,  is  not  a  maiden  in  that  city  who 
pausing  until  her  pitchtr  is  filled  might  not 


Domenico  in  Siena*we  find  his  finest  frescoes 
in  the  chapel  dedicated  to  St.  Catherine.  Ben- 
venuto  and  Matteo  glorified  the  walls  of  the 
Palazzo  Publico  of  this  place  with  types  of  re- 
fined spiritual  beauty.  But  the  greatest  of 
those  born  in  Siena  was  St.  Catherine,  whose 
embalmed  head  may  be  seen  in  its  cathedral  for 
all  who  care  for  an  exhibition  so  ghastly.  The 
daughter  of  a  tanner  in  the  city,  she  has  won 
for  herself  a  lasting  fame.  Natural  genius  both 
practical  and  imaginative,  absolute  unselfish- 
ness, a  firm  belief  in  her  own  spiritual  mission, 
and  that  vast  power  which  then  belonged  to  all 
earnest  and  sincere  members  of  the  monastic 
orders  enabled  her  to  play  a  great  part  in  the 
world.  To  conquer  seif-love  as  the  root  of 
all  evil  and  to  live  wholly  for  others,  these  were 
the  guiding  principles  of  her  life,  and  they  ren- 
dered her  noble  and  Christ-like  in  a  superlative 
degree. 

itherine  won  r^her^emm^ 
the  enthusiastic  admiration  of  the  people,  the 
house  in  which  she  lived,  carefully  preserved  in 
every  detail,  presents  in  the  city  the  sanctity  of 
a  shrine.  For  long  centuries  it  has  attracted 
the  feet  of  the  pilgrim,  and  inspired  in  many  a 
devotion  closely  akin  to  worship.  Like  Francis 
of  Assisi,  she  is  one  of  the  saints  who  "belong 
to  no  special  church— -she  claims  the  love  and 
homage  of  all  pious  hearts.  She  was  at  once 
the  Elizabeth  Fry  and  the  Joan  of  Arc  of  Italy, 
During  the  plague  which  wrought  such  terrible 
havoc  in  Siena  she  gave  herself  up  to  the  care 
of  the  sick  and  dying,  moving  among  them  as 
one  who  bore  a  charmed  life,  while  in  after 
years  she  prearhrrl  and  was  prepared  to  lead

The  Alaokanu  JBouniudary 


HEN  the  United  States  purchased 
Alaska  from  Russia  it  was  be- 
lieved that  there  never  could  arise 
between  it  and  Great  Britain  a 
dispute  over  the  boundary  be- 
tween the  territory  and  British  Columbia.  The 
boundary  was  fixed  under  a  treaty,  made  in 
1825,  between  Russia  and  Great  Britain,  one 
end  of  it  to  consist  of  the  14 1st  meridian,  and 
the  other  end  to  be  constituted  by  a  line  drawn 
across  the  summit  of  several  mountain  peaks, 
from  Mount  St.  EHas  to  and  through  the  Port- 
land Canal.  So  sure  were  those  interested 
that  the  boundary  was  plainly  fixed  that 
Charles  Sumner  declared: "I  am  glad  to  begin 
with  what  is  clear  and  beyond  question.  1 
refer  to  the  boundaries  fixed  by  ithe  treaty." 

Concerning  the  600  mile  stretch  from  the 
Arctic  Ocean  southward,  with  the  boundary 
consisting  of  the  14 1st  meridian,  there  could 
be  no  dispute  which  could  not  be  solved  by 
careful  measurements,  but  southward  of  that 
the  other  600  mile  stretch  is  made  up  of  an 
Irregular  boundary  ^  separating  the  Alaskan 
panhandle  from  the  territory  of  British  Col- 
umbia. As  far  back  as  1878  a  dispute  between 
England  and  the  United  States  arose,  and  a 
modus  vivendi  with  reference  to  the  Stikine 


river  was  entered  into,  and  a  similar  agreement 
composed  for"  the  time  being  the  differences 
that  arose  in  1 899  relating  to  the  country  at 
the-head-of-the-Lynn-Cana.L-     _i-  __. 

Negotiations  for  the  permanent  settlement1 
of  the  disputed  boundaries  were  entered  into 
shortly  thereafter,  and  these  resulted  in  the 
negotiation  of  a  treaty  in  i904,  creating  the 
Tribunal  of  London,  composed  of  six  eminent 
jurists,  three  from  each  country,  which  was  to 
hear  the  evidence  in  the  case  and  to  settle  the 
controversy  once  .and  to^ll.  This  tribunal 
heard  the  evidence,  reached  its  decision,  and 
a  commission  to  carry  oiit  its  views  was  ap- 
pointed/all within  eight  months  alfter  the  sign- 
ing of  the  treaty.  .■■-  -; ..•■-- 

-Sfibe---  Tribunal  determined  which  mountain 
peaks  were  referred  to  in  the  treaty  of  1 8?$, 
and  marked  them  upon  a  map  for  the  use  <Jf; 
the  commission  upon  which  devolved  the 
physical  task  of  fixing  the  boundary  in  .accord- 
ance with  .the  findings  of  the  Tribunal..  The 
commission  consisted  of  O.  H.  Tittman  of  the 
pfitted  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey;  and 
W.  F..  K|hg,  representing  the  English  Govern* 
ment.  They  had  to  identify  the  peaks  fixed  by 
the  Tribunal  of  London,  and  mark  each  turning 
point  in  the  line  with ..  stone  monuments 
Wherever  possible,  there  was  one  stretch  cf 
120  miles  that  was  fixed  by  the  Tribunal  only 
within  certain  limits,  and  the  Commission  was 
authorized  definitely  to  fix  the  exact  boundary 
in  this  stretch. 

Before  the  discovery  of  gold  in  Alaska  few 
people  bothered  their  heads  about  boundaries 
sin  what  seemed-  to  be  a  desolate  region  where 
all  the  land  in  dispute  was  not  worth  the  money 
and  pains  it  would  cost  to  settle  the  argument. 
But  when  the  rush  to  the  Klondike  began  the 
Canadian  Government  constructed  a  telegraph 
overland  to  Dawson,  while  the  United  States 
laid  a  cable  from  Seattle  to  Sitka,  and  a  tele- 
graph line  to  Valdez  and  Fort  Egbert.  It  was 
then  that  Alaska  became  worth  considering 
and  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  pointed 
to  different  mountain  peaks  as  those  referred 
to  in  the  treaty  of  1825,  with  the  result  that 
the  treaty  creating  the  Tribunal  of  London 
followed  apace. 

The  real  work  of  marking  the  Alaskan 
boundary  under  the  direction  of  the  Alaskan 
Boundary  Commission,  fell  upon  the  shoulders 
Of  Thomas  Riggs,  Jr.,  the  American  engineer 
in  charge,  and  his  associates,  while  Canada 
had  a  similar  party  in  the  field  working  in 
conjunction  with  them.  Mr.«s  Riggs  was  no 
"new"  man  when  he  went  to  Alaska  to  help 
tie  a  ground  boundary  to  the  stars,  and  to  fix 
it  so  permanently  and  so  definitely  that  even 
though  mountains  were  to  remove  themselves 
into  the  sea  and  valleys  were  to  rise  up  into 
hills,  that  boundary  would  still  be  fixed.  He 
had  "hit  the  trail"  when  gold,  was  discovered 
in  Alaska,  and  had  wrestled  with  the  trans- 
portation problems  upon  whose  solution  de- 
pends the  opening  up  of  this  virgin  empire 
of  natural  wealth. 

The  work  of  marking  the  Alaskan 
boundary  will  have  cost  the  United  States 
approximately  three-quarters  of  a  million 
dollars  when  it  is  finished  next  year.  It  repre- 
sents some  of-  the  best  boundary  work  in  the 
world,  and  the  600-mile  section  of  it  reaching 
from  Mount  St.  Elias  to  the  Arctic  Ocean,  is 
the  world's  longert  exactly  surveyed  straight 
line.  The  souther.i  part  of  this  line  had  to  be 
run  across  mountains  covered  with  perpetual 
snows  and  over  glaciers  of  eternal  ice.  But 
as  the  work  progressed  northward  the  eleva- 
tion became  lower,  and  from  the  White  River 
to  the  Arctic  there  is  a  brief  summer  season 
free  from  ice  and  cold,  and  a  region  where 
game  on  the  land  and  game  in  the  water 
abound  in  profusion — white  sheep  in  unnum- 
bered thousands,  wide-antlered  moose,  carinou 
and  bear — and  v/here,  in  the  words  of  Mr. 
R'ggs,  grayling  are  not  caught  with  hook  and 
line,  but  are  kicked  out  of  the  water. 

The  boundary  is  being  marked  by  clearing 
off  all  timber  for  a  distance  of  ten  feet  on 


either  side.  At  points  always  within  .sight  of 
one  another  aluminum-bronze  monuments  are 
set  up  to  locate  the  exact  position  of  the  line. 
At  important  river  crossings  and  along  high- 
ways of  travet  these  monuments  are  five  feet 
high,  and  are  embedded  in  a  ton  of  concrete; 
at  less  important  points  monuments  three  feet 
high,  planted  in  l,5oo  pound  concrete  bases, 
are  set  up.  These  points  are  geodetically  de- 
termined, or  located  by  the  stars.  They  will 
serve  as  the  basis  of  all  future  surveys. 

While  the  line  was  being  run  the  topo- 
graphers were  at  work  with  their  plane-tables, 
plotting  the  country  around.  They  climbed  ufpp 
to  the  tops  of  mountain  peaks  where  they  could 
get  a  good  view  of  the  surrounding  country, 
and  recorded  on  their  plafte-fcable  sheets the 
elevations,  the  drainage,  and  even  the  chara^ 
ter  of  the  timber.  A  line  of  precise  levels  was 
run  by  which  the  elevation  above  the, sea  of 
any  given  point  could  be  determined.  The 
resulting  maps  are  said  to'be  about  the  best 
example  of  the  surveyor's  art  that  have  been 
made  on  any  boundary. 

The  "difficulty  of  running  such  a  long  line 
was  perhaps  greater  than  any  encountered  in 
recent  history.  For  over  two  hundred  miles 
across  perpetual  snow  and  primeval  glaciers, 
the  supplies  of  the  surveying  party  had  to  be 
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Never  have  wb  beheld  girls  more  lovely  in 
their  vivid  coloring  or  more  graceful  in  their 
poise  and  movement  than  the  maidens  of 
Siena  with  their  regular  lineaments,  their  deep 
auburn  tresses,  and  the  wide  brims  of  their 
straw  hats  "lifted  round  their  faces  like  the 
discs  of  sunflowers;"  Tall,  lithe,  superb  and 
bold  glancing,  they  seem  made  to  be  wooed, 
though  their  beauty  is  of  an  order  over  which 
the  thoughtful  will  rejoice  with  trembling. 
Dante,  in  a  flash  of  a  poet's  insight,  called  the 
Sienese  "gente  vana" — a  vain  people.  We  are 
inclined  to  regard  the  criticism  as  just,  but  this 
does  not  detract  from  their  indubitable  charm. 

III. 

On  entering  Siena  the  first  object  which 
arrests  the  visitor  is  its -remarkable  Piazza  del 
Campo,  on  the  verge  of  which  stands  the 
Palazzo  Communale,  or,  as  we  should  term  it, 
the  Town  Hall  of  the  city.  The  Piazza  Vit- 
toria  Emmanuel,  as  it  is  now  called — in  loving 
memory  of  a  name  so  dear  to  Italy — is  alone 
worthy  of  a  long  pilgrimage-  to  the  Dantesque 
city.  Montaigne  says  with  truth:  "The  Piaz- 
za of  Siena  is  the  finest  ,)f  any  city  in  the 
wond."  It  is  in  the  shape  of  a  scallop  shell, 
and  tike  it  is  fluted  down  to  its  base,  only  with 
a  deeper  curve  at  its  centre,  aince  it  was  origin- 
ally laid  down  on  the  hollow  of  an  extinct 
volcano.  Around  it  stand  the  great  Sienese  ho- 
tels of  the  fourteenth  century,  prominent  among 
which  is  the  magnificent  red  house  on  its  left 
arc,  a  palace  of  extraordinary  dimensions 
stained,  as  it  would  appear,  with  the  wine  of  a 
thousand  sunsets.  At  the  base  of  the  might v 
shell  stands  the  Palazzo  or  Municipal  Hall.  It 
is  built  of  brick,  toned  by  years  to  a  soft  rich 
purple,  and  is  crowned  by  a  lovebj  t>>wer  called 


gather  from  them  all  which  a  maiden  ought  to 
be. 

For  seven  years  the  artist  wrought  upon  this 
gem  of  sculptured  marble,  and  never  was  money 
better  expended  than  the  three  thousand  florins 
which  Tito  Saroccai  received  for  his  work.  For 
we  live  not  by  bread  and  water  alone,  but  also 
by  the  beauty  which  uplifts  and  gladdens. 

IV. 

„\  There  is  yet  another  marvel  which  may 
draw  the,  feet  of  the  traveler  to  Siena,  and  it  is 
found  in  the  wonderful  cathedral  which  is  its 
crowning  glory,  dominating,  like  our  own  noble 
fane  of  Lincoln,  the  city  beneath;  -With  the 
one  exception  of  Milan,  this  cathedral -is  the 
most  imposing  Gothic  structure  in  Italy.  Built 
in  blocks  of  alternating  black  and  white  marble, 
it  offends,  at  first,  our  English  taste.  Neverthe- 
lessr  it  is  a  truly  great  monument  of  the  grea& 
est  period  of  a  great  city/  And  the  marvel  is 
that  the  building  as  it  now  stands  is  only  the 
transept  of.  that  which  was  originally  designed 
to  be  the  most  magnificent  house  of  God  ever 
reared  by  the  devotion  of  man.  The  grandeur 
of  the  original  project  was  arrested  by  the 
plague  which  in  the  middle  of  the  fourteenth 
century  destroyed  three-fourths  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  city,  but  that  which  was  accom- 
plished is  still  a  wonder  and  a  glory.  We  are 
astonished  at  the  ecstasy  of  Gothic  invention 
displayed  in  this  fragment  of  a  magnificent 
purpose,  at  the  vast  treasure  of  its  sculptured 
marbles,  the  richness  of  its  delicately-wrought 
mosaics,  the  might  of  the  high  arches  of  its 
eastern  facade  which  invHe  the  worshippers  in 
the. town  beneath  like  the  shining  gates  of 
Heaven. 

Within  we  trace,  amid  the  dim  splendor,  set 
above  the  lower  arches  of  the  church,  a  line 
of  the  heads  of  the  popes  of  Rome  who  had 
reigned  in  the  previous  centuries.  Larger  than 
life,  with  pale  solemn  faces,  they  lean  down 
from  the  dusk,  until  the  dead  past  becomes;  a 
living  present  as  we  survey  the  mighty  line  of 
the  hierarchs  of  early  Christendom. 

One  thing  of  quite  unique  interest  is  the 
pavement  of  the  cathedral,  the  like  of  which  is 
not  found  elsewhere  in  Italy.  It  is  inlaid  with 
a  species  of  etching  on  marble  representing  the 
history  of  the  Church  before  the  Incarnation. 
fffjpre  we  have  a  variety  of  pictures  in  black  and 
white  telling  the  great  stories  of  Moses,  Samson, 
Joshua,  and  other  Hebrew  heroes.  Socrates 
and  the  Sybils  also  find  a  place  amid  the  sacred 
throng  as  if  those  olden  artists  were  mindful 
of  the  fact  that  the  dispensations  of  God  in  past 
times  were  not  restricted  to  the  course  of  Jew- 
ish history,  but  that  His  gracious  Spirit  swept 
wherever  human  souls  were  genial  and  open  to 
His  breath.  The  vast  floor  is  covered  with  these 
great  designs  which  though  for  a  long'  period 
unprotected  from  the  passage  of  multitudinous 
feet  are  now  carefully  boarded  over  and  onlv 
exposed  during  the  great  festivals  of  the 
Church.  It  was  our  privilege  to  visit  it  on  the 
day  of  the  festival  of  St.  Catherine  and  to  read 
the  sculptured  story  in  its  entirety.  What  piety 
and  devout  reflection  must  have  exalted  the 
small  republic  which  deviled  this  glorious, 
shrine!  We  are  apt  to  speak  scornfully  of  the 
gloom  and  ecclesiastical  tyranny  of  the  Middle 
Ages,  but  we  may  well  sigh  amid  our  material- 
istic triumphs  for  a  portion  of  its  spirit.  Those 
lines  from  Bailey's  "Festus*  'are  appropriate 
here: 

In  every  age 
However  much  the  world  was  wrong  therein 
The  greatest  works  of  mind,  or  hand,  have  been 
Done  unto  God. 

V- 

Siena  has  no;  been  remarkable  as  the  cradle 
of  illustrious  men.  It  can  boast,  however,  a 
few  names  which  are  worth  recording.  Bandini, 
the  author  of  the  principle  of  Free  Trade  in 
commerce,  was  a  Sienese.  Socinus,  the  pro- 
phet of  Unitarianism  in  theology,  was  a  Sienese. 
Alexander  III.,  the  bold  Pontiff  who  placed  his 
foot  on  -the  neck  of  the  Emperor  of  Venice, 
was  a  Sienese.  Sodoma  the  painter  practised 
his  art  in  hiena,  and  in  the  u»iy  church  of  San 


crusade  against  the  Saracens  and  became  the 
inspired  counsellor  of  popes  and  princes.  It 
was  she  who  prevailed  upon  the  Pope  to  re- 
movrarstern  interdict  laid upoirthe  Florentines, 
and  to1  remove  his  court  from  Avignon  to  the 
ancient  seat  of  St.  Peter,  If  it :  is  difficult  to  ac- 
cept the  story  of  the  physical  miracles  said  to 
have  been  wrought  by  her,  it  is  still  certain 
that  through  her  power  with  God*  she  wrought 
spiritual  m ir acles.  A  sceptical  professor  of 
philosophy  in  Siena  came  to  her  out  of  curi- 
osity, and  scornful  of  her  power,  but  her 
grace,  her  purity,  and  her  ineffable  spirituality 
so  wrought  upon  him,  that  he  became  a  believer 
ancT  a;  devoted  servant  of  €hrist. 

One  Nicolo  Tuldo,  condemned  to  death  for 
treason,  cursed  God  and  refused  to  see  a  priest, 
but  by  her  exquisite  womanjy  sympathy  his 
hard  heart  was  melted  and  he  joined  with  her 
in  contrite  prayer  for  a  pardon  which  was  not 
denied  him.  Standing  by  the  block  with  him 
on  the  day  of  his  execution,  she  whispered  to 
him  of  the  atoning  Lamb  of  God,  and  dying, 
;1#  last  words  were,  "Jesus-Catherine."  In  ad- 
dition tp  all  this,  she  was  a  woman  of  queenly 
genius,  with  faculties  of  government  such  as 
few  women  ever  possjessed.  Her  work  was 
enormous,  her  influence  supreme.  'When  wore 
out  at  thirty-three,  through  her  toils  and  austeri. 
ties,  she  bore  her  sufferings  uncomplainingly, 
reminding  the  watchers  by  her  side  how  much 
more  her  Saviour  had  Suffered  on  her  behalf, 
and  when  she  fell  on  sleep  the  heaven  she  leffe 
behind  her  was  the  witness  of  the  heaven  into 
which  she  had  passed.  In  one  of  her  hours  of 
religious  ecstasy  she  said  that  Christ  came  to 
her  in  vision  and  gave  her  His  own  heart  in  ex- 
change for  hers.  However  this  might  be,  it  is 
certain  that  men  saw  in  her  a  true  and  lovely  in- 
carnation of  the  spirit  of  Christ.  As  she  leaned 
on  the  bosom  of  her  Lord,  the  song  of  her  pMw 
grimage  might  fitly  have  been: 

Apart  from  Thee,  all  gain  is  loss, 

All  labor  vainly  done; 
The  solemn  shadow  of  Thy  Cross 

is.  brighter  than  the  sun.

carried  on  the  backs  of  horses.  Two  miles  an 
hour  and  six  hours  a  day  represented  good 
progress.

The  body  of  a  poor  ex-dog  driver  of  the 
North  Western  Police  was  found  in  the  river. 
Upon  the  assembling  of  a  stump  coroner's  jury, 
the  Canadian  coroner  declared  the  evidence 
showed  that  the  body'was  found,  on  the  Alaskan 
side  and,  therefore,  he  was  without  jurisdiction, 
and  so  it  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  Americans  to 
fashion  a  coffin  out  of  storeboxes  and  bury  the 
dog-driver  in  a  shallow  grave.

But  the  men  who  surveyed  the  14 1st 
meridian  did  not  have  all  grim  and  dark  in 
their  lives.  When  they  reached  Rampart 
House  with  a  steamboat  carrying  horses,  the 
Indians  could  not  believe  their  eyes.  Could 
there  be  a  hundred  white  men  in  the  world? 
Was  the  smoke-and-steam-spouting  monster 
riding  up  through  the  rapids  a  creature  from  a 
nether  world?  When  the  horses  were  turned 
out  into  the  open  to  stretch  their  legs  and  roll 
on  the  turf,  all  the  dogs  of  the  village  turned 
tail  and  fled  to  the  hills,  there  to  remain  for 
days.  The  Indians  took  to  their  huts  and 
barred  their  doors,  and  for  two  days  whispered 
about  the  strange  hornless  caribou. 

Once  the  engineers  encountered  an  epi- 
demic of  smallpox  among  the  Indians.  Their 
possessions  had  to  be  burned,  amid  heartburn-  . 
ings  and  protests.  .  Each  Indian  had  to  be 
washed  with  antiseptics,  and  vaccine  had  to  be 
brought  into  play.  The  situation  demanded 
action  of  the  most  rugged  kind,  and  it  wns 
forthcoming,  with  the  result  that  what  might 
have  been  an  epidemic  reaching  to  the  upper- 
most ends  of  inhabited  'Alaska,  was  nipped  in 
the  bud.  The  surveyors  became  a  law  unto 
themselves,  and  within  a  radius  of  a  hundred 
miles  a  system  of  rigid  inspection  and  vaccina- 
tion was  enforced. 

And  so  the  boundary  was  established.  With 
every  man  a  hero,  living  every  day  more 
stories  than  Kipling  and  Zogbaum  could  in- 
vent, perhaps  not  one  of  them  could  entertain 
an  audience  as  well  as  a  third-rate  lecturer,  for 
they  were  men  of  action  rather  than  of  speech. 
When  the  story  of  Alaska  is  written  there  will 
be  many  papes  devoted  to  the  self-sacrifice  and 
devotion  of  those  who  endured  hardships  and 
faced  dangers  as  great  as  those  of  the  most 
sanguinary  battle.

The  company,  seeing  the  Impossibility 
of  securing  free  labor,  met  the  men  and 
conceded  practically  all  the  demands 
made.  Public  sympathy  was  largely 
with  the  then,  and  extreme  good  tem- 
per prevailed  under  trying-  circum- 
stances.. The  thought  Is  voiced  on  all 
sides  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  th* 
Government  to  resume  the  company's 
boats  and  run  a  free  service,  until  such 
time  as  a  permanent  dressing  is  made.
